As  soon  as  one  /American  Librar}^  Association  meeting  has  passed 
we  begin  anticipating  the  next  and  so,  already,  we  Louisiana  Hbrarians 
are  looking  forward  to  welcoming  you  to  Xew  Orleans  next  April. 
We  hope  to  make  you  share  our  enthusiasm  for  the  fascination  and 
charm  of  this  French  city.  We  are  already  making  plans  for  the  Illi- 
nois Librar}'  School  reunion  and  dinner  and  hope  that  many  of  you 
will  be  with  us. 

Among  the  different  items  of  business  discussed  at  the  New  Haven 
meeting  last  spring  the  one  which  particularh'  aroused  my  attention 
v/as  that  out  of  an  alumni  body  of  1200,  there  are  only  306  members 
of  this  Association.  One  hundred  and  eighty-four  of  these  are  life 
members,  and  only  122  others  have  paid  annual  dues  during  1930-31 ! 
This  statement  struck  me  with  such  force  that  it  seemed  to  me  as  if 
this  was  the  first  time  I  had  heard  this  appalling  fact.  As  I  have  re- 
cently re-read  the  files  of  News  Letters  for  the  past  eight  years,  how- 
ever, I  see  that  this  matter  has  been  emphasized  in  each  issue  and  the 
minutes  indicate  that  it  has  been  discussed  at  every  annual  meeting.  In 
spite  of  the  fact  that  I  never  miss  reading  a  word  of  the  News  Letter 
and  have  attended  five  annual  meetings  in  the  last  six  years,  I  am  just 
becoming  aroused  to  the  significance  of  this  fact.  In  hoping  to  increase 
our  list  of  members  this  year,  I  am  relying  on  the  fact  that  perhaps 
you,  too,  may  be  as  slow  as  I  in  realizing  how  man}-  have  not  paid  dues ; 
that  if  you  are  one  who  has  neglected  this,  you  will  send  your  check  to 
Miss  Houchens  at  once ;  that  if  you  are  pa3'ing  annual  dues,  3'ou  may 
decide  to  increase  this  to  a  life  membership;  and  that  if  you  are  one 
of  us  who  are  already  life  members  you  will  make  it  your  responsi- 
bility to  solicit  memberships  among  your  friends.  Let's  all  pay  our 
dues  in  this  year  of  1931  A.D.  (Do  you  know  that  A.D.  now  means 
"After  Depression"?) 

As  you  all  know,  the  annual  membership  fee  is  $1.00.  Can't  every 
one  who  is  not  a  life  member  afford  this  amount  ?  And  hasn't  the  train- 
ing which  you  received  at  the  Library  School  been  worth  a  dollar  a 
year  to  you?  Of  course  it  has!  Then  send  your  check.  Income  from 
these  dues  is  used  for  current  expenses,  the  expense  of  the  News 
Letters  and  loans  to  worthy  students. 

In  1927  the  Constitution  was  amended  to  provide  for  life  mem- 
berships at  $25  each,  to  be  paid  in  a  lump  sum  or  at  the  rate  of  $5.00 


for  five  years.  That's  easy,  isn't  it?  The  principal  derived  from  this 
source  is  to  be  kept  inviolate,  the  interest  on  the  money  to  be 
used  for  scholarships.  From  the  first  it  was  thought  that  two  hundred 
such  memberships  would  have  to  be  secured  before  interest  on  the 
sum  would  warrant  issuing  a  scholarship.  For  five  years  we  have  been 
striving  at  the  goal  of  two  hundred  life  members.  There  are  now  184 — 
still  sixteen  short  of  the  goal.  However,  with  some  gifts  and  interest 
the  fund  now  amounts  to  a  little  over  $5,000.00.  We  want  to  start 
issuing  a  scholarship  just  as  soon  as  the  income  will  be  large  enough 
to  warrant  it. 

I  am  hoping  to  have  an  active  campaign  for  memberships  soon 
after  the  first  of  the  year,  so  if  you  are  not  a  member  now,  and  don't 
send  in  a  check  within  the  next  few  weeks,  don't  be  surprised  at  get- 
ting some  friendly  solicitations  for  dues  in  this  Association.  There  has 
been  a  suggestion  of  limiting  the  circulation  of  the  News  Letter  to 
members  of  the  Association  in  order  to  cut  expenses.  We  dislike  doing 
this  unless  necessary,  however,  as  we  feel  sure  that  all  former  mem- 
bers of  the  School  would  like  to  continue  receiving  the  letter  as  you 
are  doing  now.    If  so,  won't  you  bear  your  share  of  the  expense? 

I  am  counting  on  each  of  you  to  help  make  this  a  successful  year 
in  the  history  of  the  Association.

ALUMNI  MEETING  AT  NEW  HAVEN 
The  Association  held  its  annual  dinner  and  meeting  in  the  Palm 
Room  of  the  Hotel  Taft,  on  June  24,  1931.   There  were  one  hundred 
and  fifteen  alumni  present,   almost  ever}^   class  having  at  least   one

representative.  Miss  Fehrenkamp,  President, of  the  Association,  was 
unable  to  be  present,  so  the  First  Vice  President,  Mr.  Ayers,  presided. 

A  report  on  the  Endowment  Fund  was  given  by  Mr.  Cleavinger, 
who  spoke  of  the  fact  that  it  had  been  over  five  years  since  we  had 
started  a  drive  to  obtain  two  hundred  life  members  so  that  we  might 
establish  at  least  one  scholarship  for  the  school.  Only  one  hundred 
and  eighty-four  people  had  taken  these  memberships  out  of  an  alumni 
body  of  over  twelve  hundred.  The  original  goal  was  set  at  five  thou- 
sand dollars,  but  conditions  had  changed  of  late  and  safe  investments 
brought  lower  rates  of  interest.  It  now  seemed  very  desirable  to  in- 
crease the  capital  sum  if  possible,  so  that  the  amount  offered  for  the 
scholarship  would  be  at  least  three  hundred  dollars.  He  urged  the 
alumni  to  join  as  life  members  as  rapidly  as  possible  so  that  the  grant- 
ing of  the  first  award  would  not  be  deferred  too  long. 

Miss  Boyd  then  told  of  the  very  successful  appeal  of  the  commit- 
tee appointed  to  solicit  a  gift  for  Miss  Simpson  on  her  retirement. 
There  was  only  one  letter  sent  out  and  the  response  was  so  spon- 
taneous and  generous  that  the  committee  was  able  to  present  her  with 
a  check  for  eleven  hundred  and  eighty  dollars,  to  use  on  her  trip  around 
the  world.  The  alumni  in  Champaign  and  Urbana  arranged  a  dinner 
for  her  about  commencement  time,  to  which  the  alumni  in  the  state 
were  invited.  Quite  a  number  of  them  came  and  this  occasion  was 
chosen  for  the  presentation  of  the  alumni  gift  so  that  she  could  use  it 
in  making  plans  for  her  trip.  The  present  was  a  complete  surprise  to 
her  and  she  was  quite  overcome  on  receiving  it.  Miss  Boyd  then  read 
the  following  letter  from  Miss  Simpson: 

Since  it  is  manifestly  quite  impossible  for  me  to  send  personal  letters  to 
several  hundred  Illinois  Library  School  alumni,  I  am  forced  to  use  this  method 
of  conveying  to  my  friends  and  fellow  alumni  a  message  of  sincere  apprecia- 
tion and  profound  gratitude  for  the  many  expressions  of  affectionate  interest 
which  I  have  received  during  the  past  few  weeks.  In  particular  may  I  take 
this  opportunity  of  acknowledging  most  gratefully  and  most  humbly  the  gener- 
ous words  of  recognition  as  well  as  the  concrete  expression  in  the  form  of  a 
very  liberal  check,  which,  it  was  suggested,  I  might  find  useful  in  carrying  out 
my  cherished  plans  for  this  coming  twelve  months. 

This  letter  is  harder  to  write  than  I  had  anticipated.  Words  fail  me! 
Surely  no  school  ever  had  a  more  generous  and  loyal  body  of  students.  I  wish 
I  could  believe  that  I  have  merited  half  of  ..what  my-  friends  have  said  about 
me.  My  own  feeling  is  that  my  work^if^'^lf  has  been  "such  a  joy  that  it  could 
easily  have  been  its  own  reward.  ,^    ,,      ■  ;-/ 

I  bespeak  the  continued  loyal  interest'uof  the  klumni  and  former  students  in 
the  success  of  our  school ;  if  the  one  who  follows  me  has  half  as  good  a  time  as 
I  have  enjoyed,  she  is  to  be  envied,  for  the  work  itself  has  been  most  interesting 
and  delightful. 

As  I  go  on  my  various  pilgrimages  this  coming  year,  there  will  be  numerous 
occasions  when  I  shall  say  to  myself,  "I  could  not  have  done  this  if  it  had  not 
been  for  those  generous,  loyal  people."  Will  you  please  thank  them  all  for 
me  most  sincerely.

The  report  of  the  Secretary-Treasurer  was  read  and  accepted.  The 
alumni  were  urged  to  join  the  Association,  either  as  life  members  or 
as  annual  members.    It  was  explained  that  the  funds  from  the  dollar 
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annual  memberships  were  used  to  defray  the  expenses  of  the  News 
Letter,  and  also  to  lend  mone}^  to  students  who  would  be  unable  to 
finish  their  year  without  help.  There  were  always  three  or  four  such 
loans  out  and  sometimes  more  applications  than  could  be  taken  care  of.

Mr.  Stone  then  presented  the  report  of  the  nominating  committee 
and  the  slate  was  elected  by  unanimous  ballot. 

After  the  reports,  both  Miss  Ahern  and  Mr.  Strohm  gave  delightful 
short  talks  in  which  they  spoke  of  their  affection  for  the  school,  their 
appreciation  of  the  work  it  has  done  and  their  hope  for  the  future  of 
Librarianship  in  the  readjustment  through  which  the  country  is  pass- 
ing. Mr.  Windsor  then  told  about  the  new  President  of  the  University, 
Harry  Woodburn  Chase,  and  of  the  many  changes  which  he  has  pro- 
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posed  or  welcomed  which  would  undoubtedly  affect  the  school.  The 
retirement  of  Miss  Simpson  and  the  appointment  of  a  new  assistant 
director  would  also  be  a  factor  in  bringing  about  changes.  He  then  in- 
troduced Miss  Amelia  Krieg,  who  had  just  been  appointed  to  succeed 
i\Iiss  Simpson.  ]\Iiss  Krieg,  as  a  former  president,  and  always  a  loyal 
and  generous  worker  for  the  school,  needed  no  introduction  to  most 
of  the  alumni  present.

SCHOOL  NEWS 

The  school  opened  this  fall  with  a  registration  of  106  in  the  first 
year  class,  and  50  in  the  graduate  school. 

There  was  an  unusual  number  of  changes  on  the  faculty.  ]\Iiss  Simp- 
son retired  as  Assistant  Director  and  became  a  Professor  Emeritus  of 
the  University,  and  Miss  Amelia  Krieg,  one  of  our  own  alumni,  was 
appointed  to  fill  her  place.  Aliss  Krieg  received  her  A.B.  in  1917,  and 
B.L.S.  in  1920,  from  the  University  of  Illinois.  In  1923  she  received 
an  A.M.  also  from  the  University.  She  was  for  several  years  Librarian 
of  the  Departmental  Library  for  Romance  Languages  at  the  University 
of  Illinois.  After  that  she  was  Cataloger  for  the  Society  of  Western 
Engineers  Library  in  Chicago  until  1925,  when  she  went  to  the  L'niver- 
sity  of  Iowa  Library,  as  Superintendent  of  the  Catalog  Department. 

Miss  Anna  P.  Durand,  for  several  years  instructor  in  Reference, 
resigned  to  become  x\ssistant  Professor  of  Bibliography  at  the  Carnegie 
Library  School  at  Pittsburgh. 

Miss  Rose  B.  Phelps,  an  instructor  in  the  School  in  1928-29,  re- 
turned to  a  position  on  the  faculty.  She  was  granted  a  Carnegie  fel- 
lowship in  1929  and  took  her  A.]\I.  degree  from  Columbia  University 
in  1930.  Since  then  she  has  been  Supervisor  of  Branch  Reference 
work  at  the  Queensborough  Public  Library,  Jamaica,  New  York. 

Miss  Florinell  Francis  has  been  appointed  instructor  in  Cataloging. 
She  received  her  A.B.  degree  from  the  University  of  California  in 
1925,  and  her  A.]\I.  degree  in  1930.  She  has,  for  several  years,  been  in 
charge  of  the  Cataloging  at  the  Xorth  Texas  State  Teacher's  College, 
Denton,  Texas. 

NEWS  FRO^I  THE  ORIENT 
Extracts  from  the  unofficial  correspondence  of  Frances  Simpson, 
traveler-at-large : 

August  28,  San  Francisco 

The  fatal  day  has  dawned  and  I  am  beginning  to  feel  like  a  sure  enough 
traveler.  Sailing  from  Los  Angeles  seemed  only  like  going  over  to  Catalina, 
but  now  I  realize  that  this  will  be  the  real  thing.  The  ship,  President  Hoover 
of  the  Dollar  Line,  is  delightful  beyond  description  and  those  who  came  on  her 
from  New  York  say  that  she  is  also  ven,'  steady  and  sea  worthy.  My  little  cabin 
is  cozy  and  comfortable.  I  had  a  nice  visit  in  Los  Angeles  and  some  of  the 
alumni  had  a  delightful  luncheon  for  me  on  Thursday  before  I  sailed.  When 
I  reached  here  the  people  in  Berkeley  and  San  Francisco  gave  a  lovely  dinner 
for  me  at  the  Women's  Club  in  Berkeley,  where  I  saw  many  old  friends.  My 
cabin  is  overflowing  with  candy,  nuts,  books,  letters,  cards,  and  telegrams. 
Everyone  is  certainly  kind  to  me. 
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September  15,  Tokyo 

It  does  not  seem  possible  that  I  left  Champaign  five  weeks  ago  today.  I 
never  knew  five  weeks  to  pass  so  rapidly.  I  am  staying  in  Tokyo  indefinitely 
because  I  must  wait  until  the  28th,  when  the  Bureau  of  University  Travel  picks 
me  up.  I  am  rather  enjoying  this  week  or  so  of  doing  just  what  I  please,  and 
when  I  please.  Yesterday  I  got  a  chauffeur  who  could  speak  a  little  English 
(very  little),  and  drove  around  Tokyo  so  as  to  get  my  bearings.  This  hotel 
is  just  across  the  street  from  the  Imperial  Grounds,  and  all  government  build- 
ings are  here,  so  we  are  quite  at  the  center  of  things.  I  saw  the  Emperor's 
Mother  out  driving,  and  the  Empress'  younger  sister  and  her  husband  are  stay- 
ing here.    I  saw  them  in  the  dining  room. 

I  had  a  fine  trip  over,  only  one  rough  day  before  we  landed,  and  I  didn't 
mind  that  at  all.  The  ship  was  wonderful  and  the  people  very  nice.  I  met  a 
number  of  very  pleasant  Americans  who  live  in  Tokyo. 

October  5,  Miyanoshita,  Japan 

I  had  two  very  pleasant  weeks  in  Tokyo.  I  went  out  to  the  Methodist  School 
one  morning  and  was  shown  around  by  one  of  the  deans.  Among  other  matters 
of  interest  was  the  new  library,  recently  given  by  a  Japanese  graduate  of  the 
college.  It  is  very  modern,  steel  stacks,  D.C.  arrangement,  two  catalogs,  English, 
and  Japanese. 

I  had  luncheon  with  Mrs.  Wainright,  who  lives  in  the  Methodist  Compound 
and  whose  husband  is  at  the  head  of  the  Union  Christian  Publication  of  Japan. 
The  Wainrights  live  in  a  Japanese  house  with  American  furniture,  and  as  we 
were  sitting  in  the  living  room,  with  all  of  the  sliding  glass  doors  rolled  back, 
the  house  began  to  rock,  and  Airs.  Wainright  made  one  flying  leap  out  on  the 
lawn.  When  I  didn't  follow  her  at  once,  she  called  me,  so,  of  course,  I  went 
out,  but  not  so  precipitately.  The  earth  was  heaving  very  noticeably,  and  the 
shake  lasted  for  ten  minutes,  according  to  the  papers  the  next  morning.  Of 
course  we  did  not  feel  it  as  long  as  that,  but  it  seemed  interminable.  This  was 
the  worst  quake  since  the  great  one,  eight  or  ten  years  ago,  and  did  considerable 
damage  north  of  Tokyo.  I  didn't  feel  afraid,  my  only  reaction  so  far  is  a  curi- 
ous interest  as  to  what  will  come  next.  We  have  also  been  treated  to  a  sample 
typhoon,  a  week  ago  Saturday  when  between  six  and  seven  inches  of  rain  fell 
in  Tokyo  in  twenty-four  hours. 

We  spent  two  days  in  Nikko,  a  charming  place  in  the  Japanese  Alps,  north 
of  Tokyo,  almost  a  hundred  miles.  While  there,  we  had  a  delightful  drive  in 
the  mountains.  The  roads  are  fairly  good,  but  not  very  wide,  so  that  one  in 
particular  is  controlled,  since  passing  another  car  would  be  verj'  risky.  The 
autumn  foliage  was  just  beginning  to  show  and  in  about  ten  days  Japan  ought 
to  be  gorgeous. 

Today  we  should  be  seeing  Fuji,  but  alas  the  rain  continues  to  pour,  so  we 
are  storm-stayed  here  in  the  best  hotel  in  Japan  and  are  very  comfortable. 
Yesterday  we  drove  up  here  from  Kamakura,  on  the  sea  shore,  and  we  are  tiow 
on  the  top  of  a  mountain,  about  four  thousand  feet  up. 

October  8,  Nara,  Japan 

We  are  traveling  along  towards  China,  but  shall  be  in  Japan  another  ten 
days  or  two  weeks.  This  week  we  have  had  bad  weather,  four  days  of  almost 
uninterrupted  rain  and  that  when  we  were  in  sight  of  Mt.  Fuji.  It  was  too 
bad,  for  we  had  no  sight  of  the  mountain  at  all,  and  if  I  hadn't  had  a  good 
view  on  entering  the  harbor  at  Yokohama,  I  should  be  obliged  to  leave  Japan 
without  seeing  her  famous  moimtain.  We  are  in  a  lovely  spot  now  and  the 
sun  is  shining.    I  am  enjoying  every  minute  of  my  trip. 

October  19,  Inland  Sea 

We  are  leaving  for  Korea  and  China  this  evening.  There  seems  to  be  no 
particular  danger  along  the  route  we  have  decided  on,  and  the  American  consul 
at  Kobe  assured  our  leader  that  he  had  no  information  which  would  justify  our 
change  of  plan  completely.    So  we  leave  in  about  an  hour   for   Shimonoseki 
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where  we  take  a  boat  for  Fusan,  arriving  there  tomorrow  morriing;  then  an 
all  day  trip  to  Seoul  by  rail,  a  day  or  two  there ;  another  long  rail  trip  to 
Mukden,  another  day  there;  doubling  back  to  Dairen,  as  the  railway  journey 
to  Peking  from  Mukden  is  quite  out  of  the  question;  a  day's  sail  to  the  port 
of  Tientsin,  and  a  relatively  short  journey  to  Peking  by  rail. 

We  all  hate  to  leave  Japan  which  has  been  interesting  and  beautiful.  Our 
week  in  Kyota  was  delightful  and  the  journey  from  Kobe  here  scenic  beyond 
description.    I  had  no  idea  that  Japan  was  so  mountainous. 

We  shall  spend  a  little  more  than  a  week  in  Peking,  our  time  being  cut 
short  because  we  must  make  connections  with  a  Chinese  boat  from  Tientsin  to 
Shanghai,  a  four  day  sail  which  will  not  be  pleasant.  I  hope  Peking  is  worth 
all  of  this! 

Peking,  October  30 

Japan  was  delightful  but  China  is  fascinating.  We  reached  Peking  on 
Tuesday  afternoon,  having  been  held  up  by  rough  weather  for  two  days 
crossing  the  Yellow  Sea  from  Dairen.  The  railway  from  Mukden  down  is 
now  impossible  because  of  the  Sino-Japanese  situation  in  Manchuria.  We  should 
have  been  about  twenty  hours  crossing  to  Tientsin  but  we  were  three  nights  and 
parts  of  three  days  in  a  tiny  steamer  crowded  to  far  more  than  capacity.  Well, 
it's  over  now  but  it  was  quite  exciting  while  it  lasted. 

Yesterday  I  visited  the  National  Library  of  China  which  has  recently  gone 
into  its  new  building  near  the  Winter  Palace.  I  fotmd  the  librarj'  very  mod- 
ern in  many  ways  as  Mr.  Yuan,  the  librarian,  and  several  of  his  staff  are 
American-trained  librarians  and  all  speak  English.  They  had  tea  for  me  and 
I  had  to  make  a  little  speech,  in  English  naturally.  This  morning  we  visited 
the  Temple  of  Heaven  and  the  Altar  of  Heaven,  over  in  the  Chinese  citj^  both 
most  impressive  and  very  beautiful.  On  the  v»"ay  back,  we  saw  a  Chinese  wed- 
ding procession,  the  bride  in  a  red  and  gold  palanquin,  screened  from  sight  of 
course.  A  few  minutes  later  we  saw  the  wedding  gifts  being  carried  in  large 
baskets  and  some  of  them  were  magnificent — porcelains,  bronzes,  lacquered 
chests  etc.  Just  after  that  we  encountered  big  crowds  on  the  side  walks  (we 
were  in  rickshaws)  and  noticed  great  excitement.  We  learned  later  that  we 
had  just  escaped  participating  in  an  execution,  as  the  crowd  was  waiting  for 
the  prisoners  to  be  brought  along. 

The  hotels  so  far  have  been  more  than  comfortable  and  the  food  is  good, 
tho  one  tires  of  the  menus  after  a  while.  Tonight  we  are  going  to  see  the 
most  famous  Chinese  actor  of  women's  parts  (a  man  of  course).  I  did  not 
have  a  chance  to  see  a  good  Japanese  play  as  the  season  had  not  opened.

ALUMNI  GOSSIP 

It  is  interesting  to  note  how  many  of  our  former  students  are  at 
present  directing  the  policies  of  established  library  schools.

Howe  is  Assistant  Director  of  the  new  Library  School  in  Denver, 
Jackson  E.  Towne  is  Director  of  the  Library  School  at  Peabody  Col- 
lege for  Teachers  at  Nashville,  Charles  H.  Stone  is  Director  of  the 
Library  School  at  the  North  Carolina  College  for  Women  at  Greens- 
boro, Clara  E.  Howard  is  director  of  the  Library  School  at  Emory 
U^niversity  at  Atlanta,  Georgia,  Mary  E.  Baker  is  Director  of  the 
school  at  the  University  of  Tennessee,  Knoxville,  Tennessee,  Amelia 
Krieg  is  Assistant  Director  of  the  University  Library  School  at  the 
University  of  Illinois,  ]\largaret  M.  Herdman  is  Assistant  Director  at 
the  Library  School,  L^niversity  of  Louisiana,  and  Alary  S.  Buffum  is 
Director  of  the  School  at  the  Texas  State  College  for  Women  at 
Denton. 

Mary  Eileen  Ahern,  '95-'96,  will  retire  from  active  work  as  Editor 
of  Libraries,  when  that  periodical  discontinues  publication  in  Decem- 
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ber.  Miss  Ahern  was  at  one  time  Librarian  of  the  Indiana  State 
Library  and  became  the  first  editor  of  Public  Libraries  in  1896.  Under 
her  able  management  this  pubHcation  has  grown  to  be  one  of  the  best 
known  professional  journals. 

Adah  Patton,  '02,  head  Cataloger  of  the  University  of  Illinois 
Librar}^,  died  at  her  home  in  Urbana  on  October  7,  after  a  period  of 
ill  health.  As  head  of  this  department,  she  is  known  to  most  alumni, 
many  of  whom  had  their  first  experience  in  cataloging  under  her  super- 
vision, and  some  of  them  have  written  back  to  tell  how  much  their 
brief  association  with  her  had  meant  to  them,  professionally  and 
spiritually. 

Under  her  administration  the  department  has  grown  to  be  one  of 
the  largest  in  the  country  and  one  of  the  best  known  for  the  scholarly 
quality  of  its  work.  Not  only  was  she  an  able  administrator,  but  her 
friendliness  and  interest  in  people,  her  quiet  charm,  and  generous 
spirit,  won  her  many  friends. 

Perhaps  the  general  feeling  of  the  staff  is  best  expressed  in  these 
words  from  one  of  her  own  department.  "Her  calm,  dignified  pres- 
ence overshadowed  the  department.  Her  strength  lay  in  unswerving 
devotion  to  duty.  It  is  not  given  to  everybody  to  have  her  unhurried 
efficiency,  her  tact,  her  fairness,  her  sense  of  justice,  her  executive 
ability,  and  the  unusual  combination  of  common  sense  and  judgment, 
combined  with  the  technical  knowledge  that  she  possessed.  We,  who 
have  had  the  privilege  of  working  with  her  should  let  her  ideal  of 
loyalty  and  service  always  be  an  inspiration  and  an  example  to  us." 

M.  Gertrude  Buckhous,  Librarian  and  Professor  of  Library  Econ- 
omy at  the  State  University  of  Montana,  died  after  an  operation  on 
May  18.  Miss  Buckhous  took  her  library  training  at  Illinois  in  1901 
and  was  with  the  Wisconsin  State  Library  Commission  in  the  summer 
of  1902.  She  was  appointed  Librarian  of  the  State  University  of  Mon- 
tana in  the  same  year.  In  her  29  years  as  Librarian  of  the  State  Uni- 
versity, she  pressed  the  development  of  the  Library  with  unflagging 
zeal,  and  she  was  rewarded  by  seeing  it  finally  housed  in  the  finest 
building  on  the  campus. 

The  1929  legislature,  largely  through  her  efforts,  created  the  Mon- 
tana Library  Extension  Commission,  of  which  she  became  Chairman 
and  Secretary.  Her  death  came  before  funds  had  been  provided  to 
develop  its  work. 

Mabel  Hayward,  '03,  head  Cataloger  of  the  Joseph  Schafl'er  Library 
of  Commerce,  Northwestern  University,  died  in  Chicago  on  September 
6.  She  had  been  in  this  position  since  1927,  but  previous  to  this  she 
had  been  for  a  number  of  years  on  the  staff"  of  the  John  Crerar  Library.

DO  WE  HAVE  YOUR  LATEST  ADDRESS  ? 

During  the  year  demands  have  been  made  upon  the  Library  School 
office  records  for  information  of  several  kinds  which  it  has  been  a 
bit  difficult  to  answ^er  as  quickl}^  as  might  have  been  desired.  For  ex- 
ample, our  graduates  are  always  interested  in  knowing  who  the  other 
alumni  in  their  state  or  region  are.  Lists  showing  the  geographic 
location  of  former  students  have  been  compiled  from  time  to  time,  but, 
as  is  customary  with  lists  on  sheets,  they  were  often  out  of  date  before 
they  were  completely  typed.  The  record  is  now  being  made  on  cards, 
so  that  with  each  item  of  news  showing  change  of  position  or  location, 
the  individual  record  can  be  shifted  and  the  whole  file  always  kept  up 
to  date. 

Again,  it  has  been  hard  to  knovv'  how  many  people  we  had  in  specific 
types  of  work.  In  the  cases  of  the  few  recommendations  which  it  has 
been  necessary  to  make,  information  concerning  the  experience  and 
salaries  of  specific  types  of  workers  has  only  been  available,  if  at  all, 
after  searching  several  records.  In  consequence,  an  index  b}^  position

Other  questions  we  are  called  upon  to  answer  constantly  are:

Latest  addresses,  changes 
in  position,  honors  acquired,  date  of  death,  are  other  details  which 
we  are  expected  to  kllow  accurately.  We  cannot  keep  our  records  ac- 
curate and  exact  unless  the  alumni  help  us. 

If  you  have  not  sent  us  news  of  yourself  recently,  may  we  hear 
from  you,  so  that  our  new  records  may  be  as  accurate  as  possible  ? 

LETTERS  FROM  MISS  SIMPSON 

Penang 
January  1,   1932 

We  got  out  of  Manchuria  quite  safely,  but  none  too  soon,  in  my  opinion. 
I  judge  that  our  party  has  been  the  only  group  of  tourists  who  ventured  as 
far  as  Mukden  this  fall ;  at  least,  I  haven't  heard  of  any  others ! 
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Since  I  wrote  you  last,  I  have  been  through  the  Dutch  East  Indies  and 
found  them,  particularly  Bali,  quite  up  to  specifications.  Bali  is  beautiful  and 
not  like  any  other  spot  I  shall  be  likely  to  see.  There  are  no  railroads,  so  all 
of  our  travel  was  by  motor  and  we  had  a  splendid  chance  to  see  the  country 
and  the  people.  We  spent  four  or  five  days  there,  and  then  went  back  to  the 
port  where  wc  landed  to  get  the  next  ship  for  Java. 

The  most  interesting  thing  in  Java  was  the  Barabudur  Temple,  almost 
our  first  day.  Java  is  much  more  sophisticated  than  Bali,  but  otherwise  is  much 
like  it.  We  had  fine  weather  most  of  the  time — I  recall  only  one  rain — and 
not  too  warm.  In  fact,  I  have  been  agreeably  surprised  at  the  coolness  of  the 
tropics.  Except  for  the  middle  of  the  day,  when  we  stay  indoors  it  is  quite 
comfortable,  I  have  experienced  more  discomfort  in  Urbana ! 

.Singapore,  where  I  received  most  of  my  Christmas  mail,  while  a  thriving 
and  busy,  and  in  some  parts,  beautiful  city,  was  a  disappointment  to  me.  We 
stayed  at  the  famous  "Raffles"  Hotel,  and  it  is  living  on  the  memory  of  its 
past  glories,  I  judge,  for  it  is  one  of  the  poorest  places  we  have  experienced. 
The  little  hotels  and  rest-houses  in  the  Dutch  East  Indies,  were  clean,  and 
very  attractive,  but  the  less  said  about  Raffles  the  better !  We  came  from.  Singa- 
pore here,  stayed  a  day  and  two  nights,  and  took  the  train  to  Bangkok,  where 
we  had  a  most  enjoyable  four  days  on  our  way  to  Angkor,  where  we  arrived 
Christmas  Eve.  Angkor- Vat,  Angkor-Thom,  and  the  rest  of  the  ruins  which 
we  were  able  to  see  were  beyond  description.  How  such  groups  of  stone  build- 
ings could  have  disappeared  from  human  ken  for  over  five  hundred  years  is 
to  me  still  a  marvel,  though  the  Jungle  will  explain  much ! 

By  the  way,  we  stopped  for  the  night  at  the  border  between  Siam  and 
Cambodia,  en  route  to  Angkor,  and  learned  that  a  tiger  hunt  was  planned  for 
that  night  to  get  rid  of  a  beast  which  was  troubling  the  farmers  in  the  neigh- 
borhood !  At  last  account,  the  tiger  was  still  alive !  Two  days  again  in  Bangkok 
and  train  back  here,  where  we  stay  until  tomorrow  noon — then  all  aboard  for 
India  ! 

I  am  writing  in  a  little  balcony  which  looks  out  over  the  lower  part  of 
the  Bay  of  Bengal.  All  of  the  bed-rooms  in  the  tropics  have  verandahs  or 
balconies,  a  very  pleasant  and  comfortable  feature !  This  climate  is  cooler  than 
Siam  and  has  fewer  mosquitoes!  They  were  terrible  in  Bangkok.  (Time  out 
for  afternoon-tea!) 

Later — Since  we  lunch  at  1  P.M.  and  dine  at  8  or  8:30  P.M.,  tea  at  4  is 
almost  a  necessity,  and  I  am  becoming  a  devotee,  I   fear. 

I  must  close  now  and  pack  the  bags ! 

Bombay 
February  1 

Bombay  is  a  very  pretty  place  and  the  cleanest  city  I  have  seen  since  we 
left  Tokyo.  Of  course,  there  is  a  strong  western  influence  in  evidence  here. 
We  had  feared  that  we  might  be  annoyed  here  because  of  being  taken  for 
English  as  most  of  the  Indians  do  not  discriminate,  and,  of  course,  this  is  a 
strong  Ghandi  locality,  but  so  far  we  have  had  no  trouble  whatever  aside  from 
a  little  annoyance  from  some  Hindu  zvornen  in  Benares,  and  that  didn't  scare 
us  at  all.  They  simply  lined  up  as  we  passed  and  cried  "Bombay  martyr  f 
Bombay  martyr !"  meaning  of  course  Ghandi  as  it  was  soon  after  his  imprison- 
ment. 

It  is  hard  to  foresee  what  will  happen  here.  Mohammedans  (about  70,000,- 
000)  and  Parsees  (perhaps  12  to  15  millions — perhaps  not  so  many!)  are  likely 
to  go  against  anything  that  the  Hindus  want !  So  there  you  are !  !Most  of  the 
native  states,  we  were  told,  do  not  allow  Ghandi  doctrines  to  be  promulgated, 
and  they  inchide  about  a  quarter  of  the  population,  part  Hindu  and  part  Mos- 
lem. (Oh!  I'm  learning  lots  over  here!  In  fact,  I'm  so  crammed  with  informa- 
tion all  the  time  that  its  a  wonder  I  don't  burst!) 

I  am  enjoying  India  much  more  than  I  had  feared  I  would.  It  is  not 
nearly  so  dirty  as  I  had  been  led  to  suppose,  and  we  have  had  wonderful 
weather.  Only  one  or  two  rains  since  we  left  China  or  rather  Japan, — one  in 
Java,  and  one  in  the  Malay  states,  and  both  times  we  were  traveling  by  train 
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and  were  under  cover  all  of  the  time !  This  is  their  cold  season,  of  course,  and 
it  is  unusually  dry  and  somewhat  dusty,  but  aside  from  that,  we  have  been  most 
comfortable  all  of  the  time.  For  the  next  four  days,  we  shall  be  going  south 
to  Madras,  Madura  and  Ceylon,  and  it  will  be  very  warm,  I  suppose.  Every 
one  saj's  Cej^lon  is  lovely,  and  I  am  looking  forward  to  the  few  days  I  shall 
spend  there. 

I  spent  Christmas  at  Angkor- Vat,  a  spot  about  as  removed  from  the  idea 
of  Christmas  as  could  be  imagined,  but  we  had  a  wonderful  four  days  there 
climbing  about  among  the  ruins.  Xew  Year's  day  we  were  back  at  Penang, 
waiting  for  our  boat  to  Calcutta. 

I  never  imagined  the  stone  carving  and  sculpture  we  should  see  here.  The 
Taj  Mahal  is  only  one  of  man}'  beautiful  marble  structures.  This  morning  we 
went  over  to  an  island  (Elephanta)  to  visit  some  wonderful  temples  in  caves, 
and  again  found  remains  of  magnificent  carvings,  over  1200  years  old. 

I  reach  Eg>'pt  (Suez  and  Cairo)  on  Feb.  22,  and  expect  to  take  a  16-day 
tour  in  Eg>-pt  and  Palestine,  between  two  Dollar  ships.  I  shall  get  my  tickets, 
etc.,  from  Cook's  and  will  have  almost  no  responsibility  for  details  myself. 
On  March  9  I  sail  for  Naples  on  the  A'an  Buren,  and  after  that  my  plans  are 
not  entirely  fixed. 

Red  Sea 
February  18 

Last  night  we  passed  Aden  on  the  southern  tip  of  Arabia,  went  through 
the  Straits  of  Babel-Mandeb,  and  are  now  in  the  Red  Sea  steaming  up  the 
coast  in  sight  of  the  islands  off  of  the  Egyptian  or  Abyssinian  coast.  The  Red 
Sea  is  much  choppier  than  the  Arabian  Sea  was,  and  the  ship  is  rolling  con- 
siderably this  morning. 

I  leave  the  ship  next  Monda\-  morning  at  Suez  and  shall  spend  the  sixteen 
days  between  the  two  Dollar  ships  in  Egj-pt  and  Palestine ;  if  my  plans  as  made 
now  are  carried  out. 

The  trip  in  Ceylon  was  delightful  but  too  short,  as  the  ^Monroe  changed 
her  schedule  and  sailed  two  days  sooner  than  had  been  advertised.  That  gave 
me  only  three  days  in  Ceylon  and  it  was  far  too  short  a  time  to  see  much.  I 
left  mj'  party  at  Kandy  in  the  mountains,  and  went  alone  by  train  to  Colombo 
where  I  spent  a  day  and  a  half  and  then  came  aboard. 

I  am  very  comfortable ;  have  a  nice  cabin  for  two  with  no  roommate,  the 
food  is  good  (it  seems  like  heaven  to  have  lettuce,  fresh  tomatoes,  cucumbers, 
hot  cakes  and  decent  coffee  once  more!)  and  the  people  are  very  friendly. 

India  was  marvellous  and  I  wouldn't  have  missed  it  for  anything,  but 
travel  there  is  not  easy  and  my  impressions  are  confusing  and  contradictory. 
I  don't  think  that  I  care  to  go  back.  China  and  Japan,  particularly  Pekin,  I 
feel  quite  differently  about.  The  v.eather  has  been  wonderful  almost  all  of 
the  time,  but  it  was  the  drj'^  season  and  the  dust  was  terrible.  I  think  I  have 
swallowed  or  inhaled  not  pecks  but  bushels  of  dirt  this  winter.  It  seems  so 
strange  to  have  had  no  winter,  at  all,  and  I  simplj'  can't  realize  that  spring  is 
already  on  the  way.  We  were  warned  that  the  Red  Sea  would  probably  be  Jwt, 
but  the  breeze  is  so  fresh  this  morning  that  I  had  to  put  on  a  jacket  and  finally 
came  inside  to  write. 

After  the  early  part  of  April,  until  about  Maj^  1,  I  shall  be  in  Rome,  Italy, 
c/o  American  Express  Co.,  and  from  May  1  until  about  June  1,  c/o  American 
Express  Co.,  Florence,  Italy. 

March  11 

At  sea,  somewhere  in  the 

Mediterranean. 

I  have  been  "on  the  jump"  almost  literally  since  we  landed  at  Suez  con- 
siderably over  two  weeks  ago,  as  I  tried  to  "do"  Egypt,  Palestine  and  Spain, 
in  sixteen  days !  It  can't  be  done,  is  my  verdict,  though  I  made  a  f  airlj'  good 
attempt.  As  I  have  probably  written  I  was  "personally  conducted,"  (literally) 
by  Cook's  office.    I  had  no  traveling  companions  except  my  drayman  and  driver 
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for  16  days,  and  I  recommend  it  as  an  excellent  way  to  get  about  all  there 
is  to  get  from  one's  guide ;  to  my  surprise,  I  was  not  lonely  for  a  minute !  1 
suppose  I  hadn't  time  to  think  about  being  alone ! 

We  did  Cairo  Tuesday,  Wednesday  and  Thursday,  seeing  the  usual  sights 
— Pyramids,  Sphinx,  Alosques,  Bazaar,  etc.,  and  on  Thursday  evening,  I  took 
the  night  train  for  Luxor  where  I  spent  two  very  interesting,  and  (except  for 
the  pestiferous  flies)  pleasant  days.  Again  I  saw  about  all  there  was  to  be 
seen  there,  including  the  Valley  of  the  Kings,  King  Tut-Ankh-amen's  tomb, 
the  Tombs  of  the  Queens,  the  Ramesseum,  and  Memnonium  Colossi,  as  well  as 
the  Temples  of  Karnak  and  Luxor,  both  of  which,  or  all  of  which,  are  exceed- 
ingly interesting.  I  was  forunate,  both  in  Cairo  and  at  Luxor,  in  having  intelli- 
gent guides  who  spoke  fair  English. 

I  did  not  get  up  to  Asman,  much  to  my  regret,  but  if  I  went  to  Damascus 
and  Baalbek,  there  wasn't  time !  The  most  interesting  thing  I  have  seen  in 
Egypt  was  the  Cairo  Museum,  to  which  I  returned  by  myself  the  last  day  for 
another  visit !  At  King  Tut's  Tomb,  I  saw  the  Inspector-General  of  the  Dept. 
of  Egyptian  Antiquities,  with  no  less  a  person  than  Mr.  Carter,  who  is  still 
there,  planning  new  excavations ! 

The  night  train  again  to  Cairo  and  a  day  at  Shcpheard's  Hotel  where  I 
had  been  earlier,  and  I  was  ready  for  the  trip  to  Palestine.  I  was  most  fortu- 
nate in  having  a  single  compartment  both  nights  in  Egypt,  and  no  one  over  me 
on  the  way  to  Jerusalem,  my  last  night  journey,  I  hope! 

Cook's  man  met  me  at  the  station,  took  me  to  the  hotel,  did  everything 
except  eat  my  breakfast  for  me !  and  after  breakfast,  my  Palestine  guide  and 
I  started  out  for  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Sepulchre,  which  kept  us  busy  for 
most  of  the  morning.  Somehov/,  I  wasn't  thrilled  !  Too  many  ornate  chapels 
built  by  warring  faiths  do  not  incline  one  towards  reverence.  There  are  five 
Christian  bodies,  all  claiming  representation  at  most  of  the  sacred  spots  in 
and  around  Jerusalem  !    They  don't  always  agree,  I   am  told ! 

In  the  afternoon  we  drove  to  Bethlehem,  where  unluckily,  we  ran  into 
a  big  cruise,  just  arrived,  and  quite  noisy.  That  would  have  spoiled  the  Church 
of  the  Nativity  for  any  one !  On  the  way  back,  we  stopped  at  the  Garden 
Tomb,  which  many  believe  to  be  the  real  site  of  Calvary  and  the  Tomb  of 
Our  Lord.  After  that  the  Mt.  of  Olives,  to  me  the  loveliest  place,  except 
Gethsemane,  near  Jerusalem. 

The  second  day  was  devoted  to  a  drive  down  to  the  Dead  Sea  and  Jericho, 
stopping  at  the  Garden  of  Gethsemane  as  we  left  the  citj'.  I  was  agreeably 
disappointed  in  the  Dead  Sea,  it  is  a  beautiful  sheet  of  water.  We  had  luncheon 
at  Jericho  where  there  is  not  much  of  interest  remaining,  and  drove  back  to 
Jerusalem  to  find  the  rain  which  we  had  left  in  the  morning,  had  stopped,  but 
the  air  was  bitterly  cold,  a  sharp  contrast  to  Jericho  and  the  Sea  where  it  had 
been  warm  and  bahny. 

The  third  day  we  devoted  to  Jerusalem,  visiting  the  great  IMosque  (Dome 
of  the  Rock)  on  Mt.  Moriah,  via  Dolorosa  (of  course,  the  real  street  lies  about 
thirty  feet  below  the  present  level,  and  one  goes  dox\.'n  to  the  chapels  marking 
all  the  sites!)  In  the  afternoon,  Alt.  Zion  near  the  hotel  took  some  time — 
King  David's  Tomb,  which  no  non-AIoslem  may  enter,  the  Citadel,  David's  W^all 
and  Gate,  and  one  or  two  other  spots  occupied  a  couple  of  hours.  Then  I 
went  to  Cook's  to  arrange  about  the  remainder  of  my  tour,  and  get  money 
changed.  When  I  left  the  office,  I  was  carrying  fire  kinds  of  money — Egyptian, 
Palestinian,  Syrian,  British,  and  Italian!  Can  you  beat  it?  I'm  from  now  on  a 
firm  believer  in  an  international  medium  of  exchange ! 

The  rest  of  my  tour  in  Palestine  and  Syria  must  go  until  another  letter, 
as  we  land  tomorrow  at  Naples  and  I  must  finish  packing.  (I  could  do  it  now 
"with  my  eyes  shut  and  one  hand  tied  behind  me!")  The  eleven  o'clock  beef-tea 
has  just  appeared  and  it  is  cold  enough  to  make  a  hot  drink  very  acceptable! 
I  hope  Italy  will  be  warmer!

Dear  Fellow  Alumni: 

It  is  our  hope  that  this  will  be  one  of  the  most  active  years  the  Univer- 
sity of  Illinois  Library  School  Association  has  ever  known.  To  accomplish 
this  we  will  need  the  cooperation  of  every  alumnus.  At  present,  of  approxi- 
mately 1250  alumni  eligible  for  active  membership,  194  are  Life  members, 
and  about  the  same  number  are  annual  members,  which  would  indicate  that 
only  about  one-third  are  giving  their  support  to  the  Association.  The  sup- 
port of  the  remaining  two-thirds  is  urgently  needed  in  order  that  the  News 
Letter  may  be  continued,  that  the  Association's  Loan  Fund  to  help  worthy 
students  through  the  second  semester  may  be  increased,  and  that  the  En- 
dowment Fund  which  is  to  establish  a  Scholarship  at  the  School,  may  be 
completed. 

We  plan  to  organize  a  group  of  regional  secretaries,  whose  duties  will 
be  to  stimulate  the  active  participation  in  the  Association  of  the  alumni  in 
their  districts.  Every  alumnus  should  take  it  upon  himself,  or  herself,  to 
notify  Miss  Houchens  or  Miss  Krieg  of  changes  in  position  or  changes 
in  address.  It  is  hard  to  get  accurate  items  for  the  News  Letter  unless  all 
cooperate.  This  is  especially  true  with  the  alumni  publications.  Let  no  false 
modesty  prevent  your  sending  in  the  notice  of  your  book  or  article.  Clip 
newspaper  and  periodical  articles  about  yourself  and  send  them  in.  Re- 
member that  self  advertising  may  some  day  bring  in  dividends.

Your  attention  is  called  to  the  recent  action  of  the  University  of  Illi- 
nois Library  Club  in  establishing  the  Adah  Patton  Memorial  Fund,  a  notice 
of  which  will  be  found  elsewhere  in  this  letter.  This  project  to  publish  oc- 
casionally worth  while  publications  in  the  field  of  Library  Science,  is  one 
that  merits  your  support  if  possible. 

The  purpose  of  this  fund  leads  me  to  speak  of  a  dream  of  mine,  which 
is,  that  some  day  the  alumni  body  will  issue  a  publication  which  will  con- 
tain some  of  the  more  valuable  theses  which  are  being  completed  by  the 
candidates  for  the  Master's  degree  in  the  Library  School.  Before  such  a 
project  could  be  undertaken,  it  would  take  a  good  deal  of  careful  thought 
and  the  guarantee  of  continued  financial  backing  on  the  part  of  the  alumni. 

For  several  years  there  have  been  informal  gatherings  of  alumni  at  the 
Mid-winter  Meeting.  This  year  we  plan  to  have  a  dinner  which  we  hope  all 
alumni  present  will  attend.  If  you  are  going  to  the  meeting,  please  drop  me 
a  card,  so  that  we  can  know  approximately  how  many  to  reserve  places  for.

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THE  ADAH  PATTON  MEMORIAL 

The  University  of  Illinois  Library  Club  is  establishing  a  Memorial  in 
honor  of  Adah  Patton,  long  a  member  of  the  Catalog  Department  of  the 
University  Library,  and  head  of  the  Department  for  fourteen  years.  This 
Memorial  is  to  take  the  form  of  a  fund  of  one  thousand  dollars  and  over, 
the  income  from  which  is  to  be  expended  for  publishing  in  the  general  field 
of  Library  Science,  especially  in  cataloging,  classification,  and  bibliography. 

As  soon  as  the  principal  reaches  the  desired  amount  the  fund  will  be 
administered  by  the  Adah  Patton  Memorial  Board,  consisting  of:  (1)  the 
director  of  the  University  library,  (2)  the  catalog  librarian  of  the  Univer- 
sity library,  (3)  a  member  of  the  Library  School  faculty,  (4)  a  member  of 
the  Library  staff,  (5)  a  librarian,  not  necessarily  a  member  of  the  Univer- 
sity Library  staff. 

This  Board  shall  determine  the  conditions  under  which  the  income  shall 
be  expended  and  in  general  carry  out  the  purpose  of  the  Memorial.  At 
present  contributions  to  the  Fund  are  being  handled  by  a  standing  Commit- 
tee of  the  Club,  of  which  Miss  Eleanor  Robertson  is  Chairman.  This  Com- 
mittee has  already  received  over  five  hundred  dollars  in  cash  and  pledges 
from  the  University  Library  staff  and  the  Library  School  faculty.  While 
the  alumni  body  as  a  whole  will  not  be  approached  for  the  Memorial,  it  is 
felt  that  those  former  students  who  knew  Miss  Patton,  and  especially  those 
who  had  the  privilege  of  working  with  her,  will  wish  to  be  given  an  op- 
portunity of  participating  in  this  Memorial. 


A  TRAVELER'S  LOG 

My  record  of  last  March  seems  to  have  left  me  rather  abruptly  in  Cook's 
office  in  Jerusalem,  weighted  down  (literally)  with  the  burden  of  carrying  five 
kinds  of  foreign  money!  On  the  following  morning,  my  dragoman  (not  "dray 
man"  as  my  last  letter  misquoted  me — my  luggage  didn't  quite  run  to  a  dray!) 
appeared,  and  soon  after  eight  we  left  for  northern  Palestine.  This  guide,  by 
name  Dmitri  Solomon,  proved  to  speak  fair  English  and  took  excellent  care  of 
me  for  the  next  five  days.  After  getting  my  passport  properly  checked  up  to 
see  that  all  was  in  order,  we  left  Jerusalem  by  the  Jaffa  Gate  on  the  south  wall, 
drove  along  the  eastern  wall,  past  the  Damascus  Gate  at  the  north,  which  auto- 
mobiles do  not  use  as  a  rule,  since  the  other  pavement  is  far  better,  and — we 
were  off  for  Tiberias  and  ultimately  Damascus. 

As  we  drove  northward  out  of  Judaea  into  Samaria,  the  near  approach  of 
spring  became  increasingly  evident ;  though  the  fruit  trees  were  not  yet  in  blos- 
som, the  little  red  poppies  were  blooming  along  the  roadside,  as  well  as  other 
flowers  which  I  did  not  recognize.  The  countryside  became  more  and  more  de- 
lightful, and  soon  we  were  in  Samaria,  driving  through  the  old  city  of  Shechem, 
still  a  flourishing  town,  now  called  Nablus,  and  in  process  of  rebuilding,  the 
result  of  an  earthquake  in  1927. 

Now  we  began  to  see  famous  hills  or  "mountains."  About  noon  we  saw  Mt. 
Gilboa,  a  little  later  Mt.  Tabor  and  then  far  to  the  west  along  the  coast,  the 
long  line  of  Mt.  Carmel. 

After  making  a  detour  of  several  miles  to  see  Jacob's  Well  and  the  ruins  of 
Samaria,  we  returned  to  the  highway  and  soon  came  out  into  a  broad,  fairly 
level  plain,  quite  extensive  and  dotted  with  small  villages,  with  the  ruins  of 
Crusaders'  castles  standing  out  boldly  against  the  sky  from  almost  every  hill-top. 
This  proved  to  be  the  famous  Plain  of  Esdraelon,  called  in  Old  Testament  ac- 
counts the  Plain  of  Jezreel;  and  from  the  days  of  the  tribal  wars  of  the  Israel- 
ites to  those  of  Napoleon,  this  plain  has  been  the  camping  ground  of  warring 
nations.  Even  as  late  as  the  World  War,  a  retreating  Turkish  arm.y  fled  across 
its  fields. 

It  was  long  past  noon,  and  I  was  beginning  to  feel  the  pangs  of  hunger, 
having  breakfasted  at  seven ;  but  at  last  Solomon  pointed  out  the  hill  town  of 
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Nazareth  where  we  were  to  have  luncheon.  After  a  very  poor  meal,  we  drove 
to  the  "Workshop  of  Joseph  the  Carpenter,"  to  the  alleged  birthplace  of  Mary, 
and,  most  interesting  of  all,  to  the  Church  of  the  Annunciation  which  lies  within 
the  inclosure  of  the  Franciscan  Alonastery. 

We  were  now,  of  course,  in  Galilee,  and  on  leaving  Nazareth,  we  soon  saw 
far  to  the  north  the  snowy  top  of  Alt.  Hermon,  "Little  Hermon"  having  been 
visible  earlier.  The  road  wound  through  the  hills,  taking  us  past  many  places  of 
sacred  interest — "Cana  of  Galilee,"  now  marked  as  are  most  of  the  places  of 
note  by  a  church  or  chapel ;  the  picturesque  hill  called  the  "Horns  of  Hattin," 
and  miscalled  by  the  Crusaders  the  "Mount  of  Beatitudes,"  though  a  later  tra- 
dition makes  it  the  scene  of  the  "Feeding  of  the  Five  Thousand,"  and  also  the 
spot  where  Saladin  won  a  famous  victory. 

Just  as  we  crossed  this  ridge  I  had  my  first  glimpse  of  the  Sea  of  Galilee. 
I  had  thought  that  I  had  seen  the  world's  most  beautiful  lakes; — I  was  wrong, 
I  had  not  seen  the  Lake  of  Gennesareth  as  it  is  often  called.  As  we  drove  toward 
the  lake,  having  decided  to  visit  Capernaum  before  going  on  to  Tiberias  to  spend 
the  night,  Mt.  Hermon  rose  before  us,  seemingly  just  at  the  head  of  the  lake, 
but  in  reality  many  miles  to  the  north. 

Capernaum,  the  home  which  our  Lord  chose  after  he  was  driven  from 
Nazareth,  must  have  been  a  lovely  little  town,  lying  on  the  lake  shore,  sur- 
rounded by  fertile  fields  and  shaded  by  splendid  trees.  The  location  is  now  the 
home  of  a  Franciscan  monastery,  whose  members  are  carrying  on  archaeological 
work  begun  many  years  ago.  Not  much  of  interest  has  been  unearthed  except 
the  remains  of  a  large  building,  probably  the  Synagogue  of  our  Lord's  time 
which  is  in  excellent  preservation. 

As  time  was  passing  rapidly,  we  decided  not  to  continue  to  the  mouth  of  the 
Jordan,  but  to  retrace  our  way  toward  Tiberias  which  we  reached  shortly  before 
sunset.  Here  I  made  a  serious  mistake.  As  the  Sea  of  Galilee  was  only  a  short 
distance  from  my  hotel,  and  the  day  was  still  warm  and  pleasant  (Tiberias,  like 
Jericho,  lies  far  below  sea  level)  I  ought  to  have  insisted  upon  a  sail  on  the  Sea ; 
but  alas !  I  was  tired,  having  been  driving,  looking,  dismounting,  remounting, 
and  driving  some  more  since  eight  that  morning;  and  I  postponed  my  sail  until 
morning.  There  was  plenty  of  time  next  morning,  and  I  was  rested,  but  alas ! 
the  Sea  had  a  voice  in  the  matter,  and  as  I  can't  swim,  I  decided  regretfully  to 
defer  the  sail  on  the  Sea  of  Galilee  until  some  future  visit!  The  moral  is  obvious. 

There  is  not  much  of  interest  in  Tiberias  itself — just  a  modern,  rather  pictur- 
esque, walled  town,  noted  chiefly  according  to  the  Arabs,  for  its  hot  baths 
(natural)  and  for  its  fleas  (also  natural,  I  assume)  neither  of  which  I  sampled. 
The  hotel  was  comfortable — not  luxurious — and  I  was  tired  enough  to  go  to  bed 
early  and  sleep  fairly  soundly. 

Next  morning,  the  air  was  warm  enough  to  be  out  of  doors,  and  I  spent  the 
time  between  breakfast  and  the  hour  of  departure,  looking  at  the  views,  reading 
my  guide-book,  and  regretting  my  error  of  judgment  of  the  previous  day, 
already  mentioned.  At  about  half-past  ten  I  and  my  luggage  were  packed  into 
a  car  and  we  started  for  the  railway  station  several  miles  away  at  the  foot  of 
the  Sea,  a  place  called  Es  Semakh.  At  first,  I  was  disappointed  to  learn  that  I 
should  leave  the  car  at  Es  Semakh  for  a  railway  train,  but  the  journey  pro- 
gressed, I  changed  my  opinion,  for  the  afternoon  furnished  an  interesting  con- 
trast to  the  drive  of  the  preceding  day. 

When  we  left  the  car  I  asked  Solomon  when  the  train  would  be  in,  and  I 
noticed  he  evaded  the  question.  When  I  insisted  upon  an  answer,  he  seemed  to 
think  that  perhaps  it  might  be  along  in  a  half  hour  or  so ;  but  it  couldn't  be 
depended  upon!  This  was  about  11:30,  and  that  wretched  train  never  showed  up 
until  after  one !  However,  it  was  interesting  to  watch  the  people  who  came  and 
went,  for  no  particular  reason,  so  far  as  I  could  see,  as  few  of  them  turned  out 
to  be  fellow-passengers.  At  last  the  train  pulled  in  and  1  climbed  on.  I  seemed 
to  be  the  only  first-class  passenger  in  the  entire  long  train,  "Solomon"  traveling 
second-class,  but  coming  frequently  into  my  compartment  to  make  sure  that  I 
was  still  there!  We  waited  just  thirty-five  minutes  at  Es  Semakh,  so  I  utilized 
the  wait  by  eating  my  picnic  lunch  provided  by  the  hotel  as  the  train  carried  no 
restaurant  car.  The  lunch  was  abundant,  but  not  particularly  appetizing,  and  my 
luncheon-hour  was  soon  ended.  Then  I  amused  myself  by  watching  three  very 
attractive  and  also  very  dirty  children  who  seemed  equally  interested  in  my 
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movements.  I  probably  violated  several  British  railway  regulations  by  throwing 
remains  of  my  luncheon,  consisting  of  hard-boiled  eggs,  apples  and  some  kind 
of  cold  meat  which  I  did  not  identify — probably  cold  roast  goat — to  the  children, 
apparently  to  their  great  joy! 

As  the  train  pulled  out,  I  had  my  last  glimpse  of  the  Jordan,  which  emerges 
from  the  Sea  of  Galilee  just  here,  and  a  few  minutes  later,  we  said  farewell  to 
the  lovely  lake,  and  began  to  penetrate  a  gorge,  following  a  mountain  stream 
which  proved  to  be  the  Yarmuk,  a  tributary  of  the  Jordan,  and  a  most  pictur- 
esque stream.  Following  this  gorge  to  the  top  brought  us  into  another  famous 
plain  which  extended  in  every  direction  as  far  as  the  eye  could  reach,  and  which 
also  bears  a  name  more  or  less  familiar  in  our  Sunday-School  days — the  Land 
of  Bashan.  In  about  two  hours  we  reached  the  main  line  of  the  Transjordania 
railway,  and  were  coupled  to  a  through  train  from  Medina  to  Damascus. 

This  whole  country  was  interesting  as  a  contrast  to  Galilee,  though  not  so 
beautiful.  The  mountains  of  Hauran  stretched  like  a  great  wall  on  the  eastern 
horizon  and  in  the  far  north  we  had  our  first  glimpse  of  the  Lebanon  range,  with 
Mt.  Hermon  in  the  middle  distance.  Scattered  here  and  there  not  far  from  the 
railway,  I  could  see  small  Bedouin  encampments,  similar  to  those  I  had  seen  the 
day  before  en  route  to  Capernaum.  We  were  going  through  the  country  of  the 
Druses,  those  strange  people  who  have  in  recent  j'ears  made  things  rather  un- 
pleasant for  the  French  in  Syria,  for  by  this  time  we  had  crossed  the  Syrian 
frontier,  had  complied  with  customs  and  passport  formalities,  and  were  actually 
in  Syria.  By  eight  o'clock  we  had  arrived  at  the  station  in  Damascus,  and  I  was 
ready  for  dinner  and  bed,  at  the  end  of  two  very  "perfect  days." 

My  two  days  in  Damascus  and  my  journey  to  Beirut  across  Mt.  Lebanon 
must  wait  for  telling  at  some  future  date.

SCHOOL  NEWS 

Placement — All  Library  Schools  would  be  glad  to  find  themselves  in 
the  paradise  described  in  Gaylord's  Triangle  of  June,  1932,  as  follows: 

A  FAIRY  STORY 

While  graduates  of  the  different  colleges  of  education  in  the  city  who 
majored  in  other  subjects  have  found  it  difficult  to  land  jobs,  those  who  majored 
in  library  science  have  had  jobs  thrust  upon  them.  The  demand  for  trained 
teacher-librarians  is  so  great  at  present  that  the  Bureau  of  Education  has  given 
library  positions  even  to  those  who  only  minored  in  library  science. — The  Library 
Mirror,  University  of  the  Philippines,  Manilla,  P.  I. 

Unfortunately  conditions  are  not  the  same  for  the  graduates  of  our 
last  two  classes.  Even  many  of  our  older  alumni  find  that  cut  budgets  have 
resulted  in  unemployment  for  them.  The  brunt  of  the  depression  is  being 
felt  by  all  ages,  by  experienced  as  well  as  by  inexperienced  people. 

One  hundred  students  received  the  B.S.  in  L.S.  in  1932.  Ten  students 
were  placed  by  the  office,  fourteen  found  library  positions  for  themselves, 
seventeen  returned  to  positions  in  libraries  in  which  they  had  formerly 
worked,  and  four  are  employed  in  other  fields.  Considerable  correspondence 
concerning  positions  is  carried  on,  but  too  frequently  the  information  sent 
is  for  future  use,  or  the  position  itself  does  not  materialize. 

The  students  with  the  Master's  degree  are  not  much  more  fortunate. 
Of  the  fifteen  Masters  in  June,  August,  and  October,  six  are  on  the  Uni- 
versity Library  staff  and  continue  in  their  positions,  one  is  on  the  Library 
School  staff,  two  returned  to  positions,  one  found  part  time  employment, 
one  was  placed  by  the  office,  and  four  have  no  work. 

Some  of  the  alumni  may  not  know  that  the  Library  School  is  largely 
dependent  upon  them  for  aid  in  placement  in  that  the  School  Office  does 
not  circularize  the  field  to  learn  of  vacancies.    In  consequence,  continued 
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loyal  effort  in  bringing  to  the  attention  of  possible  employers  the  School 
placement  service,  and  first  consideration  given  to  fellow  alumni  when  one 
is  an  employer,  will  be  most  highly  appreciated  by  both  the  School  and  un- 
employed graduates. 

Class  of  1932-33 — The  registration  for  1932-33  has  fallen  to  fifty-seven 
first-year  students  and  thirty-one  advanced  students  (most  of  these  are  part 
time  students,  members  of  the  Library  staff).  Every  effort  was  made  to 
discourage  students  of  mediocre  ability,  and  as  a  result,  twenty-two  applica- 
tions which  met  our  formal  requirements  were  refused  consideration.  More- 
over, accepted  applicants  were  warned  that  there  probably  would  be  no 
work  for  them  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  first-year  students  come  from  nineteen  states,  the  proportion  from 
Illinois  being  larger  than  is  customary.  Indiana  and  Ohio  rank  second  and 
third,  respectively,  in  numbers.  The  north  central  and  southern  states  are 
represented  by  eight  states  each.  Only  one  student  comes  from  the  far 
West,  although  a  number  were  accepted  from  western  states  but  found  it 
impossible  to  come  at  the  last  minute  due  to  financial  difficulties. 

The  class  as  a  whole  is  made  up  of  very  young  people,  seventy  per  cent 
being  university  graduates  of  '30,  '31,  '32.  There  are  ten  men  and  forty- 
seven  women.  Five  have  the  Master's  degree.  Only  three  present  degrees 
from  teachers'  colleges.  English  and  History  are  the  favored  combinations 
for  major  study  in  the  undergraduate  work.  Over  half  the  class  have 
studied  three  languages,  and  nine  more  have  studied  four  languages. 
Eighty-one  per  cent  of  the  class  have  had  previous  library  experience  and 
thirty-one  per  cent  have  had  some  previous  library  training. 

In  February  the  class  will  be  enlarged  considerably  due  to  the  relatively 
large  number  of  students  returning  then  to  complete  work  started  in  the 
summer.   These  people  fortunately  nearly  all  have  positions. 

Certification — It  is  probable  that  about  ninety  of  the  University  of  Illi- 
nois Library  School  graduates  will  be  among  those  to  receive  certificates 
from  the  Certification  Board  of  the  Illinois  Library  Association. 

The  Board  voted  that  members  of  the  class  of  1932  might  request  cer- 
tification if  they  so  desired,  regardless  of  whether  they  are  at  present  in 
positions  or  are  residents  of  Illinois.

On  the 
declaration  of  war  in  1917  she  was  one  of  the  first  to  volunteer  for  service, 
and  was  a  librarian  in  the   Camp  library  service   until    1920.     She  was 
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offered  a  Corps  librarianship,  but  decided  to  return  to  civilian  life.  After 
this  she  was  in  charge  of  Serials  at  Princeton  University  Library;  librarian 
of  the  State  Teachers  College,  Kirksville,  Missouri;  librarian  of  Drake 
University  at  Des  Moines,  Iowa;  assistant  librarian  at  Pennsylvania  State 
College  and  for  the  last  two  years  librarian  at  Agnes  Scott  College.  Her 
work  here  and  in  every  position  was  most  successful  and  her  untimely  death 
is  a  real  loss  to  the  profession  as  well  as  to  her  friends.

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STATISTICS  OF  LIBRARIANSHIP 

The  following  article  by  Rebecca  B.  Rankin,  Secretary  of  the  Special 
Libraries  Association,  appeared  in  the  November  number  of  Special  Li- 
braries, and  may  be  of  interest. 

"Total  population  of  persons  in  the  United  States  of  10  years  old  and 
over  in  1930  is  98,723,047,  and  of  this  number  48,829,920  or  49.5%  are 
gainfully  employed,  according  to  the  latest  U.  S.  Bureau  of  Census  'Occu- 
pation statistics.'    Of  the  number  employed  10,752,116  are  women. 

"In  the  professional  service  we  find  that  a  total  of  3,253,884  persons 
are  classed,  almost  equally  divided  between  men  and  women — to  be  exact 
1,727,650  men  and  1,526,234  women.  Librarians  are  included  in  this  class 
of  professional  pursuits,  and  the  total  thus  employed  is  indicated  as  29,613; 
2,557  of  which  are  men  and  27,056  are  women. 

"Other  professions  which  have  approximately  the  same  number  as 
librarians  are  the  architects,  of  which  only  a  small  percentage  are  women, 
and  social  and  welfare  workers  wherein  women  predominate  as  they  do  in 
the  library  profession.  Teaching,  a  profession  similar  to  ours  but  much 
older  and  more  established,  has  more  than  a  million  in  its  ranks. 

"The  library  professional  ranks  are  filled  almost  entirely  by  native  whites, 
there  are  only  1,497  foreign  whites  and  210  negroes.  It  may  surprise  us  to 
know  that  about  one-fifth  of  the  librarians  of  the  country  are  within  the 
age  group  of  20  to  24  years,  and  about  half  the  profession  are  between  the 
ages  of  20  and  34  years  of  age."

™n!f  ilJ^.^ST  ALUMNI  SCHOLARSHIP 

The- Executive -'ffoard  of  the  Association  and  the  Trustees  of  the 
Endowirieat  Fund  decided  during  the  winter  that  the  time  seemed 
favorable  for  granting  the  first  Scholarship  from  the  funds  which  the 
Association  has  been  collecting  for  that  purpose  since  1925.  The  prin- 
cipal sum  had  reached  $6,000  (see  report  of  the  Trustees  in  News  Letter 
No.  17,  December,  1932),  and  interest  to  the  amount  of  $300  was  avail- 
able. This  was  in  accordance  with  the  action  of  the  Association  at  To- 
ronto, which  decided  that  no  awards  should  be  made  until  the  principal 
sum  had  reached  an  amount  to  yield  $200  or  more.  It  was  the  unani- 
mous opinion  of  the  Executive  Board  and  the  Trustees  that  the  amount 
was  now  sufficient  for  the  first  Scholarship. 

Accordingly,  Mr.  Windsor  presented  the  matter  to  the  Graduate 
School  of  the  University,  recommending  that  no  tuition,  incidental  and 
laboratory  fees  be  charged  to  the  holder  of  the  Scholarship,  and  that 
the  Library  School  faculty  or  a  committee  of  that  faculty,  consider  all  appli- 
cations and  recommend  the  best  candidate  to  the  Graduate  School.  The 
approved  plan  was  then  presented  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Uni- 
versity and  they  accepted  the  gift  of  the  Association. 

The  Scholarship  will  operate  according  to  the  following  plan: 

1.  The  amount  of  the  Scholarship  shall  be  $300  for  the  coming  year  and  for 
succeeding  j'ears,  with  the  understanding  that  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the 
Endowment  Fund  has  authority  to  reduce  this  amount,  notice  of  such  reduction 
to  be  sent  to  the  Library  School  faculty  by  January  1st  of  any  year,  so  as  not  to 
delay  the  advertising  and  other  regulations  concerning  the  award  of  the  Scholar- 
ship which  will  usually  be  made  in  Alarch. 

2.  The  money  for  each  Scholarship  will  be  paid  to  the  Comptroller  of  the 
University  each  year  before  the  formal  appointment  of  the  candidate  and  this 
money  shall  be  paid  out  to  the  holder  of  the  Scholarship  in  accordance  with  the 
established  practices  of  the  Comptroller's  office  in  the  payment  of  other  scholar- 
ships. 

3.  The  Scholarship  shall  be  given  publicity  each  year  and  the  candidate  shall 
be  selected  by  a  committee  of  the  Library  School  faculty  who  will  consider  all 
applications  and  choose  the  candidate  who  in  their  opinion  is  best  qualified  to 
receive  the  award. 

The  announcement  of  the  Scholarship  was  made  in  the  January 
Library  Journal  and  a  number  of  letters  were  sent  out  to  alumni  who 
might  qualify;  after  the  applications  were  received  the  faculty  commit- 
tee acted  on  them  and  decided  that  the  award  for  the  first  year  should 
go  to  one  of  our  own  alumni. 

Miss  Lucy  Brown  Foote,  head  cataloger,  Louisiana  State  University, 
will  be  the  first  recipient  of  the  Katharine  L.  Sharp  Scholarship.  Miss 
Foote  received  her  degree  of  B.S.  from  George  Peabody  College,  and 
her  first  library  degree  with  the  Class  of  1930.  Her  experience  and  per- 
sonal traits  eminently  fit  her  for  the  honor  bestowed. 

Miss  Foote's  proposed  thesis  is  'A  study  of  the  official  state  publi- 
cations of  Louisiana  since  1899" — a  project  on  which  she  has  already 
begun  work  and  which  is  in  line  with  the  current  interests  of  the  Public 
Documents   Committee  of  the  A.L.A. 

This  first  Scholarship  will  be  known  as  the  Katharine  L.  Sharp  Scholar- 
ship and  is  named  for  the  organizer  of  the  School.

THE  ALUMNI  ASSOCIATION 

Strange  as  it  may  seem  the  Association  needs  members.  Only  28 
alumni  have  paid  their  dues  this  year.  Do  you  enjoy  the  News  Letter? 
If  so,  remember  that  it  takes  money  to  print  it.  We  must  have  100  an- 
nual members  each  year  to  pay  for  its  publication.  We  should  have  more 
than  the  minimum  of  members,  however,  for  the  surplus  funds  in  the 
general  treasury  are  used  to  make  loans  to  Library  School  students,  who 
would  be  unable  otherwise  to  finish  the  year.  Such  loans  are  made  only 
to  promising  students  on  the  advice  of  the  faculty,  and  not  a  year  goes 
by  in  which  several  students  have  not  been  assisted  by  this  fund.  The 
recipients  of  these  loans  have  always  repaid  them  promptly  and  the 
School  feels  that  this  fund  is  a  very  worth-while  service  on  the  part  of 
the  alumni.   Annual  memberships  are  only  a  dollar. 

ADAH  PATTON  MEMORIAL 

Miss  Juttdn,  chairman  of  the  committee,  reports  that  the  fund  already 
amounts  to  seven  hundred  dollars  in  cash  and,  that  they  are  very  much 
pleased  with  the  response  to  their  letter  which  was  sent  out  to  former 
members  of  the  University  Library  staff.  The  replies  have  been  most 
cordial  and  many  have  indicated  a  desire  to  make  a  contribution  as  soon 
as  economic  conditions  improve. 

SCHOOL  NEWS 

Placement. — Rarely  does  a  notice  of  a  vacancy  come  to  the  School  office. 
People  even  hesitate  to  take  leaves  of  absence  for  further  training  for 
fear  their  positions  cannot  be  held  for  them.  Salaries  have  dropped  in 
most  communities.  Statistics  compiled  the  last  of  December  show  the 
following  averages  for  the  Class  of  1932:  M.A.  degree,  $1,665;  B.S.  in  L.S. 
and  experience,  $1,200;  no  experience,  $900.  There  are  142  alumni  de- 
siring positions  and  67  who  are  interested  in  a  change  because  of  the 
likelihood  of  a  loss  of  position  if  further  reductions  are  made  in  their 
libraries. 

In  June  we  shall  graduate  50  students  with  the  B.S.  in  L.S.  degree 
and  12  with  the  Master's  degree,  who  will  need  positions.  Altogether 
twenty  men  are  interested  in  positions;  10  of  them  received  their  degree 
prior  to  1933;  10  are  in  the  present  class;  9  will  receive  the  B.S.  degree, 
and  1  the  M.A.  degree.  The  Class  of  1933  is  larger  than  the  above  figures 
indicate,  but  the  other  members  have  positions. 

The  largest  number  of  the  unemployed  alumni  (including  the  Class 
of  1933)  are  from  the  following  states:    Illinois  51,  Indiana  17.  Iowa  18, 
Nebraska  12,  Wisconsin  9,  Missouri  8,  Ohio  8,  California  8,  and  Min- 
nesota 7.    Twenty-three  other  states  are  represented  by  1  to  5  former! 
students,  now  without  positions.    It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  New 
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^pngland  states  and  several  of  the  Atlantic  states  are  not  included  in  the 

list  as  well  as  a  few  of  the  far  Western  states. 

If  you  are  interested  in  helping  reduce  the  number  of  unemployed 
fellow  alumni  in  your  own  state,  information  will  be  gladly  sent  to  you 
by  Miss  Krieg.  the  Assistant  Director  of  the  School. 

Knowing  that  the  alumni  are  always  interested  in  new  projects  which 
are  being  carried  on  in  Library  School  courses,  the  following  members  of 
the  faculty  have  consented  to  tell  about  several  of  them: 

Miss  Boyd:  "Recent  graduates  of  the  School  who  had  a  part  in  select- 
ing books  for  the  Browsing  Room  may  be  interested  to  know  that  this 
semester  the  classes  in  Book  Selection  are  holding  a  series  of  book  clinics 
(or  something  like  that!)  to  try  to  discover  the  causes  for  the  unpopu- 
larity of  some  of  the  books  in  the  collection.  Working  in  groups  of 
seven — or  committees  as  we  call  them — the  students  have  diagnosed 
about  four  hundred  books  which  have  not  circulated  more  than  once 
or  twice  this  year.  All  of  the  incurables  (whether  due  to  internal  or 
external  weaknesses)  have  been  ordered  back  to  the  stacks;  those  which 
promise  partial  or  complete  recovery  under  proper  advertising  or  re- 
shelving  are  allowed  to  remain  in  the  Room,  but  only  on  the  condition 
that  they  immediately  show  signs  of  improvement  in  popularity.  You 
would  be  surprised  to  know  how  many  with  just  this  little  attention 
have  found  delighted  readers. 

"Even  more  exciting  has  been  our  experience  in  'going  on  the  air!' 
Yes,  we  have  written  radio  book  reviews  again  this  year,  but  we  have 
broadcast  them  (that  is,  a  few  students  have,  who  possess  the  proper 
radio  voice — discovered  through  tests  given  at  the  Broadcasting  Station.) 
Our  program  is  called  'Airing  New  Books'  and  is  to  be  heard  over  the 
University  Station,  WILL,  every  Wednesday  and  Friday  morning  at 
10:45.  By  the  end  of  the  year  we  will  have  given  fourteen  broadcasts.  .  .  ." 

Miss  Gramesly:  "The  class  in  Advanced  Library  Administration  has 
just  finished  two  rather  unusual  projects.  They  are  folders  to  be  used  in  the 
state  wide  publicity  campaign  to  be  carried  on  by  the  Illinois  Library 
Association. 

"The  first  leaflet  is  an  appeal  to  the  citizen  for  his  support  in  keeping 
the  Library  running.  Much  has  been  made  of  the  increased  use  of 
libraries  in  the  present  economic  conditions;  the  lack  of  funds  has  been 
touched  on  lightly.  Specific  instances  a§^.  tf>  the  increased  use  among 
libraries  have  been  given,  takeQ,:fp5trttiid'  ifloSt,  part  from  library  reports. 

"The  second  leaflet  has  to" do  .^vith^  endearments,  or  gifts  and  is  an 
appeal  to  the  citizen  who  wi3^4§  ito^e^feafe  a,  public  memorial,  an  in- 
vestment for  the  future.  The  b^ck  rO^;  tjjfia-iea'flfet  bears  a  legal  form  in 
case  any  one  wishes  to  rementtbe^'^tiis  local  library.  These  leaflets  are 
to  be  distributed  broadcast  throughout  the  state." 

Miss  Hostetter:  "In  the  High  School  Library  Administration  course, 
Anna  H.  Heyer,  a  member  of  the  class,  is  preparing  with  the  cooperation 
of  the  University  Art  and  Design  department,  a  study  of  the  interior  deco- 
ration of  school  libraries.  The  floor  plan  and  elevations  will  probably  be 
available  for  the  School  Libraries  Section  Exhibit  during  the  A.L.A. 
Conference  in  October." 

A  new  course  in  Children's  Literature  to  be  offered  during  the  second 
semester  of  1933-34  will  emphasize  the  books  which  best  meet  the  read- 
ing interests  of  children.    Miss  Hostetter  will  teach  the  course. 

Miss  Florinell  Francis,  who  has  been  with  the  School  for  two  years 
as  an  instructor  of  cataloging  and  classification,  is  leaving  at  the  end 
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of  the  summer  session  in  order  to  take  a  similar  position  on  the  staff 
of  the  Library  School  of  Louisiana  State  University.

The  Executive  Committee  of  the  Illinois  Library  School  Association 
extends  to  each  one  of  you  its  greetings  and  best  wishes. 

We  wish  that  it  had  been  possible  for  all  of  the  1200  former  students 
of  the  School  in  active  work  to  have  been  present  at  the  reunion  in  Chi- 
cago in  October  during  the  meeting  of  the  American  Library  Association. 
Pride  in  our  organization  which  numbers  among  its  members  many  in  the 
front  ranks  of  library  endeavor  who  are  serving  their  communities  gal- 
lantly and  unselfishly,  and  the  spirit  of  good  fellowship  in  a  group  whose 
members  have  the  same  heritage  of  professional  training  and  ideals, 
prompt  us  to  suggest  that  we  establish  a  ''new  loyalty"  for  ourselves  or 
reaffirm  an  "old  loyalty"  that  has  been  allowed  to  fade  with  disuse.

ALUMNI    ASSOCIATION    ANNUAL    MEETING    AND    REUNION 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  Association  was  held  in  Chicago,  October 
18,  at  the  International  House,  University  of  Chicago.  The  dinner  was 
attended  by  224  former  students  of  the  School  and  was  the  largest 
gathering  the  Association  has  ever  held.  The  dinner  was  in  charge  of 
Adele  Whitney,  Dorothy  Martin,  and  Mary  Lou  Nichols  of  the  Univer- 
sity of  Chicago  Libraries  and  was  most  successfully  managed. 

After  the  dinner  Jerome  K.  Wilcox,  the  President,  talked  for  a  few 
minutes  on  the  aims  and  hopes  of  the  Association  and  then  called  for 
a  roll  by  classes.  The  report  of  the  Secretary-Treasurer  was  read  and 
accepted.  Ethel  Bond  then  told  of  the  Adah  Patton  Memorial  fund.  The 
Nominating  Committee  composed  of  Miss  Simpson.  H.  Einae  Mose,  and 
Anita  Hostetter  then  presented  their  report  which  was  unanimously  ac- 
cepted, electing  Bertha  M.  Schneider,  President.  This  concluded  the 
formal  business  meeting. 

The  president  then  called  on  Mr.  Windsor,  who  spoke  of  the  unusual 
conditions  which  had  faced  the  University  of  Illinois  and  the  effort  which 
had  been  made  to  adjust  its  reduced  income  so  as  to  cause  the  least  un- 
employment and  injury  to  its  work.  He  said  he  believed  in  self- 
examination  and  would  welcome  the  scrutiny  of  the  Library  School  by 
University  authorities  feeling  confident  that  the  existence  of  the  School 
was  amply  justified  by  the  fine  pi^ofessional  standing  of  the  alumni,  and 
by  the  loyalty  of  its  former  students  which  has  been  evidenced  in  many 
ways,  and  more  recently  by  the  fact  that  they  have  raised  an  endowment 
fund  for  an  annual  scholarship.  The  aim  of  the  faculty  has  always  been 
to  keep  the  course  alive  and  in  line  with  new  trends,  and  the  curricukun 
of  the  first  year  has  been  worked  out  from  two  points  of  view,  first  to 
prepare  for  beginning  work  in  libraries  and  second  to  give  sufficient 
foundation  of  professional  knowledge  and  professional  attitude  to  pre- 
pare a  student  for  continued  progress  in  the  profession  either  through 
active  work  or  by  continued  formal   study. 

Miss  Simpson  was  called  on  amid  much  applause  and  amused  every 
one  by  saying  that  although  she  had  no  formal  duties  at  present,  she 
was  so  busy  catching  up  with  all  the  things  she  had  always  wanted  to 
do,  but  never  had  the  time  for,  that  now  she  had  time  for  nothing  else 
and  was  busier  than  she  had  ever  been.  Miss  Ahern  expressed  her 
pleasure  at  being  one  of  the  Illinois  Alumni  and  said  that  she  had  great 
pride  in  the  fine  strong  body  of  alumni  which  had  grown  out  of  the  spirit 
•of  the  School.  Mr.  Utley,  the  only  honorary  memlDer  of  the  Association, 
spoke  with  appreciation  of  his  long  acquaintance  with  the  School  and 
■of  his  pleasure  at  having  a  number  of  its  alumni  on  his  staff.  Mr.  J. 
Christian  Bay,  Librarian  of  John  Crerar.  and  a  guest  of  the  Association 
talked  a  few  minutes  on  the  pleasure  he  felt  in  looking  back  on  his 
library  experience  and  recalling  the  Illinois  graduates  he  had  known  in 
the  Library  of  Congress  and  in  John  Crerar.    He  urged  the  recent  gradu- 
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ates  to  remember  that  youth  was  the  period  in  which  they  should  ac- 
cumulate those  aspirations  with  which  they  would  have  to  live  and  that 
part  of  the  pleasure  of  greying  hair  was  to  see  those  aspirations  fulfilled.

In  1920  she  joined 
the  editorial  staff  of  the  H.  W.  Wilson  company,  entering  on  work  which 
enabled  libraries  throughout  the  country  to  enjoy  the  fruit  of  her  wide 
knowledge  and  experience.  From  1927  to  1931  she  taught  advanced  cata- 
loging in  the  Columbia  University  School  for  Library  Service,  organizing 
one  of  the  first  thoroughly  graduate  courses  in  this  subject.  She  found 
time  outside  of  her  editorial  work  to  engage  in  some  cataloging  activities 
for  the  A.L.A.  and  other  library  groups. 

Twenty  published  volumes  bear  her  name,  those  which  are  more 
familiar  to  the  whole  library  world  are  the  "List  of  Subject  Headings 
for  Small  Libraries,"  "The  Song  Index,"  "The  Essay  Index,"  "The  Chil- 
dren's Catalog"  and  the  "Standard  Catalog  for  Public  Libraries."

'•THE  RARE  BOOK" 

Well,  in  spite  of  the  prognostications  of  the  "doubting  Thomases"  and 
'■gloomy  Jonahs"  who  said  that  it  couldn't  be  done,  we  did  it !  In  other 
words,  we  succeeded  in  surprising  Mr.  Windsor,  and  we  regard  that  as 
some  accomplishment !  Of  course,  it  was  quite  essential  that  Mr.  Windsor 
should  know  that  the  Library  Club  was  planning  a  dinner  on  May  5  in  rec- 
ognition of  the  completion  of  twenty-five  years  of  service  here,  with  him- 
self and  Mrs.  Windsor  as  honored  guests,  but  aside  from  that  information, 
the  other  features  of  the  occasion  were  a  complete  surprise — so  he  says, 
and  he  has  a  habit  of  speaking  the  truth. 

Probably  you  will  all  be  interested  in  learning  just  how  we  went  about 
it.  As  you  already  know,  a  Committee  of  Arrangements  was  appointed  in 
February,  consisting  of  Emma  Jutton,  Josie  Houchens.  Fanny  Dunlap, 
Katherine  Doyle,  Christopher  Faye,  Isabelle  Grant.  ^^lary  Lois  Bull,  Amelia 
Krieg,  and  Bertha  Schneider,  with  Frances  Simpson  as  Chairman.  The 
Committee  held  four  or  five  meetings  at  the  home  of  the  Chairman,  who 
was  directed  to  conduct  all  correspondence  and  decide  matters  of  minor 
importance. 

The  first  letter  sent  out  by  the  Chairman  went  to  one  hundred  and  ten 
of  Mr.  Windsor's  personal  and  professional  friends  on  February  twenty- 
first,  and  over  ninety  replies  were  received — a  very  remarkable  response, 
indicating  the  high  esteem  in  which  Mr.  Windsor's  profession  holds  him. 

The  second  letter,  to  fifteen  hundred  and  forty-five  alumni  and  former 
students  of  the  Library  School,  was  sent  on  March  eighth,  and  two  hun- 
dred and  fifty-five  responses  have  been  received  to  date.  These  numbers 
do  not  include  members  of  the  University  Library  Staff,  the  Faculty  of 
the  Library  School,  and  students  now  enrolled  in  the  School,  whose  letters 
represented  groups  and  not  individuals,  as  a  later  statement  in  this  account 
will  show.  Because  of  a  threatened  deluge  of  letters,  the  co-operation  of 
the  University,  aside  from  the  Library  Staff  and  Library  School,  was  not 
solicited.  In  fact,  most  of  the  general  Faculty  knew  nothing  about  the 
plan. 

Quite  a  number  of  alumni  who  are  on  the  staff  of  the  same  library,  or 
in  adjacent  libraries,  signed  group  letters,  twelve  such  letters,  bearing 
seventy-five  signatures,  having  been  received.  The  letters  from  the  Uni- 
versity Library  Staff  were  grouped  in  departments  at  their  own  request, 
and  nine   such  letters,   signed  by  ninety-two  persons,   are   in   the   volume. 


One  letter,  the  one  from  the  Shipping  Department,  which  is  manned  by 
our  old  friend,  Ted  Wharmby,  is  so  original  and  characteristic  as  to  de- 
serve special  mention. 

Thirteen  members  of  the  Library  School  Faculty  signed  a  letter;  one 
emeritus  member  wrote  her  own  letter. 

The  letter  from  Mr.  Windsor's  graduate  seminar  class.  Library  102b, 
was  signed  by  ten  graduate  students,  and  the  one  from  the  Library  School, 
in  black-letter  Latin  by  the  way,  and  illuminated,  bears  fifty-two  signatures. 

The  "Book"  itself  is  a  rare  one  indeed,  and  is  a  thing  of  beauty,  thanks 
to  the  generous  co-operation  of  our  friend,  Edward  Hertzberg,  who  asked 
permission  to  do  the  binding  as  his  personal  contribution.  It  measures  8^ 
by  1134  by  2  inches,  making  a  sizeable  volume.  The  book  is  bound  in  blue 
crushed  levant,  witi?  five  raised  bands.  The  name,  Phineas  Lawrence 
Windsor,  in  gold  roman  lettering  and  gold  tooling  are  the  only  adornments. 
In  place  of  end  papers,  Mr.  Hertzberg  has  used  gold  silk  moire  very  effec- 
tively. A  dark  blue  cloth  case,  lined  with  flannel  and  edged  with  leather 
holds  the  volume,  and  a  bookmark  of  heavy  blue  and  gold  ribbon  enables 
Mr.  Windsor  to  "keep  his  place"  when  reading. 

The  book  contains  three  illustrations,  a  frontispiece  showing  the  east 
entrance  to  the  new  Library,  a  really  artistic  picture;  one  showing  the  east 
facade  and  part  of  the  north  wing,  said  to  be  Mr.  Windsor's  favorite  view 
of  the  new  Library;  and  a  picture  of  the  old  Library,  familiar  to  all  older 
alumni. 

The  Title-page,  was  done  on  Whatman  paper  in  black  letter  and  illum- 
inated. This  is  followed  by  the  Foreword,  also  done  on  Whatman  paper  in 
black  letter  with  a  little  illumination,  and  signed  by  the  members  of  the 
Committee  under  date  of  April  fifth. 

The  collection  of  the  letters  themselves  begins  with  those  from  the 
Library  Stafif  "following,"  as  Miss  Sharp  used  to  say,  "the  order  of  the 
book,"  beginning  therefore  with  the  Order  Department  and  closing  with 
the  letters  from  the  departmental  and  college  librarians.  The  letters  from 
the  Library  School  Faculty'  follow.  Eighty- four  letters  with  eighty-six 
signatures  from  Mr.  Windsor's  personal  and  professional  friends  come 
next,  arranged  alphabetically  with  the  exception  of  the  one  from  Dr. 
Herbert  Putnam,  which  heads  the  list.  This  part  of  the  book  includes  a 
letter  from  the  Chicago  Library  Club,  and  one  from  the  Lincoln  Library 
at  Springfield,  Illinois. 

By   far  the  larger  part  of  the  volume  was   filled  by  letters   from   thel 
alumni  and  former  students.    Two  hundred  and  thirty  letters  reached  us 
in  time  to  be  included  in  the  book;    the  other  twenty-five  will  be  bound 
with  other  relevant  material  in  an  appendix.    Ten  letters  from  groups  of' 
former  students  and  two  letters  from  members  enrolled  this  year  close  the 
volume.    In  all,  the  volume  contains  337  letters  and  550  signatures. 

The  dinner  on  May  fifth,  when  the  presentation  of  the  volume  to  Mr. 
Windsor  took  place,  proved  to  be  such  a  delightful  occasion  that  it  de- 
serves more  than  passing  mention.  It  was  held  at  The  Southern  Tea  Room 
on  Green  Street,  Champaign,  and  was  attended  by  over  one  hundred  and 
seventy  of  Mr.  Windsor's  friends.  The  local  attendance  was  limited  rather 
closely  to  library  people,  with  the  addition  naturally  of  President  and  Mrs. 
Daniels,   President-elect  and  Mrs.  Willard,   Mrs.   Windsor,  and  Professor 
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and  Mrs.  Litman,  from  the  University  Senate  Library  Committee.  Mr. 
Windsor  rather  expected  to  see  those  friends,  but  he  was  surprised  indeed 
to  greet  nearly  fifty  librarians  from  a  distance.  We  must  not  omit  Mr. 
Hertzberg  who,  with  his  daughter,  drove  down  that  afternoon  and  de- 
posited the  precious  volume  in  the  hands  of  the  Chairman.  The  food  was 
good.  The  floral  decorations  were  unusually  lovely  and  the  company  very 
happy. 

Beautiful  and  appropriate  place-cards  were  designed  for  the  occasion 
and  contained  a  list  of  speakers  with  the  toasts  to  which  each  responded.

MEMBERSHIP  DUES— S.O.S.  CALL 

The  membership  in  the  Association  is  at  a  very  low  ebb,  and  it  is  nec- 
essary for  more  alumni  to  join  if  the  News  Letter  is  to  be  continued.  There 


are  over  1200  former  students  of  the  School  in  active  work,  of  these  nearly 
two  hundred  are  life  members  and  so  contribute  only  to  the  Graduate 
Scholarship  Fund.  This  makes  the  publication  of  the  News  Letter  entirely 
dependent  on  the  $1.00  annual  membership  dues.  It  is  not  a  large  sum  and 
it  is  probable  that  most  of  the  alumni  would  join  if  they  just  gave  it  a 
little  thought.

When  you  go  to  the  A.L.A.  dinner  reunion  of  the 
Library  School  Alumni,  isn't  it  worth  a  dollar  to  feel  that  you  are  taking 
an  active  interest  in  the  gathering,  making  a  contribution  to  the  Student 
Loan  Fund,  to  the  costs  of  the  News  Letter,  to  the  general  feeling  of  unity 
in  the  professional  group  with  which  you  are  most  closely  allied?  Think 
it  over  and  see  if  you  haven't  a  dollar  to  send  to  the  treasurer. 

SCHOOL  NEWS 

Our  estimated  enrollment  of  fifty  students  for  the  Summer  Session  is 
now  complete,  but  applications  continue  coming  in.  Two  of  the  first  year 
courses  will  be  taught  by  Mr.  Charles  H.  Stone,  '16.  Mr.  Stone  has  had 
years  of  library  science  teaching  experience.  He  organized  the  Library 
School  at  George  Peabody  College  for  Teachers,  and  continued  his  teach- 
ing at  the  Woman's  College  of  the  University  of  North  Carolina  when  he 
left  Nashville  for  Greensboro.  Various  summers  have  been  spent  in  teach- 
ing at  the  Columbia  School  of  Library  Service. 

It  seemed  opportune  to  present  the  new  course  in  Children's  literature, 
offered  by  Miss  Hostetter,  for  those  who  have  had  their  training  before 
such  a  course  was  included  in  the  curriculum,  and  who  may  feel  the  need 
for  such  training  in  connection  with  their  public  library  or  school  library 
work  at  the  present  time. 

The  advanced  work  stresses  government  documents.  In  connection 
with  the  interest  aroused  in  this  field  through  the  programs  of  the  A.L.A. 
Public  Documents  Committee,  we  have  found  a  growing  desire  for  training 
in  it.  While  the  courses  as  outlined  seem  like  a  heavy  diet  of  one  in- 
gredient, still  we  feel  that  librarians  might  care  to  specialize  this  year  in 
this  one  phase. 

Twenty-eight  of  the  students  of  the  class  of  1933-34  who  are  without  | 
prospects  for  positions  for  the  coming  year  co-operated  in  issuing,  with  the 
consent  of  the  Faculty,  a  series  of  printed  records  of  their  training  and 
experience.  The  individual  record  is  on  heavy  paper  of  post  card  size  and 
includes  beside  the  information  indicated,  a  photograph  and  personal  data. 
The  group  of  records  has  been  sent  to  large  university  and  public  libraries, 
to  state  commissions,  to  state  and  city  supervisors  of  school  libraries,  and 
to  a  selected  group  of  other  institutions  where  it  was  considered  there 
might  be  an  interest  in  Illinois  Library  School  graduates.  Each  student  i 
has  a  small  supply  of  his  own  slips  for  personal  applications. 

The  response  from  the  organizations  to  which  the  records  were  sent 
as  a  group,  have  all  been  commendatory  so  far.  but  as  was  expected  there 
was  no  indication  of  immediate  possibilities  of  placement.  It  is  hoped, 
however,  that  with  bettering  business  conditions,  the  project  will  really 
justify  itself.

The  annual  dinner  and  meeting  of  the  Association  was  held  at  the 
Windsor  Hotel  on  June  28,  1934.  There  were  one  hundred  and  three 
present. 

At  the  close  of  the  dinner,  Bertha  Schneider,  President,  called  the 
roll  by  classes;   1930  was  the  banner  class  with  ten  members  present.

Mr.  Cleavinger 
gave  the  report  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Endowment  Fund.    A  report  of  the 

I  Adah   Patton   Memorial   Fund   Board  was   read  by   Miss   Bond. 

I  Miss  Schneider  said  that  the  Executive  Board  had  been  working  on 
three  lines  of  endeavor  during  the  year.  (1)  For  a  close  unity  among  the 
alumni  by  means  of  reunions,  such  as  breakfasts  or  dinners  held  at  state 
meetings  and  in  cities  where  a  number  of  alumni  were  gathered  permanent- 
ly.    (2)   The   appointment  of   a   secretary   for   each   state   to   arrange    for 

)  meetings,  collect  dues,  and  news  items  and  to  send  such  collections  to  the 

'  Secretary-Treasurer  who  is  also  the  editor  of  the  Nezvs  Letter.  (3)  An 
effort  to  increase  the  annual  membership  of  the  Association  especially  by 

'  urging  the  more  recent  graduates  to  join.     She  reported  that  the  reunions 

j  had  been  unusually  successful  and  hoped  that  they  would  be  continued  as  a 
permanent  custom. 

Miss  Lucy  Foote  the  recipient  of  the  Katherine  L.  Sharp  Scholarship 
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for  1933,  the  first  scholarship  granted  from  the  Alumni  Endowment  Fund, 
was  then  presented  and  spoke  for  a  few  minutes.  Miss  Krieg  gave  a  few 
minutes  talk  on  the  placement  situation  and  presented  various  statistics 
which  were  of  interest.

THE  ADAH  PATTON  MEMORIAL  FUND 

As  a  good  many  of  the  Alumni  know,  this  memorial  to  i\Iiss-  Patton 
was  started  in  1932  under  the  auspices  of  the  Library  Club  of  the  Uni- 
versity Library  to  establish  a  fund  for  publishing  in  the  general  field  of 
library  science  but  especially  in  cataloging,  classification  and  bibliography. 

In  spite  of  the  adverse  economic  conditions  the  fund  has  been  growing 
steadily  and  at  the  last  meeting  of  the  Library  Club,  the  Memorial  Fund 
Board  reported  that  $1,521.38  had  been  received  in  gifts. 

Our  Library  School  Alumni  could  undoubtedly  provide  much  valuable 
professional  literature  that  would  be  worthy  of  publication,  indeed  the 
School  has  several  items  on  hand  already  if  funds  could  only  be  found 
for  their  publication.  To  this  end,  many  Alumni  may  feel  that  they  would 
like  to  contribute,  even  though  they  did  not  personally  know  Miss  Patton.

MARGARET  AMIDON  GRAMESLY 

Margaret  Amidon  Gramesly,  B.L.S.  '04,  who  has  been  a  member  of 
the  faculty  of  the  University  of  Illinois  Library  School  for  the  past 
twelve  years,  died  suddenly  Sunday,  August  12,  at  her  home  in  Urbana. 
She  had  not  been  well  for  some  time,  but  with  the  courage  so  characteris- 
tic of  her,  she  made  light  of  her  condition  and  insisted  on  fulfilling  her 
contract  to  teach  in  the  Summer  Session  at  Baton  Rouge.  As  her  death 
came  only  a  week  after  her  return,  her  friends  now  realize  that  these 
last  weeks  must  have  been  a  terrific  ordeal  and  only  her  will  power  carried 
her  through. 

Miss  Gramesly  was  born  in  Charleston,  Illinois,  where  she  attended 
the  public  schools.  After  attending  Illinois  State  Normal  L^niversity  at 
Charleston,  she  entered  the  LTniversity  of  Illinois  and  was  granted  the 
B.L.S.  degree  in  1904.  Between  that  time  and  1922  when  she  returned 
to  the  LTniversity  of  Illinois  Library  School  as  instructor  in  library  ad- 
ministration, she  served  in  many  capacities  in  the  public  libraries  of  Illi- 
nois and  Tennessee,  and  in  the  state  commissions  of  three  states:  Missouri, 
Ohio  and  Iowa. 
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She  was  Children's  Librarian  in  the  Jacksonville,  Illinois  Public  Li- 
brary from  1904  to  1905;  Branch  Librarian,  Cossitt  Library,  Memphis, 
Tennessee,  1905-06;  Manager,  Traveling  Libraries,  Missouri  Library 
Commission,  1906-12;  First  Assistant,  Traveling  Library  Department,  Ohio 
Library  Commission,  1912-15;  Librarian,  Charleston,  Illinois,  Public  Li- 
brary, 1915-21;  Organizer,  Iowa  Library  Commission,  1921-22. 

Besides  teaching  at  the  LTniversity  of  Illinois,  Miss  Gramesly  taught 
during  the  summers  of  1927-31  at  George  Peabody  College  for  Teachers, 
and  during  the  summer  of  1934  at  Louisiana  State  University  School  for 
Library  Service.  She  was  a  popular  teacher  and  brought  to  her  students 
a  broad  perspective  of  the  library  field  as  well  as  an  appreciation  of  all 
phases  of  library  work.  Her  students  and  her  many  friends  will  always 
remember  her  for  her  gay  sense  of  humor,  her  vivacity,  and  her  personal 
interest  in  them. 


SALARY  STATISTICS  FOR  THE  UNIVERSITY  OF 
ILLINOIS  LIBRARY  SCHOOL  ALUMNI 

For  a  number  of  years  the  University  of  Illinois  Library  School  has 
collected,  from  its  former  students,  statistics  on  salaries  and  positions. 
These  have  been  published  about  every  three  years  in  the  Nezvs  Letter 
and  present  an  interesting  picture   of   salary  trends. 

The  last  tables  in  1930  represent  probably  the  peak  in  library  salaries. 
Before  that  the  trend  was  slowly  up  and  since  then  rather  rapidly  down. 
It  is  impossible  to  make  these  tables  show  a  true  picture  of  the  whole 
salary  situation  for  the  figures  are  taken  only  from  blanks  returned,  and 
many  Alumni  did  not  reply  and  some  who  replied  omitted  the  salary.  Out 
of  1127  in  active  work,  there  were  834  replies  which  could  be  used.  As 
usual,  some  of  the  Alumni  whose  salaries  fall  in  the  higher  brackets  did 
not  return  their  blanks. 

The  peak  first  year  registration  of  the  Library  School  was  in  1930 
with  152  students,  and  in  1931  with  134  students.  Since  then  the  regis- 
tration has  been  held  down  to  about  60  in  an  effort  to  relieve  the  place- 
ment problem.  This  has  meant  that  applicants  were  rejected  each  year, 
and  not  that  there  has  been  any  appreciable  decreasSvJn  the  numbers 
seeking  to  enter  the  profession. 

Table  1  gives  the  average  salaries  for  men  and  women  who  have  taken 
the  one  and  two  years  course  since  1917.  This  shows  clearly  the  rise  to 
1930  and  the  decline  since  the  depression.  Figures  in  parenthesis  give  the 
number  of  replies.

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Table  2  will  show  how  many  people  are  receiving  the  same  salaries, 
and  the  spread  of  the  salaries  over  the  entire  group.  In  1927  there  were 
46  people  reporting  who  received  $3,000  and  over;  in  1930,  there  were  76; 
whereas  only  38  reported  that  salary  in   1935.     In  the  middle  group  the

figures  for  1927  showed  204  receiving  $2,000  to  $2,900;  in  1930,  this 
number  showed  a  slight  increase  to  234;  in  1935,  it  has  fallen  to  177.  For 
1923,  1927,  and  1930  the  largest  group  receiving  the  same  salary  was  the 
$1,800  group,  but  the  1935  statistics  show  that  this  figure  has  fallen  to 
$1,500  or  the  level  in   1920.

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The  salaries  for  women  with  the  Master's  degree  still  show  an  ad- 
vantage over  the  first  year  group;  however,  the  two  year  group  has 
suffered  severely.  Where  the  1930  figures  (191  reporting)  show  that  the 
largest  number  in  this  group  receive  S2,500  and  over,  the  1935  figures 
(193  reporting)  show  that  the  salaries  received  by  the  largest  number  of 
two  year  women  lie  between  S2,500  and  $1,800  with  a  disturbingly  large 
group   receiving  less  than  $1,800. 

The  salaries  for  women  with  only  one  year  of  training  show  a  similar 
decline.  In  1930  the  median  salary  for  the  group  was  51,800,  and  in  1935  it 
was  $1,500.  When  we  consider  that  this  group  is  composed  of  college 
graduates,  a  supposedly  picked  group  (if  the  Library  School  requirements 
mean  anything)  that  they  have  had  one  year  of  additional  college  work 
(which  in  almost  any  other  subject  would  entitle  them  to  a  ^Master's 
degree),  it  seems  that  the  rewards  of  library  work  are  too  meager  to  con- 
tinue to  attract  the  most  desirable  type  of  college  graduate. 

Salaries  for  men  also  show  a  decided  decline,  but  this  is  partly  due  to 
the  increase  in  the  number  of  young  men  who  have  entered  the  profession 
in  the  last  five  years.  In  1930,  only  41  reported;  in  1935  the  number 
was  71,  almost  double.  Even  with  this  increase  in  numbers,  the  salary 
figures  are  decidedly  encourasring  as  compared  to  those  for  women.  (See 
Table  1.) 

Table  3  is  based  on  a  classification  by  types  of  position  and  by  types 
of  libraries.  The  distribution  between  university  and  college  libraries, 
and  public  libraries  is  in  favor  of  the  former.  Cataloging  still  claims  about 
25%  of  the  number  reporting.  School  library  work  shows  an  increase 
from  70  in  1930  to  119  in  1935.  Special  libraries  have  attracted  59  in 
1935  as  against  24  in  1930. 

University  and  college  salaries  are  still  a  little  better  than  public 
library  salaries  for  similar  positions.  Catalogers'  salaries  make  a  good  com- 
parative showing.  Positions  under  teaching  and  related  work  continue  to 
offer  better  average  salaries  than  the  more  technical  library  positions. 

Table  4  appears  for  the  first  and  we  hope  the  last  time.  It  is  cheering 
to  note  that  56  people  were  fortunate  in  receiving  no  cut  in  salary  and 
that  31  were  actually  handed  a  gift  from  the  gods — an  increase.  The  fact 
that  in  some  cases  cuts  have  been  restored  is  a  hopeful  sign.  The  other 
figures  speak  for  themselves. 

The  compilation  is  based  only  on  the  blanks  which  gave  specific  infor- 
mation on  the  subject.     Some  were  too  vague  to  be  included. 

Unemployment — The  known  list  of  unemployed  Alumni  now  num- 
bers 110  of  these  a  number  had  temporary  employment  either  for  all  or 
part  of  the  year  largely  through  substituting  during  the  leave  of  absence 
of  some  former  student  or  on  some  FERA  or  CWA  projects. 

However  70  either  had  no  temporary  employment  or  did  not  report 
any.  Eleven  of  these  belonged  in  the  classes  from  1902-18,  25  in  classes 
from  1919-30,  and  34  from  1931-34.  The  graduating  class  in  June  has  55 
members.  Of  these,  33  are  as  yet  unplaced  though  some  have  established 
contacts  which  may  lead  to  positions.  Perhaps  it  is  a  sign  that  optimism 
is  really  growing  that  132  former  students  have  written  in  this  spring 
desiring  a  change  of  place. 

In  1930  it  seemed  that  when  a  person  had  been  out  of  Library  School 
for  from  10  to  15  years  there  might  be  a  reasonable  expectation  of  a  salary 
of  at  least  S2.500  as  that  figure  had  held  since  1923.  This  figure  shows 
a  drop  for  1935,  it  will  be  interesting  to  see  if  it  is  restored  by  the  date 
of  the  next  tabulation.

The  cuts  range  from  0.8%  as  high  as  50%.  The  greatest  number  of  cuts  of  the 
same  per  cent  being  in  the  10%  group — 37%  have  10%  cut,  60%  have  10%  or  less, 
17%  have  20%  or  more.

The  total  cuts  are  calculated  in  two  ways.  In  the  first  case  the  first  cut  was 
added  to  a  second  cut  taken  from  the  basic  salary.  In  the  second  case  the  first  cut 
was  added  to  a  second  cut  based  on  the  already  decreased  salary. 

The  cuts  range,  in  the  first  case,  from  8%  to  46%;  in  the  second  case,  from  5  K% 
to  58  %%. 

It  is  well  to  note,  however,  that  in  both  cases  the  greatest  number  of  cuts  was 
found  in  the  15%  group  and  the  next  greatest  number  of  cuts  was  found  in  the  20% 
group.  In  the  first  case  65%  have  20%  cuts  or  less.  In  the  second  case  71%  have 
20%  cuts  or  less.

I  cannot  imagine  a  brighter  or 
more  eager  group.  There  are  five  boys  and  five  girls  in  the  junior  class, 
nine  boys  in  the  senior  class,  but  no  girls  because  last  year  there  was  no 
dormitory  provision  for  the  girls.  In  each  class  there  are  one  or  two 
who  have  trouble  with  English,  but  by  dint  of  writing  on  the  blackboard, 
letting  them  use  my  lecture  notes  and  having  one  explain  to  the  others  in 
Chinese,   we  manage   to  get  along  very   nicely. 

I  am  to  live  in  a  little  three-room  bungalow  near  the  library  and 
it   is   all   being  done  over   for   me.     I   have   had   to   do   the   shopping   for 
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furnishings,  this  is  usually  done  in  Hankow,  across  the  river,  a  city  of 
about  800,000.  I  usually  take  a  Chinese  friend  along  to  help  with  the 
shopping  as  I  do  not  care  to  pay  double  for  being  a  "furriner."  China 
makes  one  calm  and  take  life  easily,  nothing  can  be  done  in  a  hurry, 
already  my  patience  has  come  to  the  fore  and  all  nervousness  has  dropped 
away.  The  director,  Mr.  Seng,  and  Mrs.  Seng,  have  been  most  cordial 
and   solicitous   for  my  comfort." 

Later  she  writes  that  she  is  settled  in  her  own  home,  with  a  house 
boy  named  Teh  Pao  to  look  after  her  comfort.  She  has  joined  the 
International  Club  in  Hankow,  and  at  a  banquet  at  the  Club  she  met 
over  sixty  women  representing  nine  nationalities.  The  feast  itself  con- 
sisted of  about  a  dozen  courses;  there  was  bird's  nest  soup,  shark  fin, 
pigeon  eggs  poached  in  deep  oil,  roast  pigeon,  lamb  stew  with  Chinese 
cabbage,  and  much  else.  It  was  all  delicious,  there  was  a  tiny  cup  of 
Chinese  wine  at  each  plate,  which  they  drank  to  various  guests.  After 
the  feast  they  broke  up,  as  it  is  the  custom  to  do  the  visiting  before  and 
during  the  meal.

Mrs.  Eve  Kohl  Clarke,  B.S.  '22>,  resigned  her  position  as  assistant  in 
the  Public  Library  at  Wilmette.  Illinois,  to  accept  the  position  of  librarian 
in  the  Calumet  High  School  Library,  Chicago,  September,  1934. 

Leslie  K.  Falk,  B.S.  '33,  has  been  an  Assistant  in  the  Army  ^Medical 
Library  in  Washington,  D.C.,  since  last  October.

Virginia  J.  Gray,  B.S.  '2)2>,  is  teaching  French  and  acting  as  Librarian 
in  a  high  school  for  the  children  of  missionaries  in  the  Belgian  Congo. 
Her  address  is  Care  A.P.C.  ^Mission  Lubondai  (Tshimbula)  Congo  Beige 
via  Lobita,  Africa.  She  has  written  several  very  interesting  letters  relating 
her  experiences  in  making  the  long  trip  via  auto  from  Matada  to  the 
interior.  While  everything  was  interesting  and  often  picturesque,  she  was 
disappointed  not  to  see  tigers  and  crocodiles  at  every  turn.  For  nine  days 
they  drove  over  every  sort  of  country  from  mountains  to  vast  stretches 
of  sand,  and  it  was  more  often  cold  than  hot.  The  native  villages  were 
especially  fascinating,  some  just  grass  huts,  others  of  clay  with  white- 
washed walls  and  crude  drawings  on  them.  The  natives  were  curious  but 
friendly.  Lubondai  is  a  lovely  spot  located  in  a  plateau  3000  feet  high; 
there  are  five  residences,  two  guest  houses,  a  church,  the  hospital,  and  the 
buildings  of  the  native  boys  and  girls  homes,  all  of  the  houses  being  built 
of  brick  made  by  the  industrial  workers  of  the  school. 

A  later  letter  tells  of  a  vacation  she  took  with  two  other  teachers  in 
a  Chevrolet  truck.  "After  much  discussion  as  to  whether  three  girls  should 
go  ofif  alone,  we  jogged  away  and  had  a  better  time  than  has  been  had  in 
many  a  Rolls-Royce.  We  must  have  made  a  ridiculous  picture  tho,  with 
tropical  tin  trunks,  chop  baskets,  sun  helmets,  and  the  native  boy.  Driving 
in  the  Congo  presents  difificulties,  torrential  rains  may  wash  away  parts 
of  the  road,  or  deep  sand  may  be  encountered.  Native  villages  swarm  with 
humans,  and  animals  of  all  kinds,  especially  starving  dogs.  A  Congo  ferry 
is  a  plank  platform  stretched  out  on  native  pirogues  or  canoes.  You  get 
onto  it  across  two  boards  about  a  foot  wide.  It's  quite  a  trick  to  center 
the  wheels  and  once  on  not  to  plunge  off  the  other  end." 

She  spent  Christmas  at  Bibango  where  another  native  school  is  located. 
This  is  a  beautifully  located  station,  "it  teeters  dizzily  on  the  crest  of  a 
peak,  the  houses  are  built  with  their  backyards  in  neighborly  proximity, 
and  their  faces  out  in  the  atmosphere;  the  view  is  made  up  of  peaks  and 
abruptly  rolling  hills  which  are  carpeted  with  lush  green  grass,  but  the 
narrow   valleys    between    are    thickly    forested.     Living    in    sight    of    that 
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panorama    for    two    weeks   was    worth    giving   up    many    of    the    joys    of 
civilization."

DENVER  MEETING 

The  annual  dinner  and  meeting  of  the  University  of  Illinois  Library  School 
\  Association  was  held  at  the  Shirley-Savoy  Hotel,  Thursday,  June  27,  1935,  with 
'    Harriet  E.  Howe,  President,  presiding. 

The  tables  were  beautifully  decorated  with  columbines  (the  state  flower), 
I  miniature  covered  wagons  above  which  spirals  of  smoke  floated  up  from  outlets 
1  in  the  roofs,  and  unique  place  cards  in  the  form  of  lariat-throwing,  chaps-wear- 
i  ing  cowboys.  Miss  Howe  expressed  for  the  members  present  sincere  at>precia- 
,  tion  to  the  committee  on  arrangements:  Elsie  Baechtold,  Vera  Campbell,  Edna 
Gustafson,  Mildred  Kenney.   Miss  Howe  told  how  Miss  Campbell  made  an  early 
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morning  trip  to  her  cottage  in  the  mountains  for  the  deep  blue  coUimbines. 
The  large  orange  and  blue  "Illini  Pup"  (borrowed  by  the  manager  of  the  hotel 
from  his  grandson)  added  Illinois  atmosphere  to  the  decorations,  and  much 
merriment  as  his  vociferous  bark  was  used  to  secure  the  silence  necessary  for 
the  business  session.  During  the  dinner,  the  Rebel  Rangers,  an  association  of 
pupils  from  South  High  School,  Denver,  in  quaint  costumes,  sang  cowboy  songs 
and  danced  square  dances. 

Harriet  E.  Howe  opened  the  business  session  with  a  roll  call  by  classes. 
Almost  all  classes  were  represented,  1929  (18)  and  1931  (14)  being  the  banner 
groups. 

Mr.  Windsor  paid  tribute  to  Miss  Margaret  A.  Gramesly,  a  much  loved 
member  of  the  faculty  who  had  passed  away  since  the  last  meeting  at  Montreal. 
At  Mr.  Windsor's  suggestion,  the  association  stood  in  silence  one  moment  in 
memory  of  Miss  Gramesly.  Mr.  Windsor  then  anncnuiced  the  appointment  to  the 
faculty  of  Mr.  Guy  R.  Lyle,  formerly  librarian  of  Antioch  College,  and  re- 
gretted that  Mr.  Lyle  could  not  be  present  to  be  presented  and  to  receive  the 
welcome  of  the  Association.  Beginning  with  the  summer  of  1936,  Mr.  Windsor 
said,  Library  School  will  offer  second  semester  courses  for  the  benefit  of  those 
who  may  not  be  granted  a  leave  of  absence  for  attendance  during  the  winter 
semester.  It  is  the  expectation  of  the  School  to  provide  enough  graduate 
courses  that  the  M.A.  degree  may  be  earned  by  attending  four  summer  sessions. 

Mr.  Windsor  announced  that  the  Katherine  L.  Sharp  Memorial  scholar- 
ship had  been  awarded  for  1935-1936  to  Miss  Mar\-  Silverthorn  of  the  Saginaw, 
Michigan,  Public  Library.  He  spoke  of  the  real  pleasure  which  he  and  Mrs. 
Windsor  always  have  in  attending  the  Illinois  dinner-meetings. 

Miss  Frances  Simpson  spoke  briefly,  stating  that  she  had  timed  her  trip  to 
California  so  as  to  be  present  at  the  conference,  and  expressed  her  pleasure  in 
seeing  so  many  friends  at  the  dinner. 

Miss  Krieg  presented  some  interesting  statistics  about  placement  work  and 
distribution  of  871  graduates  according  to  type  of  library  service  and  according 
to  geographic  location.  She  urged  every  graduate  of  the  School  with  specialized 
knowledge  in  any  subject,  especially  in  the  sciences,  to  record  that  fact  in  the 
records  of  the  Library  School. 

The  report  of  the  secretary-treasurer  was  read  and  accepted.  Mr.  Trotier 
read  a  report  of  the  Adah  Patton  Memorial  Fund. 

The   officers   presented   by  the   nominating  committee   in   their   report   were 
unanimously  elected:   Ola  ]VL  Wyeth,  President;   Charles  H.  Stone,  First  Vice- 
President;  Julia  Pressey,  Second  Vice-President;  Josie  B.  Houchens,  Secretary-  i 
Treasurer ;  and  J.  S.  Cleavinger,  Trustee  of  Endowment  Fund  1935-38. 

The   meeting  was   then   adjourned   with   the  hope   that   many   graduates   of  . 
the  School  would  attend  the  Richmond  Conference.

During  the  year  the  First  National  Bank  of  L'rbana  paid  a  dividend  of 
35%  of  the  deposit  which  was  in  the  bank  when  it  closed  March  4,  1933. 

The  First  National  Bank  of  Champaign  paid  30%  on  the  deposit  which  was 
there  when  the  bank  failed  in  1932. 

It  is  probable  that  more  dividends  will  be  received  from  each  bank. 

The  attention  of  the  Association  is  called  to  the  fact  that  only  $103  was 
received  from  annual  memberships.  This  seems  a  very  poor  showing  when 
we  consider  the  large  number  of  alumni  in  the  active  field.  Approximate^'  200 
alumni  are  life  members  and  so  pay  no  annual  dues,  there  are  still  at  least  800 
members  from  whom  we  might  expect  some  returns. 

The  costs  of  the  News  Letter  have  not  been  entirely  met  for  several  j^ears 
and  in  consequence  the  frequency  of  the  letters  has  been  reduced. 
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The  cooperation  of  the  State  Secretaries  in  sending  reports  of  alumni 
gatherings  and  news  of  former  students  in  their  states  has  been  most  helpful 
and  it  is  hoped  that  there  will  be  more  news  sent  to  the  editor  all  the  time.

EDWARD  HERTZBERG 

With  the  death  of  Edward  Hertzberg  in  Chicago  on  December  31,  1935, 
the  world  lost  a  master  craftsman  in  the  art  of  fine  binding  but  the  alumni  of 
the  Library  School  lost  a  sincere  friend. 

When  the  drive  for  funds  to  endow  an  alumni  scholarship  was  being  made 
several  years  ago.  Air.  Hertzberg  heard  about  it  and  wrote  down  to  the  school 
saying  that  he  had  a  deep  interest  in  all  former  students,  manj-  of  whom  were 
his  friends  and  patrons  and  that  he  would  feel  it  a  privilege  if  he  might  make 
a  gift  to  the  fund.  Shortly  after  he  sent  down  a  check  for  $200.00.  In  1931 
he  sent  another  check  for  $100  and  in  1933  he  supplemented  this  gift  with  an 
additional  $50.00.  Thus  he  was  the  largest  single  contributor  ($350.00)  to  the 
Endowment  Fund. 

When  the  Library  School  made  inspection  trips  to  Chicago,  one  of  the  high 
spots  of  the  trip  was  the  visit  to  the  Alonastery  Hill  Bindery  where  the  students 
had  an  opportunity  to  see  the  best  methods  of  book  binding.  On  these  occasions 
they  also  had  a  chance  to  see  many  examples  of  Mr.  Hertzberg's  own  beautiful 
bindings  and  realize  through  this  exhibit  and  his  talk  the  vast  difference  be- 
tween artistic  and  commercial  binding.  Then  a  delicious  tea  was  served 
and  often  each  member  of  the  class  was  presented  with  a  souvenir  made  in 
the  shops. 

The  Alonastery  Hill  Bindery  will  be  carried  on  by  Air.  Hertzberg's  son 
and  daughter  who  have  been  brought  up  in  the  work  and  are  no  doubt  known 
to  many  alumni. 

The  Monastery  Hill  Bindery  received  its  name  from  the  old  monastery 
ruin  in  Granzow,  Germany,  where  Ernst  Hertzberg,  foimder  of  the  firm, 
played  in  his  childhood.    This  monastery  had  been  the  home  of  monks  who  had 
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made  beautiful  bindings  for  manuscripts  and  this  tradition  inspired  Ernst 
Hertzberg  to  his  chosen  profession  of  bookbinding.  When  Lawrence  Hertzberg 
takes  over  the  management,  he  will  be  the  third  generation  of  the  Hertzberg 
famil)'  to  carry  on  the  high  ideals  of  the  founder  of  the  firm. 

SPECIAL  SUBJECT  KNOWLEDGE  INDEX 

I  am  starting  to  compile  an  index  to  the  special  subject  knowledge  of  our 
alumni.  We  are  having  an  increased  number  of  calls  asking  for  very  specific 
information  as  to  amounts  of  training  in  given  fields,  and  it  is  difficult  to  find 
this  data  without  checking  lengthy  transcripts.  Besides,  our  records  often  do 
not  include  information  concerning  special  study  since  a  student  has  left  here. 
I  should  be  glad  to  have  notes  from  those  of  you  who  do  have  special  subject 
equipment,  especially  from  those  of  you  who  have  not  been  here  recently. 

I  am  also  interested  in  listing  all  alumni  who  have  had  any  experience  in 
the  teaching  of  Library  Science.  If  you  write  me,  do  tell  me  the  schools  or 
libraries  at  which  the  teaching  has  been  done,  and  describe  the  work  briefly, 
that  is,  give  me  some  idea  as  to  the  number  of  classes  in  the  session,  the  brevity 
or  completeness  of  the  course,  and  the  objective,  e.g.,  for  teacher  training,  for 
school  librarians,  for  accredited  library  courses,  for  orientation. 

If  there  are  graduates  who  are  willing  to  serve  in  a  secretarial  capacity  in 
addition  to  library  duties,  I  should  be  glad  to  have  them  so  indexed.  A  knowl- 
edge of  stenography  and  typing  is  necessary  in  this  case.

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Eliza  Jane  Skinner,  Armour,  1896-'97,  reviser-cataloger  in  charge  of  bibli- 
ographical literature  in  the  Catalogue  Division,  Library  of  Congress,  died  Tues- 
day, Dec.  31,  1935,  at  her  residence  in  the  Dodge  Hotel,  Washington,  D.C. 

Miss  Skinner  was  born  at  Princeton  on  July  15,  1859,  and  was  educated 
at  Zurich,  Heidelberg  and  Paris  and  at  the  Library  School  of  the  Armour  In- 
stitute of  Technology. 

Before  going  to  Washington  in  1902,  she  was  librarian  of  the  University 
of  West  Virginia. 

Her  work  in  the  Library  of  Congress  during  the  past  thirty-three  years  was 
that  of  aiding  in  the  development,  by  cataloging  and  classification,  of  their 
extensive  bibliographical  collection.  She  was  familiar  with  bibliographies  in  all 
fields  of  knowledge  and  an  expert  on  books  relating  to  printing,  binding,  paper, 
the  book  industries  in  general  and  library  administration. 

Because  of  the  character  of  her  abilities  and  services,  Miss  Skinner  was 
among  the  first  to  be  exempted  by  executive  order  of  the  President  from  the 
provisions  of  the  retirement  act  prescribing  automatic  separation  from  the 
Library  personnel  on  attainment  of  retirement  age. 

Miriam  E.  Carey,  Armour,  1898-'99,  is  on  the  faculty  of  the  Minnesota 
Library  School.  Her  home  address  is  The  Marlborough  at  9th  Street,  St.  Paul, 
Minnesota. 

Agnes  M.  Cole,  B.L.S.  '01,  has  resigned  as  head  of  the  Catalog  department 
of  the  LTniversity  of  California,  Berkeley.  From  1903-06  Miss  Cole  was  head  of 
the  Catalog  department  of  the  University  of  Illinois  Library.  This  year  she  is 
taking  a  real  vacation  visiting  family  and  friends  in  the  East.  Next  year  she 
plans  to  resvime  work  in  her  old  department  but  only  for  part  time.  Her  home 
address  is  2414  Telegraph  ave.,  Berkeley. 

Clara  E.  Howard,  B.L.S.  '01,  died  on  December  7th,  1935,  at  Emory  Uni- 
versity, Georgia.  She  had  not  been  well  for  some  time,  but  her  death  was  a 
great  shock  to  her  family  and  friends.  Miss  Howard  had  been  Dean  of  the 
Library  School  at  Emory  University  since  1930. 

Miss  Howard's  name  is  also  closely  associated  with  the  development  of 
High  School  libraries  through  her  notable  work  as  librarian  of  the  Schenley 
High  School  at  Pittsburgh  from  1916  to  1927.  Previous  to  this  she  had  been  a 
member  of  the  staff  of  the  Carnegie  Library,  Pittsburgh. 

In  1928  she  took  her  Master's  Degree  at  the  School  of  Library  Service, 
Columbia  University.  For  two  years  she  was  director  of  the  Library  School  at 
the  New  Jersey  College  for  Women  going  from  there  to  Emory.  She  was  very 
active  in  her  professional  interests  and  was  a  member  of  many  organizations. 
She  was  editor  of  the  School  Libraries  Yearbook  for  1931.  She  was  a  member 
of  Kappa  Kappa  Gamma. 

Adeline  ]\I.  Baker,  B.L.S.  '02,  acting  head  cataloger.  University  of  Nebraska 
Library. 

Ellen  Garfield  Smith,  B.L.S.  '02,  librarian  of  Walla  Walla,  Wash.,  had  her 
25th  anniversary  as  librarian  celebrated  on  February  22  by  her  staff  and  former 
members  of  her  staff.  The  occasion  was  the  annual  staff  luncheon  and  the  cele- 
bration was  a  spontaneous  expression  of  the  high  esteem  and  affection  with 
which  Miss  Smith  has  always  been  held  by  those  who  have  worked  with  her. 
Owing  to  Miss  Smith's  popularity  in  the  community  and  the  difficulty  of  limit- 
ing the  attendance  if  all  her  friends  were  invited,  it  was  decided  to  make  it 
a  staff  party. 

Fanny  Elliott  Miller  (Mrs.  D.  P.  Taylor),  1902-'03,  died  some  time  ago  in 
California  according  to  word  received  by  the  Kappa  .'Mpha  Theta  Chapter  at 
Illinois.  She  was  for  some  years  librarian  of  the  High  School  library.  National 
City,  California. 

Jeannette  M.  Drake,  B.L.S.  '03,  has  resigned  her  position  as  librarian  of  the 
Pasadena  Public  Library  to  take  effect  January  1,  1936,  and  will  retire  from 
active  library  work. 
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Miss  Drake  is  recognized  as  one  of  the  outstanding  librarians  on  the  Pacific 
coast  and  has  served  as  president  of  the  California  Librarj-  Association.  She 
is  called  by  one  Pasadena  newspaper  the  "brilliant  leader  of  a  great  institution 
of  public  education."  Miss  Drake  expects  to  continue  making  her  home  in 
Pasadena. 

After  going  to  Pasadena  she  had  much  to  do  with  the  planning  of  the  new 
library  building  there.  It  was  dedicated  in  1927.  She  introduced  many  innova- 
tions in  library  service  which  afterwards  were  adopted  by  libraries  elsewhere. 
Her  outstanding  achievements  in  the  library  world  have  been  listed  in  "Who's 
Who  in  America.' 

Helen  T.  Kennedy,  B.L.S.  '03,  died  on  July  8th,  1935,  at  Tujunga  near  Los 
Angeles,  California. 

She  was  born  in  Council  Bluffs,  Iowa,  in  1877.  She  graduated  from  the 
University  of  Illinois  Library  School  in  1903,  and  held  positions  in  the  Public 
Libraries  of  Jacksonville,  Illinois  and  Kewanee,  Illinois,  until  1907,  when  she 
was  made  Instructor  in  the  University  of  Wisconsin  Library  School.  In  1910 
she  was  invited  to  become  Library  Organizer  of  the  Oregon  Free  Library 
Commission. 

From  1911  to  1931,  Miss  Kennedy  was  a  member  of  the  Los  Angeles  Library 
stafT.  For  a  year  she  conducted  the  Los  Angeles  training  school,  aiding  in  its 
development.  In  1912  she  was  made  Principal  of  Branches,  but  continued  to  give 
courses  on  administration  and  library  buildings  in  the  Training  Class.  In  1925 
she  was  made  second  assistant  librarian  and  was  busy  with  the  activities  of  the 
Central  Library. 

Aliss  Althea  Warren,  City  Librarian  of  Los  Angeles  writes:  "Miss  Ken- 
nedy's illness  which  caused  her  to  resign  in  1931  brought  a  loss  to  the  library 
profession.  Her  indomitable  spirit  and  fine  idealism  will  long  be  remembered. 
Her  unselfish  devotion  to  the  development  of  the  branch  library  system  in  Los 
Angeles  will  ever  be  a  part  of  library  history." 

Mr.  Ainsworth.  in  The  Los  Angeles  Times,  wrote:  "Miss  Helen  T.  Ken- 
nedy is  dead.  She  died  as  she  lived,  simply.  Few  persons  even  realize  that  the 
'Mother  of  the  branch  libraries  of  Los  Angeles'  has  gone.  Yet  she  probably  has 
done  more  to  bring  the  joy  of  books  to  untold  thousands  than  anyone  connected 
with  the  library  system.  She  left  behind  more  than  one  monument.  She  left  a 
score  of  them. 

"Twenty  of  the  branch  libraries  of  the  Los  Angeles  Public^  Library  system 
stand  as  direct  proof  of  her  zeal  and  ability.  From  1912  to  1925,  when  she  was 
head  of  the  branches,  she  saw  to  it  that  these  book  centers  v^ere  erected  in 
strategic  parts  of  the  far-flung  metropolitan  area.  She  brought  books  to  the 
people,  and  a  new  world  was  opened  up  to  a  vast  population. 

"The  branch  libraries  became  individual  community  centers,  the  nuclei  of  a 
new  kind  of  cultural  opportunity.  Behind  it  all  was  the  quiet  shadow  of  Miss 
Kennedy.  She  never  thrust  herself  forward.  She  worked,  kept  in  the  back- 
ground and  let  the  pleasure  of  others  be  her  reward. 

"She  was  never  in  robust  health.  Finally  in  1931  her  ill  health  forced  her  to 
retire,  but  she  kept  up  a  most  active  interest  in  library  work.  She  couldn't  keep 
entirely  away  from  the  work  and  for  some  months  did  cataloging  in  the  Santa 
Fe  State  Museum  Library  in  New  Mexico."

"Their  menus  include  all 
kinds  of  flesh  from  the  dogs  of  their  villages  to  the  tough  muscles  of  leopards, 
crocodiles,  and  hippopotami.  They  like  all  sorts  of  birds  and  eat  insects.  When 
a  swarm  of  locusts  appear  they  are  exultant  over  the  feast  of  the  moment, 
forgetting  the  damage  to  their  crops.  There  are  flying  ants  which,  at  one  sea- 
son, comes  swarming  out  of  their  holes  at  twilight  every  day.  Crowds  of  na- 
tives squat  around  the  holes  catching  the  ants  as  thej^  appear  and  popping  them 
into  their  mouths  alive." 

The  women  work  in  the  fields,  but  the  men  are  not  idle.  They  build  the 
mud  huts,  they  hunt,  they  make  the  family  money.  Not  every  family  has  money, 
but  more  and  more  is  coming  into  circulation,  and  in  native  markets  exchange 
is  on  a  money  basis  as  well  as  in  kind.  Many  native  men  work  for  the  missions, 
for  the  state  on  road  work,  for  the  plantations.  All  transportation  is  done  by 
man  power  either  by  crude  carts  pushed  by  men  or  bamboo  poles  laid  across 
muscular  shoulders.  There  was  much  more  of  equal  interest.  Her  address  is

RICHMOND   MEETING 

The  University  of  Illinois  Library  School  Association  held  their  annual 
dinner  and  meeting  at  the  Commonwealth  Club,  Richmond,  Virginia,  on  May  14, 
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1936.    In  the  absence  of  the  president,  Miss  Ola  M.  Wyeth,  the  vice-president, 
Mr.  Charles  Stone,  presided.    One  hundred  sixty-nine  were  present. 

The  tables  were  decorated  w'ith  garden  flowers  and  an  unusual  and  delicious 
menu  was  served  in  one  of  Richmond's  most  attractive  clubs.  Thanks  are  due 
Mr.  Ayer  for  making  such  splendid  arrangements.  At  the  close  of  the  dinner, 
a  quartet  from  Hampton  Institute  sang  spirituals  and  other  songs.  The  Asso- 
ciation was  indebted  to  Miss  Florence  Curtis,  director  of  Hampton  Institute 
Library  School,  for  this  very  enjoyable  feature  of  the  program. 

The  business  session  was  opened  by  a  motion,  which  was  carried,  to  approve 
the  minutes  of  the  last  meeting  as  printed  in  the  News  Letter  of  March,  1936. 

The  report  of  the  secretary-treasurer  was  read  and  accepted.  The  report 
of  the  trustees  of  the  endowment  fund  was  presented  by  Mr.  John  S.  Cleavinger. 
Motion  was  carried  to  accept  the  report.  Miss  Eleanor  Robertson  made  a  report 
of  the  progress  of  the  Adah  Patton  Memorial  Fund  and  told  of  plans  for  the 
future. 

A  telegram  of  greeting  from  Miss  Frances  Simpson  was  read  and  the  sec- 
retary was  instructed  to  express  regret  to  Miss  Simpson  and  Miss  Wyeth  that 
they  could  not  be  present. 

Classes  were  asked  to  stand  by  groups,  all  before  1910,  1910-15,  etc.,  and 
the  later  classes  beginning  with  1931,  by  years.  All  groups  were  well  repre- 
sented. 

Mr.  Windsor  brought  news  of  the  Librarj'  and  Library  School.  He  talked 
of  the  changes  taking  place  in  the  library  world  as  well  as  in  other  fields  of 
educational  work.  He  brought  greetings  from  members  of  the  faculty  not 
present  and  called  upon  those  present  for  a  brief  talk.  Miss  Bond,  Miss 
Hostetter,  and  Mr.  Lyle  responded. 

It  was  suggested  that  the  secretary  send  a  letter  of  greeting  to  President 
A.  C.  Willard  of  the  University  of  Illinois,  and  a  letter  of  greeting  and  appre- 
ciation to  Miss  Ahern.    Motion  was  carried  to  that  effect. 

Miss  Krieg  talked  of  the  placement  work  of  the  Library  School  and  stated 
that  unemployment  had  decreased  considerably.  She  gave  an  interesting  analysis 
of  the  164  requests  for  recommendations  received  during  the  last  year,  stating 
that  one-half  of  these  were  from  college  and  university  libraries,  one-fourth 
from  public  libraries,  one-eighth  from  school  libraries,  and  the  rest  from  special 
libraries  and  miscellaneous  types  of  work.  Fortj'-four  per  cent  were  filled  by 
the  School  and  eight  per  cent  are  now  pending.  This  represents  a  good  per- 
centage when  compared  with  other  placement  agencies.  There  is  an  increasing 
demand  for  catalogers  with  M.A.  degrees,  and  ability  to  do  research  work ;  also 
for  men  in  public  libraries.  Miss  Krieg  announced  that  forty-seven  degrees  of 
B.S.  in  L.S.  and  six  M.A.  degrees  will  be  conferred  in  June  and  that  degrees 
will  be  given,  for  the  first  time,  at  the  close  of  the  summer  session.  The  brief 
course  not  leading  to  a  degree,  formerly  given  to  Illinois  librarians  in  the 
summer  term,  will  be  resumed  this  year  on  account  of  the  interest  in  certifi- 
cation. 

Mr.  Thomas  P.  Ayer,  librarian  of  Richmond  Public  Library,  spoke  briefly. 

The  Nominating  Committee  presented  the  following  names  for  election: 
Margaret  Hutchins,  president;  Rudolph  H.  Gjelsness,  first  vice-president; 
Dorothy  Black,  second  vice-president;  Josie  B.  Houchens,  secretary-treasurer; 
Margaret  Williams  Jones,  trustee  of  the  endowment  fund  to  succeed  Margaret 
Hutchins.  Motions  were  carried  that  these  officers  be  declared  elected  and  the 
meeting  adjourned.

Financial  report  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Alumni  Endowment  Fund,  for  the 
period  ending  April  30,   1936: 

This  report  covers  the  eleven  months  from  June  1,  1935  to  April  30,  1936; 
the  period  of  each  report  is  conditioned,  of  course,  by  the  time  of  the  annual 
meeting  of  this  Association. 

There  have  been  no  additions  to  the  principal  sum  during  the  period 
covered ;  interest  has  been  collected  in  the  amount  of  $290.65.  There  have  been 
no  changes  in  investment  during  the  year  except  the  interest  collections  added 
to  the  fund  in  the  Bowery  Savings  Bank,  and  the  withdrawal  from  that  fund  of 
$300.00  for  the  annual  scholarship  payment.  The  annual  income  from  our 
invested  funds  at  the  present  rate  is  $305.00  to  which  is  added  the  earnings  on 
the  savings  bank  balance,  amounting  in  the  present  period  to  $18.13.  The  full 
yearly  amount  of  income  from  invested  funds  was  not  collected  during  the 
present  period,  as  a  result  of  an  adjustment  in  the  dates  of  paying  interest  by 
the  Building  and  Loan  >!^ssociation.

Mr.  Gropp  is  also  chairman  of  the  A.L.A.  committee  on  library  co-operation 
with  Latin-America.  This  committee  hopes  for  a  library  survey  of  all  Latin- 
America.

also  two-  and  three-hour  courses  in  school  libraries  to  meet  the  minimum 
essentials  for  teachers  required  by  the  Southern  Association  of  Colleges  and 
Secondary   Schools. 

Lelia  S.  Wilson,  librarian  of  the  travelling  libraries  of  the  Iowa  State 
Library  Commission,  was  appointed  to  the  Library  Extension  Committee  of  the 
Iowa  Library  Association  at  the  meeting  November  4,  1936.  On  December  22, 
Miss  Wilson  talked  on  "Poetry  for  the  home  and  holidays." 

Ola  M.  Wyeth,  librarian  of  the  Savannah  Public  Library,  was  chairman  of 
the  Public  Libraries  Section  of  the  Southeastern  Library  Association  when  it 
met  last  October.

ALUMNI    NEWS 

Miriam  Eliza  Carey,  1898-99,  died  at  the  home  of  her  brother-in-law,  Mr. 
E.  G.  Abbott,  on  January  9,  1937,  at  Cheyenne,  Wyoming.  Her  illness  was  brief 
and  her  death  due  to  influenza. 

Miss  Carey  was  a  pioneer  in  the  field  of  Institutional  Libraries.  Indeed, 
when  she  accepted  the  position  of  Supervisor  of  Institution  Libraries  in  Iowa 
in  1906,  it  was  the  first  office  of  its  kind  created  by  any  state.  In  1909,  she  went 
to  ^linnesota  as  a  member  of  the  Library  Commission  to  w^ork  with  Institu- 
tional Libraries.  In  1913,  she  accepted  the  newly  created  position  of  Supervisor 
of  Institution  Libraries  with  the  Minnesota  State  Board  of  Control.  From 
1918-19  she  was  the  field  director  for  the  A.L.A.  war  service  of  all  hospital 
libraries  in  Tennessee,  Georgia,  Florida,  Alabama  and  North  and  South  Caro- 
lina. She  returned  to  her  position  with  the  Minnesota  State  Board  of  Control 
and  was  there  until  she  resigned  in  1927.  Since  her  retirement  she  has  con- 
tinued her  active  interest  in  her  field  of  library  service  and  has  been  connected 
with  the  faculty  of  the  Library  School  at  the  University  of  Minnesota. 

The  following  appreciation  by  Miss  Perrie  Jones,  Supervisor  of  Institutional 
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Libraries,  State  Board  of  Control,  Minnesota,  appeared  in  the  Library  Journal 
for  February  1,  1937. 

"The  bare  facts  of  her  library  life  indicate  something  of  her  independent 
pioneer  spirit,  but  not  at  all  her  rich  but  self-effacing  personality,  her  dignity, 
her  quiet,  deep  sympathy,  her  salty  humor,  her  kindliness,  her  wisdom  and  her 
unyielding  independence. 

"She  was  one  of  that  nucleus  of  remarkable  women  whom  the  turn  of  the 
century  saw  shaping  the  future  of  library  affairs  in  these  midwestern  states. 
The  apostle  for  libraries  in  prisons  and  hospitals,  Miss  Carey  went  up  and 
down  the  country  carrying  the  gospel  in  her  own  inimitable,  dry,  direct,  effec- 
tive manner  to  the  American  Prison  Association,  the  A.L.A.,  state  groups, 
library  schools  and  clubs. 

"To  try  to  translate  the  remarkable  spirit  of  this  woman  into  phrases  is 
futile,  but  there  is  a  duty  to  the  young  to  pass  on  the  tradition,  so  far  as  one 
is  able,  of  these  unique  figures  in  our  profession.  Some  spoke  of  her  as  the 
Quaker  aristocrat  who  never  grew  old,  as  one  of  those  a  part  of  whose  charm 
is  the  extraordinary  ability  to  laugh  at  themselves ;  a  wise,  kindly  woman  with 
strict  integrity  and  deep  loyalties.  What  Miss  Carey  said  and  "did  is  already 
becoming  part  of  the  traditions  of  library  experience  in  this  state  and  fortu- 
nate is  that  one  to  have  such  traditions  as  part  of  his  or  her  inheritance." 

Alice  P.  Bixby,  '98-Feb.  '00,  head  cataloger  of  the  Ryerson  Library,  Art 
Institute,  Chicago  since  1921,  died  of  pneumonia  December  17,  1936  at  St.  Luke's 
Hospital,  Chicago.  Miss  Bixby  had  had  a  very  liberal  education,  studying  in 
Berlin  and  Zurich  from  1909-10,  and  graduating  from  the  University  of  Michi- 
gan in  1913.  Her  experience  had  been  most  varied,  as  may  be  seen  from  the 
following  list  of  positions:  librn.,  Bur.  of  Chemistry,  U.S.  Dept.  of  Agriculture, 
Washington,  1901-04;  cataloger,  Berkeley  (Calif,)  Pub.  Lib.,  1905-07;  check- 
lister,  Off.  of  Supt.  of  Docs.,  Washington,  1907-09;  cataloger,  U.  of  Mich.  Lib., 
1910-18;  U.S.  Ordnance  Dept.  Lib.,  Washington,  1918;  Gen.  staff  col.,  Washing- 
ton, 1919-20;  Asst.  Tech.  Dept.,  Carnegie  Lib.,  Pittsburgh,  1921;  classifier,  Amer. 
Acad.  Lib.,  Rome,  1914-15.  She  was  a  member  of  A.L.A.,  Chicago  Lib.  Club, 
Archaeol.   Inst,  of  Amer.,  D.A.R.,  Presbyterian  Church. 

Miss  Anna  L.  Chapin,  a  cousin,  is  the  closest  living  relative. 

DeHa  C.  Sanford,  B.L.S.  '00,  resigned  her  position  as  classifier  at  the  Uni- 
versity of  Wisconsin  Library,  Madison,  and  has  gone  to  Pasadena,  California, 
to  make  her  home.    She  is  living  at  295  Markham  Place.

Minnie  Clarke  Bridgeman,  B.L.S.  '01,  has  lived  in  Clinton,  Illinois,  ever 
since  her  marriage  to  Leonard  Ward  Ingham  in  1905.  They  have  four  children, 
all  through  college,  a  daughter  Alice,  married  J.  Howard  Corzine,  lives  near 
Taylorville,  Illinois,  and  has  a  small  son.  Mrs.  Ingham  keeps  up  her  library 
interest  by  being  a  trustee  for  the  Clinton  Public  Library. 

Edna  L.  Goss,  B.L.S.  '01,  whose  address  is  2414  Telegraph  Avenue,  Berkeley, 
California,  has  given  up  her  active  librarj'  work  and  is  preparing  a  pamphlet 
covering  pioneer  days  as  recorded  in  some  rare  old  letters  written  by  her  father 
and  grandfather. 

Frances  E.  Jones,  B.L.S.  '01,  whose  permanent  address  is  Morris,  Illinois, 
after  nearly  20  years  of  "irregular  library  work,"  became  interested  in  social 
work  about  the  time  of  the  World  War.  She  took  graduate  courses  at  the  L^ni- 
versity  of  Chicago  and  at  Smith  College,  and  for  the  past  fifteen  years  has  been 
with  several  family  agencies.  In  1929  she  entered  the  field  of  child  welfare,  and 
is  now  supervisor  in  the  Chicago  district  of  the  Illinois  Children's  Home  & 
Aid  Society.  Her  chief  recreational  interest  is  travel,  at  home  and  abroad.  In 
1927-28  she  made  a  trip  around  the  world. 

Mary  E.  Todd,  B.L.S.  '01,  for  fifteen  years  in  charge  of  the  science  room 
of  the  New  York  Public  Library,  returned  to  her  home  in  Syracuse  six  years 
ago  this  spring,  expecting  to  give  up  library  work  and  take  care  of  her  family, 
but  now  she  is  making  a  "come-back"  on  a  "one-man-job"  in  a  Syracuse  school 
library.  She  writes,  "Like  you,  I  am  short  and  fat,  but  it  is  only  recently  that  I 
have  had  my  hair  bobbed.    I  have  been  so  busy  all  m\r  life  that  I  never  realized 
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until  recently  that  I  wasn't  young  any  more,  and  so  at  last  I  bobbed  by  hair, 
hoping  it  would  rejuvenate  me."  Mary  has  had  three  trips  to  Europe  and  two 
across  the  continent,  and  the  joy  of  rehabilitating  a  100-year-old  cottage  and 
making  a  garden.  "I  can  find  lots  of  thrills  wherever  I  am,  even  if  it  is  nothing 
more  than  a  sunset,  or  possibly  once  in  a  while  a  sunrise,"  she  says.  The  New 
York  sunsets  are  magnificent,  we  see  them  often,  but  we  are  unable  to  remem- 
ber any  New  York  sunrise.

A  RECORD  OF  WHICH  TO  BE  PROUD 

Several  times  in  the  last  few  years  the  University  has  made  studies  of 
Alumni  Relations  calling  on  the  various  colleges  and  schools  of  the  L'niversity 
to  give  an  accoimt  of  the  way  in  which  they  have  kept  in  contact  with  their 
alumni  and  the  way  in  which  their  alumni  have  manifested  their  continued 
interest  in  their  college  and  the  whole  University. 

In  such  studies  the  relation  of  the  Library  School  and  its  alumni  have  re- 
ceived most  favorable  comment ;  few  colleges  maintain  such  an  active  placement 
bureau  or  make  a  definite  effort  through  a  separate  alumni  association  to  keep 
their  former  students  united. 

When  the  University  Foundation,  for  the  purpose  of  unifying  and  per- 
petuating alumni  giving,  was  organized  Mr.  Windsor  sent  the  following  resume 
of  the  generous  and  loj-al  activities  of  the  Library-  School  Association  to  Presi- 
dent Willard,  to  Carl  Stephens,  Secretary  of  the  general  Alumni  Association 
and  to  other  University  officials. 

Thirteen  hundred  alumni  of  the  University  of  Illinois  Librar}-  School  are 
now  working  in  libraries  scattered  from  one  end  of  the  country  to  another. 
They  are,  for  example,  nearly  as  numerous  in  the  State  of  California  'as  thej^ 
are  in  Illinois,  aside  from  those  in  Urbana. 

These  alumni,  like  most  librarians,  have  a  strong  esprit  de  corps ;  they  have 
manifested  their  loyalty  to  the  School  and  to  the  profession  in  many  ways,  as 
may  be  gathered  from  the  following  paragraphs. 

1.  The  alumni  and  former  students  of  the  School  (including  those  of  the 
Library  School  of  Armour  Institute,  the  predecessor  of  our  own  School), 
have  had  an  Alumni  Association  of  their  own  since  1898  and  for  j-ears  at 
every  annual  conference  of  the  American  Library  Association  the  organized 
alumni  present  have  held  a  reunion  dinner,  with  an  attendance  ranging  in  recent 
years  from  100  to  220.  This  dinner,  which  is  largely  a  social  affair,  chiefly  for 
reunion  purposes,  has  done  much  to  keep  the  alumni  of  the  School  acquainted 
with  each  other  and  interested  in  the  School  from  which  the}-  graduated. 

2.  At  many  annual  meetings  of  state  library  associations,  similar,  though 
smaller,  meetings  of  Illinois  alumni  are  held. 

3.  The  reputation  of  our  alumni  influences  students  to  come  to  Illinois  for 
their  professional  training. 

4.  In  1920-22  the  alumni  of  the  School  raised  a  fund  of  about  $1200  and 
commissioned  Lorado  Taft  to  make  a  bronze  bas-relief  tablet  of  Miss  Katherine 
L.  Sharp,  who  was  organizer  and  director  of  the  Armour  Institute  Library 
School  1893-97;  and  from  1897,  when  the  School  was  moved  to  the  University, 
was  director  of  the  School  and  librarian  of  the  L^niversitv  until   1907.    That 
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bronze  tablet  now  hangs  in  the  Library  building,  near  the  rooms  occupied  by  the 
Library  School. 

5.  When  Miss  Frances  Simpson,  Assistant  Director  of  the  Library  School, 
was  about  to  retire  six  years  ago  after  man)'  years  of  service,  the  alumni  contri- 
buted nearly  $1200  and  presented  it  to  her  in  cash,  in  token  of  their  affection  and 
their  wish  to  add  to  the  pleasures  of  her  announced  trip  around  the  world. 

6.  The  Library  School  Association,  about  ten  years  ago,  authorized  life 
memberships  at  $25,  the  money  for  these  life  memberships  to  go  into  a  per- 
manent fund  to  endow  one  or  more  scholarships  or  fellowships  in  the  Library 
School.  That  endowment  fund  now  amounts  to  nearly  $7000  and  each  year  a 
Graduate  School  scholarship  of  $300  for  second  year  students  in  Library  Science 
is  provided  by  the  income. 

7.  The  annual  dues  of  the  Library  School  Association  are  $1.00.  Generally 
from  75  to  200  annual  memberships  are  paid,  and  this  money  is  used,  first,  in 
paying  the  ordinary  running  expenses  of  the  Association,  which  are  small ; 
second,  in  printing  and  mailing  to  each  former  student  an  occasional  alumni 
"News  Letter"  ;  and  finally,  the  surplus  goes  into  a  loan  fund  for  students  in  the 
Library  School.   This  loan  fund  now  amounts  to  over  $1000. 

8.  The  University  of  Illinois  Library  Club  which,  while  officially  not  a  part 
of  the  Library  School,  nevertheless  is  closely  related  to  it,  recently  established 
the  Adali  Patton  Memorial  Fund,  in  memory  of  ^liss  Patton,  long  a  librarian 
in  the  University  of  Illinois.  This  fund  now  amounts  to  $2000  in  cash,  and  will, 
when  it  grows  to  $4000  or  $5000,  furnish  an  annual  income  which  will  probably 
be  used  for  printing  occasional  bibliographical  and  other  works  of  special  value 
to  the  work  of  librarians. 

Most  of  the  Library  School  alumni  are  graduates  of  other  colleges  and 
universities  who  have  later  come  to  Illinois  for  a  year  or  two  of  professional 
study  in  the  Library  School ;  these  naturally  owe  a  loyalty  to  the  other  institu- 
tion as  well  as  to  Illinois.  When  we  consider  this,  and  the  fact  that  librarians 
generally  have  only  modest  salaries,  the  above  record  is  most  commendable. 

We  all  are  in  entire  sympathy  with  the  General  Alumni  Association  of  the 
University  of  Illinois  and  with  the  newly  organized  University  of  Illinois 
Foundation ;  many  of  us  are  members  of  the  general  Alumni  Association,  and 
will  work  with  it  and  the  Foundation.  However,  it  seems  quite  natural  for  the 
Library  School  Alumni  Association  to  continue  to  be  somewhat  independent, 
perhaps  just  because  it  always  has  been  independent,  and  because  of  the  pro- 
fessional ties  that  bind  the  members  together.

The  dinner  will  be 
informal. 

DINING  IN  NEW  YORK 

The  following  are  some  suggestions  of  inexpensive  places  for  couples  and 
small  groups  who  wish  to  eat  well  in  pleasant  surroundings.  As  soon  as  warm 
weather  comes  everyone  makes  for  outdoor  eating  places.  Especially  in  the  last 
two  or  three  years  sidewalk  cafes  have  blossomed  out  all  over  the  cit)^  from  the 
Hotel  Brevoort  and  the  Fifth  Avenue  Hotel,  down  near  Washington  Square 
(take  a  Fifth  Avenue  bus  marked  Washington  Square),  up  to  the  Childs  (!) 
Restaurant  at  Broadway  and  11 1th  Street.  If  you  have  an  Anglo-Saxon  dislike 
of  eating  under  the  eyes  of  the  passers  by,  there  are  the  roof  gardens  and  the 
courts  and  backyards.  Tea  at  the  British  Empire  Exhibition  Room  at  Radio 
City  is  a  delightful  occasion,  with  big  plates  full  of  the  thinnest  slices  of  bread 
and  butter  you  ever  ate  outside  of  England  itself,  out  on  an  English  lawn  away 
up  above  the  street — one  of  the  hanging  gardens  of  New  York.  That,  of  course, 
is  only  two  or  three  blocks  from  the  Waldorf-Astoria.  It's  also  possible  to  eat 
at  the  top  of  the  Empire  State  Building,  American  food,  but  what  a  view  of 
New  York! 

If  it  is  warm,  you  will  find  it  a  cooling  trip  on  the  top  of  a  Fifth  Avenue 
Bus  up  to  the  Claremont  Inn  just  above  Grant's  Tomb.  There  you  can  eat  out 
on  a  terrace  overlooking  the  Hudson.  Plan  to  be  there  at  sunset.  It's  usually 
gorgeous.  'Phone  ahead  for  a  table  "on  the  west  side  of  the  house  toward  the 
north"  if  you  want  to  be  quiet  and  a  bit  by  yourselves.  A  Number  5  or  Number 
19  bus  going  north  ("uptown")  by  Riverside  Drive,  or  a  Number  4,  by  Fifth 
Avenue  and  Central  Park,  will  take  you  there  in  about  an  hour  earlj'  in  the 
evening.  You  may  have  heard  that  the  Claremont  is  very  expensive.  It  isn't  any 
more.    You  can  get  a  dinner  for  a  dollar  and  a  half  or  less — or  more. 

If  you  want  to  go  to  the  "Village"    (and  what  visitor  doesn't!!)    take  bus 

marked  Washington   Square,  going  downtown,  get   oflf  at   Eighth   Street,   don't 

cross  the  Avenue,  but  turn  on  to  Eighth  Street  and  in  a  couple  of  blocks  or  so 

.  you  will  reach  the  Jumble  Shop  on  one  side  of  the  street  and  Alice  McCollister's 

'  on  the  other.    Both  set  tables  outdoors  in  the  hack.    If  it  is  rainy  there  is  the 

Brick  House   on   MacDougal   Street   opposite   the  Jumble   Shop,   which   is   very 

good,    (the  Jumble  Shop  itself  is  quite  quaint  on  the  inside,  too)    and   further 

■  along  Eighth  Street  is  the  Pepper  Shop. 

[         Remember  you  do  not  get  any  views  in  the  Village.   You  are  all  shut  in  by 
I  buildings.   Another  place  to  eat  where  you  can  get  a  fine  water  view,  this  time 
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over  the  harbor  to  the  famous  sky-line  (instead  of  the  Claremont's  view  up  and 
down  the  Hudson)  is  the  Marine  Roof  Garden  at  the  Bossert  Hotel  in  Brookh'n. 
You  have  to  take  the  subway,  which  isn't  so  pleasant  on  a  hot  night,  but  it's 
really  worth  it  when  you  get  there.  Sunset  there  is  also  glorious.  The  St. 
George  Hotel  Roof  in  Brooklyn  offers  a  splendid  view  of  the  harbor  and  sunset, 
has  a  less  interesting  dining  room  than  the  Marine  Roof,  but  is  also  less 
expensive  and  there  is  a  wonderful  swimming  pool  in  the  hotel. 

Places  nearer  Headquarters?  Well,  there's  Theresa  Worthington  Grant's, 
southern  cooking,  outdoor  tables,  and  leisurely  service!  Many  New  Yorkers, 
librarians  and  other  professional  people  with  refined  tastes  and  slim  pocketbooks, 
say  they  have  gotten  the  best  dollar  dinner  in  New  York  at  the  Hearthstone  on 
48th  Street  just  south  of  the  Waldorf,  (the  Blue  Bowl  just  opposite  the  Hearth- 
stone is  also  recommended) — but  if  you  are  up  near  Columbia  University  you 
can  get  just  as  good  a  one,  if  not  better,  for  99  cents  or  less  at  Butler  Hall, 
119th  Street  and  Morningside  Drive.  That  is  a  roof  garden  and  has  a  terrace 
with  a  fine  view  over  the  city  in  every  direction,  and  is  very  cool. 

Foreign  places?  They  are  apt  to  be  rather  hot  and  stufify  in  the  summer 
time.  Some  of  the  Italian  restaurants  west  of  Fifth  Avenue  have  "gardens," 
but  they  are  inside  buildings.  However,  if  you  are  hungry,  of  course  there  is  no 
cheaper  way  of  getting  filled  up  than  an  Italian  restaurant,  unless  it  is  a  Chinese 
or  Japanese  one.  It  is  fun  to  eat  at  the  Japanese  restaurants  where  they  cook  on 
your  table,  if  you  have  plenty  of  time!  Wherever  you  see  a  sign  Suki  Aki  you 
will  find  Japanese  food.  There  are  two  or  more  in  the  Forties,  west  of  Fifth 
Avenue.  Good  Swedish  places  abound,  Stockholm  offers  a  cool  quiet  place  for 
lunch  or  dinner  and  a  Smorgasbord  table  loaded  with  delectable  dishes,  both 
hot  and  cold. 

Places  outside  the  city?  If  you  have  a  car  at  your  disposal,  drive  out  over 
the  new  Spuyten  Duyvil  Bridge  and  the  Hendrik  Hudson  Parkway,  at  the  upper 
end  of  Riverside  Drive,  and  on  out  the  Sawmill  River  Parkway  to  Woodland 
Tavern.  That's  a  very  pleasant  place  to  eat  dinner  overlooking  the  Sawmill 
River.  You  may  get  a  very  poor  dinner  or  a  very  good  dinner  there.  It's  a 
toss-up.  It's  a  pleasant  drive  anyway  and  you  seem  to  be  much  farther  from  the 
city  than  you  really  are. 

Finally,  if  you  can  spare  the  time  from  four  or  five  in  the  afternoon  on  into 
the  evening,  you  can  drive  to  the  nicest  place  of  all,  the  terrace  of  the  central 
pavilion  at  Jones  Beach  where  you  can  look  out  over  the  greenest  grass  and  the 
pinkest  flowers  and  the  whitest  sand  in  the  world  to  the  open  sea  and  watch  the 
great  ocean-going  vessels  steam  by  'way  out  on  the  horizon.  Don't  let  the 
waiter  inveigle  you  inside.  Better  a  simple  blue-plate  of  sea-food  out  in  the  open 
than  a  full  course  dinner  shut  up  in  a  dining  room.  With  a  car  you  can  get 
there  easily  inside  two  hours  without  breaking  the  law  (Mr.  Windsor  can 
probably  do  it  in  an  hour,  if  he  doesn't  get  pinched)  by  way  of  the  Tri-Borough 
Bridge,  which  is  a  marvelous  sight  in  itself  and  the  easiest  bridge  to  drive  on, 
and  the  Grand  Central  and  Southern  State  Parkways.  The  sign  for  Jones  Beach 
is  a  seahorse.  So  follow  the  seahorses  and  you'll  reach  the  sea  in  due  time. 
And  surely  any  one  from  the  inland  doesn't  want  to  visit  the  coast  and  not  put 
at  least  his  fingers  into  salt  water! 

Perhaps  a  picnic  would  appeal  more.  Cross  the  George  Washington  Bridge, 
take  the  drive  along  the  Palisades  and  continue  on  to  Bear  Mountain,  here 
on  the  very  top  is  the  quietest  picnic  spot  in  the  world,  and  a  view  of  New  York 
State.  Take  an  afternoon  for  this  or  have  lunch  there  on  your  way  home,  if  you 
are  driving  by  the  Roosevelt  Trail.

I 
swing  off  along  grass-bordered  paths  under  a  dazzling  blue  and  white  sky, 
to  stroll  back  facing  a  tropical  sunset.  Even  though  our  daily  life  only  brings 
us  into  contact  with  a  semi-civilized  rim  of  Africa  which  its  name  implies, 
often  that  untrammeled  half  of  the  real  Africa  appears  starkly  to  remind  us 
that  we  are  in  a  world  apart  and  different.  When  the  men  are  gone  from 
Lubondai  for  an  hour  and  return  with  two  antelopes ;  when  the  natives  drag 
in  from  the  forest  a  ten-foot  python ;  when  I  wake  up  in  the  night  to  hear 
the  wailing  bark  of  a  coyote,  then  the  wild  life  of  Africa  becomes  a  reality  .  .  .  ."

NEW  YORK  MEETING 

The  annual  dinner  and  meeting  was  held  at  Schrafts  June  24th,  1937.  The 
number  in  attendance  was  one  hundred  and  twenty-four.  In  the  absence  of 
Alargaret  Hutchins  the  president,  Rudolph  Gjelsness,  first  vice-president 
presided. 

The  dinner  and  all  the  arrangements  for  the  meeting  were  excellent  and 
the  Association  is  indebted  to  Gordon  W.  Gray  and  his  committee  for  a  very 
delightful  time.  The  guest  speaker  at  the  dinner  was  'Mr.  Cockburn  Kyte, 
librarian  of  Queens  University  Library,  Kingston,  Canada.  Air.  Kyte  has  had 
a  varied  experience  in  cataloging  notable  private  libraries,  among  them  the 
library  at  Sandringham,  belonging  to  King  George  the  Fifth.  With  unusual 
charm  and  humor  he  related  stories  of  his  adventures  among  rare  books  in 
ancestral  collections  where  he  often  unearthed  treasures  of  which  the  owners 
were  unaware. 

After  this  talk  the  business  meeting  was  held.  The  report  of  the  Secretary 
and  Treasurer  was  read  and  approved.  Mr.  Cleavinger  presented  the  report  of 
the  endowment  committee,  calling  attention  to  the  fact  that  lower  rates  of 
interest  made  it  important  that  this  fund  should  be  increased.  An  informal 
report  of  the  Adah  Patton  Memorial  Fund  was  then  read  by  Miss  Robertson, 
treasurer  of  the  board. 

Mr.  Gjelsness  then  discussed  the  advisability  of  celebrating  the  40th  anni- 
versary of  the  founding  of  the  school  at  the  meeting  of  the  association  in  1938. 
A  motion  was  made  and  carried  that  a  committee  be  appointed  to  consider 
such  a  celebration. 

Anne  M.  Boyd,  the  only  member  of  the  Library  School  faculty  present  at 
the  dinner,  gave  greetings  from  Air.  Windsor,  Aliss  Krieg  and  read  a  telegram 
from  Miss  Simpson. 

As  is  customary  the  president  called  on  the  classes  to  stand  in  groups  of 
five  3'ears,  there  were  present  representatives  from  1910  through  1937. 

The  nominating  committee  proposed  the  following  names  for  the  coming 
year  and  they  were  unanimously  elected:  Wilma  L.  Shelton,  president;  Donald 
Kohlstedt,  first  vice-president ;  Dorothy  Black,  second  vice-president ;  Josie  B. 
Houchens,  secretary-treasurer;  Carlyle  Alorris,  trustee  of  the  endowment  fund 
to  succeed  Miss  Krause. 

The  secretary  was  instructed  to  send  telegrams  to  Air.  Windsor  and  Aliss 
Simpson  expressing  the  regret  of  the  association  that  they  could  not  be  present. 
A  message  of  sympathy  was  also  sent  to  Aliss  Hostetter  on  the  death  of  her 
father.

ENDOWMENT  FUND  REPORT 

Financial  report  of  the  trustees  of  the  Alumni  Endowment  Fund,  for  the 
period  from  May  1,  1936  to  May  31,  1937: 

During  the  thirteen  months'  period  covered  there  have  been  additions  of 
$295.00  to  the  principal  sum ;  earnings  on  the  investments  have  amounted  to 
$411.68. 

On  May  1,  1937  the  $1,000  Scovill  Manufacturing  Co.  bond,  which  was  soon 
to  be  called,  was  sold  at  a  profit  of  approximately  $100  over  what  we  paid 
for  it  in  November,  1934.  The  money  thus  realized,  supplemented  b)-  income 
which  had  been  temporarily  placed  in  the  Bowery  Savings  Bank,  was  reinvested 
in  $2000  first  mortgage  bonds  of  the  L^niversity  of  Illinois  Women's  Club  in 
Urbana  at  5%.  The  annual  income  from  the  $5000  in  Commercial  Building  and 
Loan  shares  at  the  present  rate  of  4V^%  is  $225.00  and  from  the  Women's  Club 
bonds  $100.00;  these  two  investments  will  return  enough  to  meet  an  annual 
scholarship  payment  of  $300.00  as  long  as  the  rate  of  interest  is  not  reduced 
further. 
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The  fifth  annual  scholarship  of  $300.00  was  paid  to  the  University  in  March, 
1937,  for  use  during  1937-1938.

It  is  important  that  the  alumni  should  not  lose  sight  of  the  fact  that  it  is 
necessarj^  to  increase  the  amount  of  our  Endowment  Fund  so  that  the  interest 
from  it  may  continue  to  be  sufficient  for  the  scholarship  grant.  While  we  are 
at  present  fortunate  in  having  our  money  invested  so  that  the  yield  just  about 
covers  the  $300  needed  each  year,  the  ever  lower  tendency  in  interest  rates, 
which  it  is  possible  to  obtain  on  safe  investments,  may  at  any  time  reduce  the 
amount  below  the  minimum. 

This  alumni  scholarship  has  really  meant  so  much  to  the  holders  and  so 
much  to  the  school  as  an  evidence  of  the  interest  of  the  alumni  in  advanced 
professional  training,  that  it  has  been  more  than  worthwhile.

No  doubt  you  have  alkhi^en  nec£ivihg"Merature  in  regard  to  the  University 
of  Illinois  Foundation  antli  b  fs  J^^biQ©®iat  most  of  you  have  laid  it  aside 
thinking,  "What  can  thatim^^yr  tn  mer'lm^ois  has  all  the  loyalty  that  I  owe  to 
the  sound  professional  trSWm^'iiyHBfti/tJjjjB^ived  there,  but  1  haven't  the  least 
intention  of  contributing  to  a  L'nion  Budding."  In  order  to  place  the  purpose 
of  the  Fovmdation  more  properly  before  you,  the  following  explanation  is  made. 

The  University  of  Illinois  Foundation  was  organized  a  few  years  ago  as  a 
sort  of  subsidiary  to  the  Alumni  Association  and  to  the  L'niversity,  in  order  to 
care  for  some  matters  which  the  other  two  bodies,  as  organized,  can  not  con- 
veniently nor  effectively  handle.  Their  first  major  project  is  the  Illini  Founda- 
tion Fund,  and  it  is  in  connection  with  the  campaign  for  the  Fimd  that  appeals 
have  gone  to  the  Library  School  alumni  as  well  as  to  all  others. 

The  permanent  character  of  the  Foundation  and  the  fact  that  they  are  ask- 
ing for  monej'  not  only  for  a  Student  L  nion  building  but  also  for  scholarships, 
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fellowships,  or  any  other  worthwhile  object  which  the  alumni  feel  disposed  to 
support  makes  the  movement  of  real  interest  to  our  alumni.  They  have  an- 
nounced that  any  donor  may  indicate  any  particular  purpose  around  the  Univer- 
sity to  which  he  wishes  his  contribution  allocated,  which  shows  an  unusually 
generous  and  cooperative  spirit  on  the  part  of  the  Foundation  management. 

When  the  Foundation  drive  was  conducted  in  the  Library  Building,  most 
of  the  members  of  the  staff  and  faculty  who  contributed,  and  there  were  many, 
asked  to  have  either  all  or  part  of  their  contribution  allocated  to  the  Adah 
Patton  Memorial  Fimd  or  to  the  Alumni  Association  Scholarship  Endowment 
Fund,  and  this  has  been  done  by  the  Foundation. 

We  feel  that  Illinois  has  been  very  slow  in  asking  for  alumni  support,  and 
now  that  it  is  being  done,  that  the  move  is  in  every  way  deserving  of  the  support 
of  our  alumni. 

The  following  excellent  statement  was  taken  from  the  Illini  Nen's  which  is 
published  by  the  Foimdation: 

A  Foundation  for  Illinois 
Purpose  and  Program 

The  University  of  Illinois  Foundation  is  an  agency  of  the  alumni  of  the 
University  of  Illinois  established  for  the  purpose  of  making  their  alma  mater  a 
greater  and  finer  institution. 

To  accomplish  this  purpose,  the  Foundation  is  undertaking  to  enlist  financial 
support  and  aid  in  every  possible  way  the  work  of  the  University  as  a  whole,  and 
the  work  of  its  various  colleges  and  departments.  The  Foundation  has  concern, 
too,  for  the  reputation  of  the  University  everywhere  and  its  support  by  all  the 
people  of  the  state. 

Directors  of  the  Foundation,  some  of  them  at  the  University  and  the  others 
in  various  parts  of  the  United  States,  represent  the  alumni  body  in  looking  into 
the  needs  of  the  University  and  taking  action  to  promote  special  projects  which 
will  add  strength  and  prestige  to  this  already-great  institution. 

In  recent  years,  the  Universit\'  has  fallen  behind  in  its  income.  As  a  result, 
the  faculty  and  the  physical  plant  are  beginning  to  suffer.  It  is  impractical  to 
wait  for  all  needs  to  be  satisfied  through  legislative  appropriation.  The  Founda- 
tion, of  course,  will  not  undertake  to  supplant  any  of  the  regular  financing  of 
the  University.  But,  through  the  Foundation,  the  alumni  now  have  the  oppor- 
tunity to  do  their  alma  mater  a  lasting  service  by  helping  finance  a  number  of 
important  advancements. 

In  arriving  at  a  decision  as  to  what  projects  to  give  active  sponsorship  at 
a  particular  time,  the  Foundation  seeks  to  consider  immediate  needs  and  satisfy 
them  before  focusing  attention  on  a  long  list  of  items  which  deserve  recom- 
mendation. 

The  Foundation  does  not  seek  to  route  all  contributions  through  its  oftices. 
But  it  offers  to  serve  as  a  central  agency  for  those  who  wish  to  make  u.se  of 
the  conveniences  and  leadership  it  affords.  Alumni  and  other  friends  are  en- 
couraged to  make  gifts  for  any  worthy  purpose  either  directly  or  through  the 
Foundation. 

The  advantage  of  dealing  through  the  Foundation  is  that  to  be  derived 
from  organized  effort;  from  concentration  on  particular  gifts  at  a  given  time; 
accomplishment  of  one  project  before  turning  to  another;  pooling  of  numerous 
gifts  to  form  one  large  sum  for  a  specific  purpose ;  opportunity  to  have  gifts 
handled  through  a  responsible  organization  geared  to  the  express  task  of 
making  them  serve  the  purpose  for  which  they  are  intended. 

The  Foundation  places  great  reliance  on  the  recommendations  of  University 
officials  as  to  needs  which  merit  the  attention  of  the  alumni.  At  the  present 
time  University  officials  urge  that  the  proposed  Union  building,  to  be  a  great 
center  for  Illinois  life  and  spirit,  be  given  the  consideration  and  hearty  support 
of  alumni  and  other  friends  everywhere. 

Foundation  directors  share  this  opinion  and  gladly  carry  this  message  to  the 
sons  and  daughters  of  Illinois.  While  encouraging  every  form  of  gift  and  ex- 
pression of  loyalt)^  and  faith,  the  Foundation  believes  that  its  first  great  mission 
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is  to  urge  the  alumni  to  make  construction  of  the  lUini  Union  building  an 
immediate  major  concern.  It  asks  the  co-operation  of  the  alumni  as  it  sends 
news  of  the  University-  and  its  alumni  from  time  to  time  and  invites  your 
pledges  and  gifts  to  make  FIRST  the  Illini  Union  and  LATER  many  other 
projects,  realities. 

The  University  needs  help.  This  is  the  message  of  the  Foundation  to  130,000 
alumni. 

LIBRARY  SCHOOL  FACULTY  NEWS-NOTES 

The  Library  School  roster  and  schedule  of  courses  has  shown  many  changes 
in  the  past  two  or  three  years. 

Miss  Singleton  was  the  first  instructor  to  take  leave  for  study  at  Columbia 
L'niversity,  School  of  Librar}'  Service,  the  first  semester  1935-36.  Miss  Phelps 
spent  last  year  at  the  University  of  Chicago,  Graduate  School  of  Librar}'  Sci- 
ence preparing  for  her  doctorate.  She  is  carrying  only  two  courses  this  first 
semester  so  that  she  may  have  time  to  study  for  her  preliminary  examinations. 

Miss  Marion  \'.  Higgins,  who  taught  Miss  Singleton's  and  Miss  Phelps' 
courses  during  their  absence,  has  gone  to  Emory  University  as  instructor  in 
Reference  and  Bibliography. 

Miss  Boyd  is  on  a  sabbatical  leave  of  absence  this  semester.  She  spent  the 
past  summer  in  Washington,  D.  C,  revising  her  book  on  Government  Docu- 
ments, and  is  at  present  studying  in  the  office  of  the  Publisher's  Weekly  gather- 
ing material  on  American  publishing.  Incidentally,  she  is  visiting  many  other 
libraries  in  New  York,  and  seeing  many  Lniversity  of  Illinois  Library  School 
alumni. 

In  order  to  arrange  for  Miss  Boyd's  absence,  courses  have  been  rearranged 
as  follows.

Trade  Bibliography  has  become  part  of  Reference  and  Bibliography,  now  4 
hours,  under  Miss  Singleton.  Order  routines  are  handled  as  administrative 
techniques  by  Mr.  McDiarmid  in  his  4  hour  course.  ]\Iiss  Hostetter  is  teaching 
Book  Selection,  and  is  including  some  new  information  on  publishing.  This 
course  bears  3  hours  credit  this  year. 

The  Administration  course  has  been  under  the  direction  of  three  dififerent 
men  in  three  different  years.  Mr.  Guy  R.  Lyle  came  from  Antioch  College, 
Yellow  Springs,  Ohio,  and  left  us  for  the  University  of  North  Carolina  Women's 
College  Library,  Greensboro,  North  Carolina.  Mr.  Herman  H.  Henkle,  his 
successor,  came  from  graduate  study  at  the  Universit}'  of  Chicago,  Graduate 
School  of  Library  Science,  and  in  the  spring  accepted  the  position  of  Director 
of  the  Library  and  Library  School  of  Simmons  College,  Boston,  Massachusetts. 

Mr.  Erret  W.  ^McDiarmid,  Ph.D.,  University  of  Chicago,  Graduate  Library 
School,  and  formerly  librarian  of  Baylor  University,  Waco,  Texas,  is  our  new 
instructor  in  Administration.  Mr.  ^McDiarmid  has  served  on  the  Advisory  Com- 
mittee on  Junior  College  Libraries,  and  is  at  present  working  on  a  book  related 
to  library  surveys.  It  is  anticipated  that  Mr.  McDiarmid  will  give  a  graduate 
course  on  Library  Surveys  in  the  second  semester.

JUNIOR  COLLEGE  LIBRARIES 

As  Illinois  graduates  in  charge  of  Junior  College  Libraries  have  written  in 
to  tell  that  they  are  located  in  schools  receiving  grants  from  the  Carnegie  Cor- 
poration, they  have  expressed  a  wish  to  know  how  many  other  Illinois  graduates 
were  in  charge  of  libraries  receiving  grants.  We  find  that  ninety-two  Junior 
Colleges  received  grants  varj'ing  from  $1500  to  $6000.  Only  fifteen  of  these 
were  administered  by  Illinois  graduates.  Only  one  library  received  the  smallest 
sum  and  two  the  largest,  seven  received  $3000  and  five  were  given  $4500.    The 
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libraries  are  scattered  in  all  sections  of  the  countrj'  but  as  might  be  expected 
eight  are  in  the  middle  western  section.    Of  the  next  largest  group,  three  are  in 
the  southeastern  section.

LIBRARY  SCHOOL  NOTES 

Aliss  Hostetter  will  be  on  leave  of  absence  for  the  academic  year  1938-39 
for  study  at  the  University  of  Chicago  Graduate  Library  School.  Her  substi- 
tute has  not  yet  been  appointed. 

Aliss   Boyd   and    Aliss   Houchens   will   be   teaching   at   Columbia   University 
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School  of  Library  Service  during  the  Summer  Session.  Miss  Singleton  will  be 
studying  there  during  the  same  term. 

During  the  second  semester  Dr.  McDiarmid  has  visited  several  teachers' 
college  libraries  for  the  A.L.A.  College  Advisory  Board. 

Those  students  who  were  in  the  Library  School  from  1912-17  will  be  in- 
terested in  the  honor  which  recently  has  come  to  Ernest  J.  Reece,  professor  at 
the  School  of  Library  Service  at  Columbia.  The  Carnegie  Corporation  recently 
has  presented  Columbia  with  an  endowment  of  $150,000  to  establish  a  Melville 
Dewey  Professorship  of  Library  Service  in  memory  of  the  originator  of  pro- 
fessional education  for  librarians.  The  first  incumbent  of  the  new  chair  will  be 
Professor  Reece.  After  leaving  Illinois  he  was  Director  of  the  Library  School 
of  the  New  York  Public  Library  until  it  was  absorbed  by  Columbia  in  1926. 
At  that  time  he  joined  the  Columbia  faculty.  Mrs.  Reece  was  Sabra  E.  Stevens 
who  graduated  from  the  University  of  Illinois  Library  School  in  1914. 

The  first  volume  of  the  definitive  edition  of  Horace  Walpole's  Correspond- 
ence, published  by  the  Yale  l^niversity  Press,  acknowledges  the  services  of  the 
class  in  Advanced  Reference  in  the  identification  of  certain  obscure  eighteenth 
century  persons.  The  class  this  year,  as  two  of  its  predecessors,  has  worked 
on  literary  allusions,  on  biographical  questions,  and  on  the  identification  of 
quotations  in  the  Walpole  Correspondence.  In  recognition  of  this  work  of  suc- 
cessive classes,  the  Library  School  is  receiving  the  volumes  of  the  Correspond- 
ence as  they  appear.  A  reproduction  of  a  portrait  by  Sir  Joshua  Reynolds  show- 
ing Walpole  as  a  young  man,  which  was  sent  out  to  all  supporters  of  this 
edition,  has  been  framed  and  hung  in  Miss  Phelps'  office. 

N.B.  It  would  be  ideal  if  in  some  way  we  could  convince  our  alumni  that 
they  should  tell  us  of  such  important  events  in  their  lives  as  raises  in  salary, 
changes  in  responsibility,  marriage,  etc.  It  is  very  disconcerting  to  make  recom- 
mendations of  past  students  only  to  find  that  their  salaries  are  now  considerably 
higher  than  the  salaries  for  which  they  have  been  recommended,  or  that  for 
several  years  they  have  not  lived  in  the  locality  indicated,  or  that  their  names 
have  been  radically  changed.  Employers  feel  that  placement  service  is  inefficient 
and  undependable  if  one  or  more  such  incorrect  items  are  included.  They  fail 
to  take  into  consideration  the  personal  factors  involved.  Every  graduate,  who 
has  not  definitely  indicated  that  she  or  he  is  out  of  the  profession,  is  poten- 
tially on  the  placement  list.   Won't  you  help  us  keep  our  information  up  to  date?

However,  when  I  turned  to  the  list  of  the  junior  college  librarians,  who  re- 
ceived grants  from  the  Carnegie  Corporation,  the  method  of  listing  the  librari- 
ans in  charge  of  these  libraries  appeared  somewhat  contradictory  to  me.  In  a 
few  cases  the  librarian  who  was  instrumental  in  securing  the  grant  was  not 
given  full  credit,  whereas  in  another  case,  when  there  evidently  was  a  change 
in  the  librarian  since  the  grant  was  made,  the  librarian  responsible  for  the  grant 
was  listed.  Although  Miss  Alackey  was  listed  as  the  librarian  of  the  Tennessee 
Wesleyan  College,  Miss  Gelinas  was  the  librarian  in  charge  when  the  grant  was 
awarded.  In  case  of  the  neighboring  Virginia  Junior  College  Library,  Air.  Noggle 
was  listed  as  the  librarian  and  apparently  the  one  who  was  in  charge  when  the 
grant  was  made,  but  Air.  Lee  Zimmerman,  an  Illinois  graduate,  the  librarian  of 
the  Virginia  Junior  College  Library  at  the  time  the  grant  was  made,  was  not 
mentioned.  I  am  familiarwith  this  case,  and  I  feel  that  Air.  Zimmerman,  who 
worked  hard  to  secure  the  grant,  should  be  given  the  credit  as  Miss  Gelinas 
was.    Aliss  Rehring  is  noted  as  the  librarian  of  the   Ironwood  Junior  College 
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Library,  another  library  which  received  a  Carnegie  grant,  but  Miss  Rehring 
graduated  from  the  University  of  Illinois  Library  School  sometime  after  the 
Carnegie  grants  were  awarded.

OFF  THE  MAIN  ROAD 

Jessie  Reid  (Mrs.  C.  F.  Spencer)  has  moved  from  London  to  Mel- 
bourne, Australia;  her  present  address  is  12  Neptune  St.,  St.  Kilda,  S2, 
Melbourne,  Victoria,  Australia.  She  recently  sent  her  friends  a  most  inter- 
esting round  robin  letter,  telling  of  her  12,00i0  mile  voyage  to  her  new  home. 
The  letter  follows: 

"After  living  in  California  we  did  not  like  the  dull  rainy  days  of 
London  and  we  do  enjoy  the  warm  sunshiny  climate  here. 

"We  live  in  St.  Kilda,  three  miles  from  Melbourne's  main  business 
section  and  ten  minutes  by  electric  train.  St.  Kilda  is  Melbourne's  most 
popular  beach  resort;  we  live  just  five  minutes  walk  from  the  beach  with 
its  park  of  palm  trees. 

"^lelbourne  has  a  fine  classic  stone  library  and  the  reading  room  under 
the  rotunda  reminds  one  of  the  Library  of  Congress.  The  catalog,  however, 
is  terrible.  The  first  library  school  has  just  been  established  in  Australia. 
The  University  librarians  are  sent  to  the  U.S.A.  to  be  trained.  Free  public 
library  service  has  not  been  so  well  developed  but  Australia  is  ahead  of  the 
U.S.  in  many  economic  reforms.  The  Australians  are  very  sport  minded 
and  every  sport  may  be  indulged  in  all  3'ear  around.  The  children  are 
perhaps  the  healthiest  in  the  world  as  there  are  playgrounds  everywhere. 
The  women  are  better  dressed  and  more  progressive  than  the  English 
women.   American  customs  are  followed  rather  than  English. 

"It  is  the  eighth  city  of  the  British  Empire,  and  the  capital  of  Victoria, 
with  a  population  of  over  a  million.  It  is  one  of  the  most  progressive  cities; 
the  main  business  streets  are  more  thronged  with  people  in  the  busy  hum 
of  the  day  than  Oxford  Street,  London,  or  Broadway,  New  York.  Through 
its  electric  railwav  station  with  its  suburban  traffic  more  people  pass  in  one 
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clay  tlian  any  other  station  in  tlie  world.  Its  stores  are  modern  and  very 
American.  It  has  been  described  by  a  famous  artist  as  the  city  with  the 
perfect  skyline.  Wide  clean  streets,  stately  and  imposing  architecture, 
spacious  parks  and  gardens,  arc  some  of  its  distinctive  features.  Its 
botanic  gardens,  probably  unexcelled  anywhere  in  the  world,  contain  the 
finest  existing  collection  of  Australian  flora.  Picturesque  boulevards,  among 
them  the  famous  St.  Kilda  Road,  shaded  by  wide  spreading  trees,  lead  from 
the  city  to  delightful  mountain  and  seaside  resorts.  It  is  a  city  of  patiently 
created  and  zealously  cherislied  loveliness.  It  has  a  charm  all  its  own;  its 
inhabitants  are  well-dressed,  kindly,  friendly,  generous.  This  is  where  we 
are  to  make  our  home." 

Cleona  L.  Case  writes  as  follows  from  Caney  Creek  Community  Center, 
Pippapass,  Knott  County,  Ky. : 

"Lack-a  massy  me!  Can  this  be  I?  So  said  I  to  myself  as  I  took  a 
brisk  walk  down  the  one  street  of  this  mountain  valley  village  just  before  the 
5:30  supper  tonight.  And  now  I  sit  here  all  by  myself  in  mv  libr.^rv,  preparing 
to  let  you  all  know  where  I  am  and  why.  (This  is  the  one  free  day  of  the 
week,  because  an  earlier  librarian  was  an  Adventist  and  refused  to  work  on 
that  day.    So  that  is  the  rule  now,  and  I  work  four  hours  on   Sunday! 

"But  some  of  you  do  not  even  know  how  I  come  to  be  way  down  here 
in  the  mountains  of  Southeastern  Kentucky!  On  February  7th,  through 
the  recommendation  of  the  American  Library  A.ssociation,  I  received  a 
letter  asking  if  I  would  be  interested  in  an  immediate  position  here,  and 
replied  that  I  would.  As  time  went  on,  ten  days  passed,  so  I  finally  decided 
that  someone  else  must  have  had  the  appointment,  when  all  of  a  sudden 
on  the  17th  I  got  a  telegram,  'Come  at  once.'  The  earliest  I  could  leave 
was  on  the  21st,  so  arrived  here  on  the  birthday  of  'Our  Country's  Pa.'  That 
sounds  simple,  but  it  was  by  no  means  ! 

"When  the  station  agent  told  me  that  I  would  have  to  travel  on  six 
different  lines  to  get  to  Wayland,  Ky.,  (12  miles  from  here)  I  thought  it 
was  pretty  tough,  and  was  sorry  for  myself.  But  that  was  as  the  dust  of 
the  balance,  compared  to  the  rest  of  the  ride  which  I  shall  remember  to 
tlie  longest  day  I  have  to  live!    So  I  will  go  somewhat  into  details. 

"When  I  got  off  the  train  at  Wayland,  12  miles  away,  and  w'ent  into  the 
boxcar  station  they  told  me  that  the  'mail  hack'  for  'the  Pass'  would  be 
around  soon,  and  began  to  tell  of  what  a  terrible  ride  it  was,  but  I  said  1 
was  prepared  for  almost  anything!  Elmer  Stone,  the  driver,  appeared, — 
nice  looking,  about  35,  overall-clad.  I  got  to  know  him  well  on  that  memor- 
able trip,  and  like  him.  The  'hack'  (?),  a  rickety  looking  affair,  resembling 
a  small  loosely  draped  emigrant  wagon,  drawn  by  two  large  (and  well  they 
needed  to  be)  mvdes.  Gathering  up  my  skirts  for  a  large  step,  I  was  safely 
'histed'  up  to  the  almost  spring-less  seat,  and  ofT  we  started.  Behind  me  I 
saw  my  trunk  and  box  and  suitcase,  numerous  bags  of  mail  and  boxes  of 
freight.  We  started  following  Beaver  Creek  for  some  distance;  then  later 
he  told  me  it  was  Caney,  the  music  of  whose  water  I  have  day  and  night  as 
it  runs  a  stone's  throw  from  my  library.  I  just  hate  to  start  to  describe 
that  trip!  My  feeble  words  can  give  but  little  conception  of  it!  Well,  any- 
M^ay, — for  six  mortal,  endless  hours  I  sat  on  that  lurching  seat,  finally 
lianging  on  with  both  hands  for  dear  life,  lest  I  be  dasiied  against  Elmer, 
or  spilled  overboard,  sometimes  being  convinced  that  I  should  be  wrenched 
limb  from  liinb.  He  admitted  that  it  was  the  worst  he  had  ever  seen  the 
roads,  as  it  had  rained  for  a  week.  He  drove  so  near  to  the  edge  of  cliffs 
that  once  I  asked  him  if  he  was  going  to  spill  us  over,  but  he  said,  'No.' 
Not  once  for  all  the  twelve  miles  could  the  mules  go  faster  than  a  walk, 
and  one  hill  I  thought  tliey  would  never  be  able  to  pull  us  up,  through 
the  mud. 

"I  wish  I  had  begun  to  count  how  many  times  we  forded  that  creek! 
Once  with  the  water  almost  up  to  the  mules'  bodies.  He  said  that  occa- 
sionally it  gets  so  high  that  they  just  don't  trv  to  go  down.  Then  for  about 
twenty  minutes  we  rode  riglit  up  the  bed  of  Caney,  there  being  no  other 
road  at  all!    Once   or  twice   tlie   creek-ride   gave   space   for  a   few   relaxed 
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muscles;  then  again,  when  the  rocks  in  the  creek  bed  were  large,  it  seemed 
almost  impossible  to  endure  the  racking. 

"Finally  at  6:30  p.m.  Elmer  pointed  up  the  Creek  and  said,  'Well,  there 
is  what  we  have  been  looking  for  all  these  hours!"  Through  the  dusk  I 
could  discern  a  steep  mountain  side  with  many  buildings  at  various  stages 
up  its  base.  As  we  passed  one  of  the  first,  nearest  the  road  he  said,  'That's 
the  library,'  and  my  heart  leaped  up.  It  was  a  fine-looking  large  one-story 
stone  structure,  and  I  knew  that  just  opposite  was  little  'Barnswallow,'  my 
own  little  cottage. 

"Caney  Junior  College  has  about  two  hundred,  from  first  grade  through 
two  years  of  college.  The  central  part  of  the  library  was  formerly  the 
barn!  We  have  twenty-two  thousand  volumes,  and  about  forty  magazines. 
There  are  some  marvelous  sets  for  reference,  though  but  few  late  books. 
Most  of  the  books  are  gifts!  I  am  under  no  strain,  for  girls  come  daytimes;

LATE  NEWS 

Mary  Eileen  Ahern,  ■95-"96,  of  the  Windermere  hotel,  Chicago,  former 
Indiana  State  librarian,  died  Sunday,  May  22d,  near  Atlanta,  Ga.,  while  on  a 
train  en  route  to  Ciiicago.  Miss  Ahern,  who  was  about  75  years  old,  was 
editor  of  the  magazine  Libraries  for  36  years  prior  to  her  retirement  in  1931. 
She  was  born  on  a  farm  near  Indianapolis,  Ind.,  and  was  a  pioneer  in  the 
work  of  the  American  public  library.  She  organized  the  Indiana  Library 
Association  and  served  as  its  secretary-  for  seven  years.  She  also  had  been 
in  the  library-  department  of  the  National  Education  Association,  and  had 
charge  of  the  distribution  of  books  of  the  A.E.F.  in  France  during  the 
World  War.  Miss  Ahern  was  a  life  member  of  the  American  Library 
Association,  one  time  treasurer  of  the  Chicago  Library  Club  and  a  former 
president  of  the  Illinois  Library  Association.  She  was  one  of  the  best 
known  figures  in  the  library  world.  Her  keen,  Irish  wit  was  much  enjoyed 
and  she  was  always  the  center  of  an  interested  group  at  library  meetings. 
She  was  also  a  member  of  the  Chicago  Woman's  Club  and  the  Woman's 
Press  Association.  In  the  passing  of  Miss  Ahern,  Illinois  has  lost  one  of  its 
distinguished  alumni. 

Frank  M.  Bumstead,  '05-'06,  formerly  head  of  the  Accessions  depart- 
ment of  the  University  of  California  Library  at  Berkeley,  died  May  16th  at 
Alum  Rock  Sanatorium,  San  Jose,  where  he  had  been  a  patient  for  some 
time.

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There  is  an  acute  need  for  additional  life  members  so  that  the  principal  of 
the  endowment  fund  may  be  increased.

KANSAS  CITY  MEETING 

The  University  of  Illinois  Library  School  Alumni  Association  held  its  annual 
dinner  meeting  on  June  16,  1938,  at  the  Hotel  Muehlebach  in  Kansas  City  during 
the  60th  Annual  American  Library  Association  Conference.  It  was  also  the  40th 
year  since  the  organization  of  our  Association.  There  were  219  present.  Follow- 
ing an  entertaining  program  of  music  and  dancing  presented  by  local  performers, 
the  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  the  President,  Wilma  L.  Shelton,  who  gave  a 
brief  address.  Miss  Frances  Simpson,  Assistant  Director  of  the  Library  School, 
emerita,  was  then  welcomed  by  the  President,  and  responded  with  a  few  words 
of  greeting  to  the  members  of  the  Association.  The  report  of  the  Secretary- 
Treasurer,  Miss  Houchens,  was  read  and  approved.  A  letter  of  greeting  from 
Mr.  Windsor  was  read  by  the  President.  Aliss  Ethel  Bond  read  a  letter  from 
Miss  Amelia  Krieg  describing  the  general  prospects  for  placement  of  graduates 
of  the  School.  Miss  Bond  also  announced  that  Felix  E.  Snider  of  Fremont, 
Missouri,  had  been  awarded  the  Sharp  Memorial  Scholarship  for  1938-1939. 
Mr.  Arnold  Trotier  gave  a  report  on  the  Adah  Patton  Memorial  Fund.  The 
financial  report  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Endowment  Fund,  submitted  bj'  Mr. 
John  S.  Cleavinger,  was  read  by  the  acting  secretary.  The  report  of  the  Com- 
mittee appointed  to  consider  the  proposed  celebration  of  the  40th  anniversary 
of  the  Library  School  was  read  by  the  acting  secretary  in  the  absence  of  Miss 
Nelle  Signer,  chairman.  The  Committee  agreed  that  the  celebration  should  be 
deferred  until  1943  with  the  prospect  of  holding  a  combined  celebration  with 
Armour  Institute  of  Technology,  which  will  celebrate  its  50th  anniversary  at 
that  time.  The  University  of  Illinois  also  will  be  celebrating  its  75th  anniversary 
in  the  same  year.  The  Committee  recommended  that  a  permanent  committee  of 
five  members  be  appointed  to  meet  together  in  Kansas  City  to  formulate  plans 
for  the  celebration.  The  President  announced  that  since  there  was  still  con- 
siderable time  in  which  to  consider  the  matter,  the  appointment  of  the  committee 
had  been  left  to  the  incoming  president. 

Upon  motion  by  Everett  O.  Fontaine,  the  secretary  was  instructed  to  send 
to  the  family  of  Miss  Mary  Eileen  Ahern  the  deep  regrets  of  her  fellow  alumni 
upon  her  recent  death.  Miss  Simpson  announced  that  flowers  had  been  sent 
for  Miss  Ahern's  funeral  by  members  of  the  faculty  and  staff'  of  the  University 
Library  and  Library  School. 
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It  was  moved  by  Ida  Wright  that  the  greetings  of  the  assembled  alumni 
be  sent  to  Air.  and  Mrs.  Windsor  and  Miss  Krieg.  Mary  J.  Booth  moved  that 
a  letter  be  sent  to  Aliss  Margaret  Alann,  recently  retired  as  Associate  Professor 
of  Library  Science  at  the  University  of  Alichigan  Library  School,  expressing 
our  appreciation  of  her  service  to  the  profession. 

The  Nominating  Committee  composed  of  Ethel  Bond,  Delia  Sissler,  and 
Rudolph  Gjelsness,  Chairman,  proposed  the  following  officers  for  1938-39:

The  attention  of  the  Association  is  called  to  the  need  for  increasing  the 
annual  membership  list.  Evidently  the  yoimger  graduates  are  not  supporting  the 
Association  with  as  much  interest  as  might  be  expected ;  also  there  are  many  of 
the  older  members  who  have  never  joined.  Since  the  cost  of  the  News  Letter 
is  defrayed  from  the  annual  memberships,  an  increase  in  income  is  desirable.

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ENDOWMENT  FUND 

Financial  report  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Alumni  Endowment  Fund,  for  the 
period  from  June  1,  1937,  to  May  31,  1938. 

During  the  twelve  months'  period  covered,  there  have  been  no  additions 
to  the  principal   sum;   earnings   on  the   investments  have   amounted   to  $315.25. 

Our  income  from  invested  funds  has  been  further  reduced  by  the  change  of 
interest  rate  paid  by  the  Commercial  Building  and  Loan  Association  from  4V^% 
to  4%,  beginning  with  the  payment  made  December  1,  1937.  With  this  change, 
our  present  income  from  the  two  major  investments  noted  below  is  $300 — exactly 
the  amount  of  an  annual  scholarship.  Without  additions  to  the  principal  fund, 
therefore,  our  assets  have  had  no  chance  to  increase  appreciably. 

The  sixth  annual  K.  S.  Sharp  Scholarship  of  $300  was  paid  to  the  Uni- 
versity in  March,  1938,  for  use  during  1938-1939.

Library  in  Relation  to  the  People's  Library  Movement  of  Texas." 

In'  the  September,  1938,  number  of  the  Bulletin  of  the  Texas  Division  of 
the  American  Association  of  University  IJ'omen,  on  page  6,  she  had  an  article 
printed  on  "Proposed  Library  Legislation  for  Texas." 

Miss  Clay  is  librarian  of  the  }klary  Hardin-Baylor  College  Library  at  Belton, 
Tex.  She  is  also  secretary  of  the  School  Libraries  section  of  the  Texas  Library 
Association. 

John  S.  Cleavinger,  associate  professor  of  Library  Service,  had  a  leave 
of  absence  from  Columbia  University  and  made  a  survey  of  library  person- 
nel and  training  agencies  in  Michigan.  This  was  sponsored  by  the  Board  of 
Education  for  Librarianship,  and  took  about  six  months.  He  returned  to 
Columbia  for  the  second  semester. 

Nina  Marie  Cooper,  assisting  in  the  Reference  department  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  Arkansas  Library,  Avas  elected  president  of  the  Arkansas  Library 
Commission  for  1938-39. 

Maude  Cowan,  librarian  of  the  Southeastern  Teachers  College  Library 
at  Durant,  Okla.,  seems  very  successful  in  getting  newspaper  publicity, 
judging  from  the  interesting  newspaper  clippings  we  sometimes  see.    Her 
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library  has  the  reputation  of  being  the  busiest  place  on  the  campus.  South- 
eastern is  the  Oklahoma  Teachers'  College  and  offers  the  service  of  a 
travelling  library  to  the  residents  of  its  district.  More  than  3,000  books  are 
contained  in  tiie  unit  which  sends  out  books  for  a  month's  period. 

Phyllis  Crawford  won  the  $3,000  prize  awarded  annually  by  the  Julia 
Ellswortii  Ford  Foundation  in  a  contest  for  children's  books  with  "Hello, 
the  Boat,"  a  book  published  this  fall  by  Henry  Holt  &  Co. 

Her  book  is  the  story  of  storeboat  life  on  the  Ohio  river  in  1817,  dealing 
with  a  family  which  traveled  up  and  down  the  river  selling  dry  goods  and 
groceries  to  the  settlers.  It  is  based  on  research  in  diaries,  pilots'  manuals, 
and  biographies  of  the  early   Nineteenth   Century. 

Miss  Crawford  was  born  in  Little  Rock,  and  attended  Randolph-Macon 
College  in  Lynchburg,  Va.  After  teaching  English  for  a  year  at  Fairfax 
Hall,  Va.,  she  studied  Librarj'  Science  at  the  University  of  Illinois.  In  1924 
she  went  to  New  York  as  an  editorial  assistant  for  the  H.  W.  Wilson 
Company,  library  publishers,  later  becoming  an  editor.  It  was  while  work- 
ing for  the  Federal  Art  Project  in  charge  of  research  that  she  came  across 
some  manuscripts  dealing  with  boat  life  on  the  Ohio  river  and  became 
interested  in  the  subject. 

Lora  Crouch,  librarian  of  the  Carnegie  Library  at  Mitchell,  S.D.,  gave 
a  talk  to  the  Public  Library  Round  Table  of  the  South  Dakota  Library 
Association  meeting  at  Sioux  Falls  on  October  14,  1938  on  the  subject, 
"Service  to  Rural  Borrowers  from  the  Standpoint  of  the  City  Library."

ALUMNI   NEWS 

Ellen  G.  Smith,  B.L.S.  '02,  formerly  librarian  of  the  Walla  Walla,  Wash- 
ington Public  Library  but  retired  last  spring,  died  after  an  extended  illness 
on  August  15,  1938.  The  following  appreciation  written  by  a  colleague,  Miss 
Covington,  appeared  in  the  Library  Journal  of  December  15th. 

On  October  23,  memorial  services  were  held  honoring  the  memory  of 
Ellen  Garfield  Smith,  late  librarian  of  the  Walla  Walla,  Washington  Public 
Library.  Serving  in  that  office  for  more  than  thirty  years,  she  began  her 
work  with  a  collection  of  5,000  volumes  which  increased  to  27,000.  Miss 
Smith's  devotion  to  her  Library,  her  staff,  and  her  community  while  unas- 
sumingly quiet  was  purposeful.  On  occasions  when  her  viewpoint  was 
sought,  one  miglit  gather  her  belief  not  so  much  in  precept,  but  in  unosten- 
tatious diligence  and  sometimes  sacrifice.  Her  efforts  were  not  confined 
to  library  pursuits  but  were  extended  where  there  was  need  in  charitable, 
cultural,  and  community  endeavors.  She  served  on  various  boards  and 
committees;  her  activities  including  the  Red  Cross,  the  Archaeological 
Society,  the  Art  Club,  the  Symphony  Society,  Camp  Fire  Girls,  and  the 
Y.W.C.A. 

Her  professional  interests  were  strong.  She  was  graduated  from  the 
University  of  Illinois  Library  School  in  1902.  She  had  been  a  member  of 
the  American  Library  Association  since  1906  and  since  1930  held  Life  and 
Contribution  memberships.  She  was  active  in  the  Pacific  Northwest  Library 
Association  and  its  president  from  1929-1931.  Miss  Smith  made  herself, 
through  her  will,  truly  one  of  the  "Friends  of  the  Library  group"  by  pro- 
viding for  a  trust  fund  of  $25,000  which,  upon  the  deaths  of  the  beneficiaries 
who  share  income  from  it,  is  to  be  paid  to  the  city  of  Walla  Walla  to  be 
used  for  library  building.  In  the  meanwhile,  at  the  death  of  each  bene- 
ficiary that  particular  income  falls  to  the  Library  for  book  purchases.  Miss 
Smith  also  remembered  the  Library  of  the  Whitman  College  of  Walla 
Walla. 

Her  career,  marked  by  personal  industry  and  resulting  benefaction,  is 
very  significant  of  an  era  in  professional  development.  When  she  came 
from  library  school  there  were  possibly  six  such  schools  in  this  country' — 
the  oldest  about  fifteen  years  of  age.  They  were  not  only  professional 
schools,  but  also  experiment  stations  evolving  library  policies,  directing 
practices,  and  stimulating  initiative.  In  a  life  like  that  of  Ellen  Garfield 
Smith  one  sees  the  harvest. 

Ida  Brown  Almy  (Mrs.  Edward  John  Dobbins),  1893-94,  died  on  January 
27,  1939.  She  was  formerly  on  the  Cleveland  Public  Library  staff  and  was 
responsible  for  much  of  the  development  of  the  circulating  library  at  Wm. 
Taylor  Son  &  Co.  Mrs.  Dobbins,  a  native  of  Newport,  R.  I.,  studied  at 
Armour  Institute  Library  School.  She  then  spent  seven  years  in  London 
and  Brussels.  She  was  a  librarian  in  Philadelphia  three  years.  Surviving 
are  two  sons,  Kemper  A.,  an  attorney  for  the  Nickel  Plate  Road,  and 
Edward  J.,  two  sisters  and  a  brother. 

Lydia  Elizabeth  Kohn,  '04-'05,  formerly  a  specialist  on  photographs  and 
slides  in  the  Ryerson  Library  Art  Institute,  Chicago,  writes  that  she  is 
acting  in  an  advisory  capacity  for  librarians  faced  with  the  problem  of 
housing  and  cataloging  collections  of  this  type.  She  is  listed  in  the  A.L.A. 
Handbook  as  "Special  Organizer  of  Photograph  and  Lantern  Slide  Collec- 
tions." In  the  Library  Journal  for  November  15,  1932,  she  had  an  interesting 
article  on  the  subject.    Her  address  is  4641  Woodlawn  Ave.,  Chicago. 

Elizabeth  Greene,  B.L.S.  '05,  is  working  in  the  private  library  of  Thomas 
W.  Streeter  at  Morristown,  N.  J.  Her  address  is  63  Western  Avenue, 
Morristown. 

Delia  F.  Northey,  B.L.S.  '11,  is  now  located  at  the  Albertson  Library, 
Orlando,  Fla. 
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Aurella  Knapp  (Mrs.  Elmer  Dershem),  B.L.S.  '12,  left  the  John  Crerar 
Library  August  1,  1938,  after  serving  for  many  years  in  the  periodical 
department. 

Rose  R.  Sears,  B.L.S.  '12,  librarian  of  the  Virginia  Library,  Presbyterian 
Theological  Seminary,  Chicago,  sends  her  greetings  from  San  Francisco, 
Calif.,  where  she  is  spending  some  time  after  a  severe  illness. 

George  A.  Deveneau,  '16,  assistant  director  of  personnel  for  the  Panama 
Canal,  a  former  Chicagoan,  died  recently  in  the  Gorgas  hospital,  Balboa, 
Canal  Zone.  Death  apparently  occurred  from  the  shock  of  a  kidney  opera- 
tion. Mr.  Deveneau  was  49  years  old.  He  had  years  of  experience  as  a 
personnel  director  and  technical  expert.  He  was  appointed  executive 
secretary  of  the  Illinois  state  committee  on  unemployment  in  1933.  Later 
he  was  associated  with  the  P.W.A.  in  Illinois.  In  March,  1935,  he  entered 
the  canal  service.  He  formerly  lived  in  Flossmoor.  He  was  active  in  com- 
munity aflfairs  there  and  served  on  the  school  and  community  church 
boards.

SAN  FRANCISCO  MEETING 

The  University  of  Illinois  Library  School  Alumni  Association  held  it 
annual  dinner  meeting  on  June  21,  1939  at  the  Women's  City  Club,  San  Fran 
cisco,  California  during  the  session  of  the  American  Library  Association  Con 
ference.  About  150  were  present.  The  Illinois  colors  of  orange  and  blue  wen 
carried  out  in  the  beautiful  floral  arrangement  at  the  head  table  while 
pyramidal  arrangement  in  pink  and  w'hite  formed  the  center  pieces  for  th 
smaller  tables.  Distinguished  guests  present  w-ere  Director  P.  L.  Windsor  an( 
Mrs.  Windsor,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  J.  C.  Bay,  and  Mr.  Charles  Harvey  Brown. 
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i  Following   a    delicious    dinner   the   annual   business   meeting   was   called   to 

order  by  the  President,  Fannj'  A.  Coldren.  The  report  of  the  Secretary-Treas- 
urer, Miss  Houchens,  and  the  financial  report  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Katharine 
L.  Sharp  Scholarship  Fund,  submitted  by  Mr.  John  S.  Cleavinger,  were  read  by 
the  acting  secretary  and  approved.  Mr.  Arnold  Trotier  reported  that  the  Ada 
Patton  Memorial  Fund  now  amounts  to  $2600,  and  the  first  publication  will 
probablj'  be  a  Library  School  thesis  w-hich  is  now  being  prepared  for  publication. 
Miss  Amelia  Krieg  announced  that  the  Sharp  Memorial  Scholarship  for  1939-40 
had  been  awarded  to  Mr.  Marion  A.  Milczewski  of  the  class  of  1938  who  has 
been  serving  an  interneship  in  the  library  system  at  Tennessee  Valley  Authority. 
The  nominating  committee  presented  the  slate  for  1939-K)  which  was  accepted 
and  officers  declared  elected. 

The  President  then  introduced  the  Chairman  of  the  Dinner  Committee,  Miss 
Kate  Ferguson.  After  extending  greetings  to  the  members  present  she  turned 
the  meeting  over  to  the  toastmistress  of  the  evening,  Miss  Frances  Simpson, 
former  Vice-Director  of  the  School. 

The  program  which  followed  was  in  honor  of  Director  P.  L.  Windsor 
who  was  to  retire  at  an  earl}-  date  upon  completion  of  thirty  years  of  service 
to  the  University  of  Illinois  Library  and  Library  School.  ^liss  Simpson  an- 
nounced that  Columbia  University  had  honored  Air.  Windsor  with  the  degree 
of  Doctor  of  Letters  at  its  recent  Commencement  on  Jvme  6th. 

She  then  introduced  Miss  Willia  Carver,  Order  Librarian  of  the  L'niversity 
of  Illinois  Library,  who  gave  the  first  address  on  "Our  Librarian." 

Miss  Garver,  representing  the  library  stafiF,   spoke  as  follows:     "Tonight  it 

is  my  great  pleasure  to  try  to  express  what  the  rare  privilege  of  working  closely 

,  with  Mr.  Windsor  has  meant  to  those  of  us  on  the  Library  staff  who  have  had 

that   privilege ;    it    is   my   pleasure   to    paj'   tribute   to   the   man   who    for   thirtj^ 

'   years  has  guided  our  destinies,  the  Director  of  the  Lniversity  of  Illinois  Library. 

"The  title  of  Director  is  a  fitting  one,  for  it  not  only  means  one  who  directs, 

but  one   who   guides,   a   leader;   and   through   association   with   Mr.   Windsor  it 

has  acquired  for  us  the  connotation  of  a  man  of  vision,  and  a  man  of  influence, 

not    only   within    his    own    professional    group   but    within    the    University   and 

:>  within  the  civic  community  as  well. 

"When  our  Director  came  here  thirty-  years  ago  in  August,  1909,  the  Uni- 
versity  was   comparatively    unknown    and    comparatively    small    with   a    faculty 

•  and  staff  of  430,  and  an  undergraduate  student  body  of  4,600.  The  graduate 
;  school  was  just  taking  form.  The  Library  contained  then  142,804  volumes  and 
L  the  permanent  Library  staff  numbered  34  with  some  temporary-  assistants.    We 

now  have  a  total  enrollment  of  17,500,  and  a  faculty  and  staff  of  2,145 ;  but 
j:  the  growth  of  the  Library  has  far  outdistanced  the  growth  of  the  University, 
!  for  the  142,000  volumes  has  increased  to  a  million  and  a  half  and  the  staff  now 
I  numbers  99  professional  assistants,  19  clerical  assistants  and  140  undergraduate 
:  student  assistants,  besides  89  N.Y.A.  students.  In  his  thirty  years  as  adminis- 
trator of  the  Library  Mr.  Windsor  has  added  over  one  million  volumes  to 
;^the  colle'^^'on  and  from  an  average  si7pH  T,ibrar>-,  he  has  with  vision  and  fore- 
sight created  a  great  Universit)-  Librar\-.  '  le  has  raised  the  rank  of  this  Library 
I    among  other  university  libraries  from  19th  to  5th  place  and  to  1st  rank  among 

state  university  libraries,  truly  a  monvunental  achievement. 
I  "To   house  this  great  collection,  he   planned  and  built  some  thirteen  years 

ago,  a  library  building  that  has  become  a  model  for  its  convenience  of  arrange- 
'    ment  and  its  econom)'  of  administration.   I  can  truly  say,  that  he  built  the  library, 

•  for  I   remember  the  painstaking  care  with  which  he  watched  all  of  the  details 
of   construction.     Many   librarians   and   college   administrators   have    sought   his 

1  advice  on  their  plans  and  the  ideas  he  incorporated  in  the  library  at  Illinois, 
1  Jnave  been  followed  in  other  libraries. 

'  "With  a  sympathetic  understanding  of  the  needs  of  research  scholars,  both 

i  those  of  the  present  day  and  those  of  generations  to  come,  he  has  taken  ad- 
!  vantage  of  every  opportunity  that  has  arisen  to  add  to  his  Library  those  ma- 
1  terials  of  research,  upon  which  scholars  are  dependent  for  their  studies  for  the 
'  advancement  of  knowledge.  The  Library  has  become  increasingly  a  resort  for 
<    scholars  from  other  institutions  and  occasionally  even  from  other  countries,  and 
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more   than   one   has   expressed   his   surprise   and   his   appreciation   at   finding  at 
lUinois  such  splendid  comprehensive  collections  in  his  special  fields. 

"He  has  always  kept  in  close  touch  with  the  trends  at  the  University  and 
has  anticipated  demands  upon  the  Library;  and  his  counsel  has  been  sought 
not  oidy  by  mature  scholars,  but  by  the  younger  scholars  to  whom  he  has  been 
particularly  helpful.  He  has  inspired  and  encouraged  them  to  continue  in  their 
studies  by  placing  at  their  disposal  or  acquiring  for  them  the  books  or  other 
material  necessary  for  research  in  their  fields. 

"I  have  mentioned  ]\Ir.  Windsor's  contributions  to  the  library  and  to  scholar- 
ship;  to  give  just  an  estimate  of  his  contributions  to  the  University  during  his 
long  and  distinguished  connection  with  it,  to  name  the  University  Committees 
upon  which  he  has  been  called  to  serve  would  take  more  time  than  I  have  at 
my  disposal.  The  University  administration  has  constantly  availed  itself  of  his 
wise  counsel. 

"As  to  his  professional  contributions,  they  are  so  w'ell  known  to  all  of  }-ou. 
I  feel  that  some  restraint  in  these  remarks  is  due  to  Mr.  Windsor's  modesty,  a 
heritage  from  his  Pennsylvania-German  ancestry,  as  is  also  his  simplicity  of 
manner,  his  integrity  and  fair-mindedness,  and  his  unusual  ability  to  see  and 
weigh  all  sides  of  a  question,  to  make  an  honorable  compromise  when  such  a 
compromise  is  fair;  and,  when  he  is  thoroughly  convinced  that  his  ideas  are 
sound,  to  fight   for  his  convictions. 

"And  working  side  by  side  with  Air.  Windsor,  inspiring  him  and  helping 
him  has  been  Mrs.  Windsor,  the  friend  of  every  member  of  the  staff,  and  to 
whom  every  member  pays  his  devotion.  Her  appreciation  of  the  finer  things 
in  life  and  her  keen  intelligence,  her  active  interest  in  world  alYairs  with  her 
constructive  comments  have  been  an  inspiration  to  all  of  us,  and  have  broadened 
our  outlook. 

"As  to  Mr.  Windsor's  relation  to  his  staff,  that  is  a  subject  so  well  known 
to  all  of  us,  that  I  feel  that  anything  I  can  say,  will  be  but  an  echo  of  that 
which  is  in  the  hearts  and  minds  of  all.  Many  of  us  have  taken  to  him  not 
only  our  professional  interests  and  difficulties,  but  our  personal  affairs  and 
tribulations,  and  he  has  never  been  too  busy,  never  too  weary  from  his  multi- 
tudinous duties  to  take  an  understanding  interest  in  our  affairs.  I  am  sure  there 
are  very  few  of  those  who  are  here  tonight  who  have  not  at  some  time  in  their 
career  been  benefited  by  his  wise  guidance  and  sane  counsel.  He  has  moulded  us 
professionally  and  inflvienced  us  personally. 

"Though  of  course,  we  can't  hold  Air.  Windsor  responsible  for  our  short- 
comings, I  feel  that  many  of  us  can  say  in  the  words  of  the  old  song,  that  I 
know  is  familiar  to  the  older  alumni  and  may  possibly  be  known  to  some  of 
the  younger   generation. 

'You  made  us  what  we  are  tonight, 
We   hope  you're   satisfied.' 

"But  to  be  serious,  I  should  like  to  say  this  about  Air.  Windsor. 

"He  built  a  great  Library  on  sound  foundations,  a  Library  that  will  endure 
through  the  years  and  more  important  than  that,  he  built  librarians,  through 
whom  his  influence  will  be  felt  down  through  the  years. 

"So  I  pay  tribute  to  Mr.  Windsor,  builder  of  libraries  and  builder  of 
librarians." 

Mr.  Charles  Harvey  Brown,  Librarian  of  Iowa  State  College,  spoke  from 
the  standpoint  of  a  companion  in  library  school  days  and  as  a  friend  throughout 
the  years.  He  told  interesting  incidents  of  their  companionship  at  New  York 
State  Library  School  and  showed  how  the  ideals  that  had  characterized  the 
student  were  the  qualities  that  had  marked  the  man.  A  high  ideal  for  his  own 
life,  liberality  with  the  faults  of  others,  ability  to  "walk  in  slippery  places  and 
fall  not,"  and  ability  to  always  play  a  square  deal  have  made  him  one  of  the 
most  human  of  librarians  and  a  real  man. 

Then  followed  an  appreciation  of  Air.  Windsor  as  "Our  Director"  by  Aliss 
Amelia  Krieg,  present  Assistant  Director  of  the  Library  School.    She  said: 

"When  Air.   Windsor  came  to  LVbana  in  August,   1909,  as  Director  of  the 
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University  of  Illinois  Librarj^  and  Library  School,  he  found  a  Library'  School 
which  had  an  alumni  body  of  about  400  matriculants. 

"The  requirements  for  admission  demanded  three  years  of  college  training, 
'a  broad  general  education,  a  disciplined  mind  and  maturity  of  thought'.  Op- 
portunity was  afforded  for  two  years  of  study  leading  to  a  B.L.S.  degree.  The 
laboratory  for  study  was  the  150,000  volume  library  and  the  library  school 
quarters  were  over  the  old  stack  at  the  rear  of  the  building^ — entry  being  down 
from  the  balcony  around  the  rotunda  of  the  old  Library  Building.  Pictures  of 
the  study  room  show  excellent  equipment  (the  reason  I  say  excellent  is  that 
many  of  the  desks,  chairs,  cases,  are  still  showing  service  though  perhaps  a  bit 
shabby  and  squeaky!).  The  light  fixtures  were  lovely  combinations  of  gas 
mantles  and  electric  globes,  with  a  single  fat  pendant  electric  light  globe,, 
frosted  at  the  bottom  and  with  very  small  round  shade  like  a  brief  ballet  skirt, 
representing  what  was  probably  the  very  latest  in  electric  lighting  features 
for  libraries  in  that  day. 

"I  wish  I  had  a  picture  of  the  young  Mr.  Windsor  in  that  setting.  I  expect 
he  was  like  many  a  young  man  here — fairly  recently  married,  a  family  of  three 
requiring  his  care.  He  probably  had  all  the  enthusiasm  and  eagerness  we  stress 
today.  We  ask  about  young  men  who  want  to  be  administrators:  Is  he  able? 
Has  he  vision,  originality,  practicalit}^?  Is  he  cooperative,  or  too  aggressive,  or 
conceited,  mature?  And  if  occasionally  the  enthusiasm  of  youth  means  an  over- 
abundance of  a  desire  to  change  the  world,  we  say,  'He'll  outgrow  that  trait.' 

"So  I  wonder  whether  all  those  personal  elements  which  have  helped  make 
the  successful  career  of  Director  Windsor  were  apparent  in  the  young  man 
who  came  to  L'rbana  in  August,  1909.  Was  he  wise  as  he  now  is?  Did  he 
immediately  become  known  for  his  ability  to  see  all  sides  of  a  question?  Kind- 
liness and  the  ability  to  get  along  with  people  most  certainly  have  been  strong 
qualities,  as  well  as  the  courage  to  state  his  convictions,  a  tendency  toward 
flexibility  in  analysis,  and  the  persistence  necessary  to  accomplishment. 

"Mr.  Windsor  did  not  see  the  rush  of  closing  a  Summer  Session  back  in 
August,  1909,  because  no  summer  session  training  was  being  given  then.  The 
Library  School  seems  not  to  have  issued  a  Circular  covering  the  first  year  of 
Mr.  Windsor's  administration,  but  the  year  was  by  no  means  an  inactive  one. 

"In  1910  the  Board  of  Trustees  approved  a  change  in  regulations  providing 
that  beginning  with  1911  only  college  graduates  or  those  possessing  the  equivalent 
in  training  should  be  admitted.  Miss  Katherine  L.  Sharp  had  initiated  this 
policy  in  1906,  but  it  remained  for  Mr.  Windsor  to  see  it  to  a  happy  completion. 

"Since  that  time  a  general  glance  at  the  curriculum  might  show  little  change 
in  names  of  courses,  but  the  faculty  could  tell  of  many  meetings  during  which 
extension  of  courses,  selection  of  essential  topics  to  meet  the  changing  needs  of 
the  field,  correlation,  analysis  of  course  content  and  method  to  meet  changing 
professional  and  academic  standards  were  discussed  and  decisions  made  under 
Mr.  Windsor's  guidance. 

"The  degree  granted  continued  to  be  the  B.L.S.  for  two  years  of  study  until 
1926.  For  years  the  first  year  graduates  (or  juniors  as  they  were  then  called) 
poured  complaints  concerning  their  lack  of  standing  in  academic  and  professional 
fields  into  the  sympathetic  ear  of  Mr.  Windsor,  who  not  only  listened  but  acted. 
Quietly,  in  his  customary  manner,  he  talked  about  changing  the  degree — to 
members  of  the  profession,  to  alumni  of  the  Library  School,  to  members  of  the 
University  faculty — always  paving  the  way  for  a  successful  presentation  of  a 
new  regulation  to  a  University  Board  of  Trustees  which  might  not  understand 
nor  appreciate  the  specific  problems  of  the  Library  School  group.  When  the 
request  for  a  change  in  degree  policy  finally  came,  it  was  granted,  and  Mr. 
Windsor  had  the  pleasure  of  presenting  his  first  group  of  candidates  for  the 
B.S.  in  L.S.  degree  and  for  the  blaster's  degree  to  the  President  at  Commence- 
ment in  June,  1927. 

"Today  Mr.  Windsor  directs  a  school  whose  alumni  number  around  2600 
with  a  yearly  registration  of  about  90  first  year  students  and  40  graduate 
students,  and  with  a  summer  session  enrollment  considerably  larger.  The  faculty 
no  longer  are  staff  members  and  the  number  has  been  nearly  doubled.  Quarters 
and   equipment  are  very  much  more   extensive,  and   the  L^niversity  Library  of 
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over  a  million  volumes  is  a  laboratory  not  for  practice  work  but  for  study  and 
observation. 

"But  the  development  of  the  School  and  the  maintenance  of  its  high  stand- 
ards of  teaching  are  only  part  of  the  contribution  of  Director  Windsor  to  the 
field  of  professional  education. 

"I  doubt  whether  non-university  people  realize  the  problems  relating  to  the 
administration  of  a  school  within  the  University,  realize  the  constant  vigil 
necessary  to  maintain  high  standing  within  the  University,  and  acquire  and 
maintain  the  respect  of  University  officials  and  faculty.  This  is  especially  true 
with  regard  to  professional  education  and  the  newer  degrees.  Mr.  Windsor's 
inter-university  contacts  and  committee  work  have  been  important  not  only  from 
the  standpoint  of  his  contribution  to  scholarship,  but  also  from  the  standpoint 
of  the  advancement  of  professional  prestige  through  the  continued  willingness 
of  the  University  of  Illinois  to  follow  his  leadership  in  suggestions  of  change 
of   degrees. 

"His  state  relations  are  as  important  for  professional  education  as  for  the 
development  of  library  service.  He  has  carefully  watched  the  needs  for  service 
training  of  the  public  librarians  who  could  not  meet  requirements  for  ad- 
mission to  regular  training.  The  problem  of  training  for  teacher-librarianship 
in  Illinois  is  one  of  the  current  problems  which  holds  his  interest. 

"During  two  different  years  Mr.  Windsor  served  as  President  of  the  As- 
sociation of  American  Library  Schools.  In  addition  he  has  served  on  com- 
mittees and  has  given  freely  advice  to  others  serving  in  similar  capacities. 

"Though  he  himself  has  not  felt  the  ur'ge  for  setting  down  his  opinions  and 
having  them  printed,  he  has  been  constantly  on  the  alert  to  find  ways  and  means 
to  help  others,  especially  younger  members,  to  publish  material  of  value  to 
the  profession  as  a  whole. 

"While  these  evidences  of  leadership  and  accomplishment  are  splendid,  it 
seems  to  me  there  is  one  other  phase  of  Mr.  Windsor's  professional  activity 
which  might  in  ways  transcend  the  value  of  his  other  successes  because  of  the 
element  of  continuity  implied — that  is,  the  time  and  thought  he  has  given  to 
guiding,  encouraging,  stimulating  younger  people  on  his  staff  or  alumni  who 
come  to  him  for  advice. 

"As  a  man  Mr.  Windsor  is  admired  by  all  who  know  him  for  his  sincerity, 
his  loyalty,  his  sense  of  fair  dealing,  his  practical  common  sense,  his  emotional 
balance,  and  his  fine  sense  of  humor." 

In  a  speech  in  which  much  humor  was  mingled  with  expressions  of  high 
regard,  Mr.  J.  C.  Bay,  Librarian  of  John  Crerar  Library,  told  of  the  long  pro- 
fessional friendship  between  Mr.  Windsor  and  himself,  a  friendship  dating 
back  to  early  days  in  their  career  when  both  were  on  the  staff  of  the  Librar>' 
of  Congress.  He  said  retirement  was  a  mere  fable,  for  the  sanitj-,  wholesome- 
ness  and  well-balanced  judgment  of  the  man  would  live  on.  It  would  be  said 
"Phineas  Windsor  came  this  way."  He  presented  to  Mrs.  Windsor  for  safe 
keeping  a  little  book  which  he  considered  the  first  textbook  for  librarianship 
published  in  1711,  viz. 

Bartholin,  Thomas. 

Viri  doctissimi  Thomae  Bartholini  de  libris  legendis 

dissertationes,    quas  ....  publicae   luci    restituit   et    de 

vana  librorum  pompa  preafatus  est  Toh.  Gerh.  Meuschen 

....  1711. 

In  presentation  of  the  Alumni  gift  in  honor  of  Mr.  Windsor,  Fanny  A. 
Coldren  said,  "I  have  deemed  it  a  privilege  during  the  past  year  to  represent 
the  Alumni  in  the  capacity  of  President  of  the  Library  School  Association. 

"It  is  now  my  pleasure  to  speak  for  you  in  reporting  the  realization  of  our 
hopes  for  the  year  as  expressed  in  the  accomplishments  of  a  committee  which 
has  worked  so  effectively  under  the  chairmanship  of  Miss  Grace  Derby  together 
with  the  enthusiastic  support  of  the  Alumni. 

"As  alumni  we  have  wished  to  express  through  a  gift  to  the  Library  School 
our  appreciation  of  your  long  and  successful  career  as  Librarian  of  the  Uni- 
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versit}-  of  Illinois  and  as  Director  of  the  Library  School,  and  our  high  regard 
for  you  personally. 

"Our  gift  holds  much  of  the  Past  in  it,  something  for  the  Future  and  this 
hour  of  the  Present. 

"Of  the  Past  we  note  with  satisfaction  and  pride  the  progress  of  the 
Library  as  evidenced  in  a  fine  collection  of  books  and  other  materials  of  re- 
search. We  commend  your  wisdom  in  the  selection  of  a  staff  competent  to 
assist  j^ou  in  the  administration  of  this  admirable  collection  and  in  the  appoint- 
ment of  an  able   faculty  responsible   for  the  training  of  librarians. 

"There  is  our  just  pride  that  you  have  been  actively  interested  in  pro- 
fessional affairs  and  have  participated  in  the  shaping  of  library  policies  and  that 
you  have  shown  at  all  times  a  sympathetic  interest  in  individuals  and  institutions 
seeking  assistance.  These  are  some  of  the  tangible  results  of  your  administration. 

"Of  those  intangible  things  which  constitute  our  fondest  memories  of  indi- 
viduals and  institutions,  I  wish  to  quote  from  a  communication  received  this 
year  in  which  referring  to  you  it  was  stated,  'Modestly  he  has  chosen  to  invest 
his  Library  Service  largely  in  intangibles  such  as  sympathetic  interest  in  indi- 
viduals in  the  professions  rather  than  in  the  tangible  property  of  public  office 
and  professional  publications.' 

"These,  Air.  \\'indsor,  are  the  elements  of  the  past  caught  up  in  our  gift 
and  held  together  for  the  future  by  the  promise  of  the  Alumni  to  continue  to 
lend  our  loyal  and  enthusiastic  support  to  the  Library  School. 

"It  is  now  my  very  happy  privilege  to  announce  to  you  that  there  is  deposited 
in  L'rbana  a  sum  amounting  to  $3-100,  the  use  of  which  will  be  determined  by 
the  committee  in  consultation  with  you." 

Miss  Grace  E.  Derby,  chairman  of  the  committee  was  presented. 

Mr.  Windsor  responded  very  graciously  saying  he  looked  upon  the  group 
as  friends  as  well  as  colleagues  and  appreciated  the  goodwill  and  loyalty  they 
had  shown  to  the  school,  the  institution,  and  himself.  He  bespoke  for  his  suc- 
cessor the  same  loyalty,  devotion,  and  support  on  the  part  of  the  alumni. 

Telegrams  of  greeting  were  read  from  Mary  E.  Silverthorn  of  the  L'niver- 
sity  of  Toronto,  Bertha  Schneider,  Margaret  Oldfather,  Gladj's  Scott,  and  Louise 
Edmundson  of  Ohio  State  L'niversity  Library.  The  meeting  closed  with  a  word 
of  thanks  from  Mrs.  Windsor  and  a  few  remarks  from  the  President  to  the 
effect  that  good  material  does  not  stay  on  the  shelf  but  continues  to  circulate 
and  that  now  Mr.  \\'indsor  would  be  able  to  circulate  more   freely  than  ever

PHINEAS  LAWRENCE  WINDSOR 

As  Air.  Windsor  was  an  alumnus  of  the  New  York  state  library  school  at 
Albany  it  was  fitting  that  the  following  appreciation  of  his  work  should  appear 
in  the  Library  Service  News  published  at  the  School  of  Library  Service  at 
Columbia  University. 

"The  L'niversity  of  Illinois  Library  and  the  Library  School  are  both  monu- 
ments to  the  wisdom,  tne  vision,  and  the  untiring  efforts  of  P.  L.  Windsor 
who  since  1909  has  been  their  director. 

"Under  his  directorship  the  L'niversity  Library  has  grown  from  a  small 
collection  of  127,000  volumes  to  over  1,130,000.  With  remarkable  foresight  and 
appreciation  of  the  needs  of  scholars  and  research  workers,  and  with  real 
understanding  of  the  academic  and  professional  needs  of  a  large  state  university, 
he  has  personally  supervised  the  selection  of  over  a  million  books  and  period- 
icals. He  has  built  a  collection  strong  in  many  fields,  adequately  reflecting  the 
interests  of  the  entire  institution  it  serves. 

"The  planning  and  construction  of  a  new  library  building  in  1924  has  been 
one  of  Mr.  Windsor's  noteworthy  achievements.  Erected  in  units,  the  last  in 
1939,  it  represents  one  of  the  outstanding  examples  of  modern  university  library 
planning.  Librarians  from  far  and  near,  from  abroad  and  at  home,  have  as  a 
result,  consulted  with  him  on  library  building  plans. 
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"In  addition  to  his  services  to  the  University  as  Hbrarian  and  Library  School 
director,  Mr.  Windsor,  as  a  member  of  the  University  Senate  and  Council,  has 
actively  participated  in  determining  policies  and  practices  both  for  the  instruc- 
tional program  and  the  administration  of  the  University.  His  services  in  these 
bodies  have  been  held  in  high  esteem  due  to  his  calm  judicial  temper,  his  sound 
business  judgment,  his  high  standards  of  scholarship  and  personal  integrity, 
his  sympathy  and  understanding  of  the  problems  of  youth.  Recognition  of  his 
value  to  the  University  in  e.xtra-library  matters  is  evidenced  by  appointment  to 
numerous  important  committees.  Notable  among  these  is  the  Budget  Committee, 
on  which  as  one  of  three  members  he  served  for  some  years,  planning  the  bien- 
nial budget  for  the  entire  University ;  also  the  famous  Committee  of  Nine,  a 
special  Senate  Committee  which  under  President  Chase  in  1931-1932,  was  author- 
ized to  make  a  thorough  investigation  of  the  organization  and  cfficiencj'  of  the 
University  with  a  view  to  drafting  a  constitution  for  it.  His  work  on  this  com- 
mittee helped  greatly  to  strengthen  the  independence  of  the  University  and  to 
clarify  the  strong  position  a  university  library  must  occupy  if  it  is  to  develop 
simultaneously  with  the  institution.  The  statutes  in  the  constitution  pertaining 
to  the  library  are  models.  As  a  member  of  this  committee  he  was  able,  through 
sub-committees  of  faculty  and  library  staff,  to  study  the  cultural  influence  of  a 
state  university  library  and  the  broad  implications  for  its  future  growth.  Rec- 
ommendations of  these  sub-committees  have  provided  support  for  administrative 
reorganization  and  new  appropriations.  Out  of  it  all  has  developed  on  the  part 
of  faculty  and  student  body,  a  new  and  tremendouslj^  significant  appreciation  of 
the  place  a  library  should,  and  at  the  University  of  Illinois  does,  fill  in  an  educa- 
tional institution. 

"Mr.  Windsor's  influence  on  state  wide  library  progress  in  Illinois  will  long 
outlive  him.  From  its  formative  years  to  the  present  he  has  generously  shared 
his  experience  and  wisdom  with  the  Illinois  Library  Association.  To  him  should 
be  given  a  goodly  share  of  the  credit  for  piloting  the  I.  L.  A.  to  a  ranking 
position  among  state  agencies.  Twice  he  was  president  of  the  association — in 
1912  and  in  1934.  And  to  many  other  presidents  of  the  Association  he  has 
served  as  a  mentor,  especially  in  times  of  difticulty. 

"It  is  probably  true  that  every  important  useful  library  law  passed  in  Illinois 
since  he  became  librarian  of  the  State  L'niversity,  bears  the  imprint  of  his 
advice  and  encouragement.  Many  of  these  laws  were  largely  drafted  by  him, 
and  his  strong  influence  with  legislators  helped  to  secure  their  passage.  Among 
these  may  be  mentioned  that  which  established  a  library  extension  service  in 
Springfield,  later  called  the  State  Library  Extension  Division.  In  this  connec- 
tion it  may  be  recalled  that  as  librarian  of  the  LIniversity  of  Texas,  before 
coming  to  Illinois,  he  was  largely  responsible  for  drafting  the  bill  which  created 
the  Texas  Library  Commission.  The  impression  he  left  upon  the  libraries  of 
Texas  during  those  early  days  of  his  career  was  deep  enough  to  span  the  more 
than  twenty-five  years  he  has  been  away  and  is  well  illustrated  in  a  recent 
letter  from  a  group  of  Texas  librarians  in  which  they  write,  'You  helped  to 
get  the  Texas  Library  and  Historical  Commission  established  and  we  need  your 
help  today  in  fitting  it  into  changing  times  ....  as  chairman  of  the  Illinois 
Library  Planning  Committee  you  will  ha\e  much  to  give  to  the  Texas  group.' 

"Always  actively  in  support  of  certification,  as  Chairman  of  the  Board  for 
several  years  he  has  accomplished  much  toward  raising  the  standards  of 
librarianship  throughout  the  State.  He  has  also  helped  to  raise  and  maintain 
these  standards  by  providing  in  the  Library  School  professional  training  courses, 
not  only  for  those  with  college  education,  but  also  for  those  with  limited  edu- 
cational opportunities  who  must  serve  in  the  verj'  small  public  school  libraries 
of  the  State. 

"Only  those  who  are  privileged  to  dc  closely  associated  with  Mr.  Windsor 
can  realize  the  actual  extent  to  which  his  professional  influence  is  felt  in  Illi- 
nois. His  advice  and  help  arc  continually  being  sought  by  village  and  city 
library  trustees,  by  librarians  trained  and  untrained,  by  school  teachers  and 
officials,  and  by  readers  from  every  walk  in  life.  They  know,  from  long  years 
of  experience,  that  he,  the  librarian  of  the  State  University,  understands  and  is 
interested  in  their  problems  and  that  he  will  provide  the  help  they  need.  He  has 
never  failed  them. 


Alumni  News  Letter 


"Mr.  Windsor's  horizon  has  not  been  limited  to  local  or  statewide  library 
affairs.  He  has  continuously  during  the  last  thirty-five  years  attacked  national 
library  problems  modestly  but  vigorously.  He  has  been  an  active  member  of  the 
American  Library  Association  for  almost  forty  years,  serving  as  its  first  vice- 
president  in  1923-24.  He  has  been  a  member  of  the  Executive  Board  and  of  the 
Council  for  three  different  terms,  the  last  term  ending  in  1941.  His  committee 
services  include  the  following  committee  chairmanships:  Professional  Training 
Section,  1910-U  ;  Committee  on  Standardization  of  Libraries  and  Certification 
of  Librarians,  1917-22;  Committee  on  Code  of  Ethics,  1926-28;  Finance  Com- 
mittee, 1937-. 

"Air.  Windsor's  interest  in  national  librarianship  is  also  exemplified  by  the 
fact  that  he  has  served  three  terms  as  President  of  the  Association  of  American 
Library  Schools,  (1921-22,  1926-27,  1934-35)  ;  has  been  a  Fellow  in  the  American 
Library  Institute  for  many  years;  and  has  served  as  Second  Vice-President  of 
the  Bibliographical  Society  of  America  (1931-33)  of  which  he  has  been  affiliated 
for  many  years. 

"During  the  World  War,  1917  and  1918,  Air.  Windsor  was  granted  a  leave 
from  the  University  to  become  Assistant  Director  of  the  American  Library 
Association  War  Service,  with  headquarters  at  the  Library  of  Congress.  His 
contribution  was  notable  among  those  of  our  national  library  war  service. 

"Nor  has  Mr.  Windsor  limited  his  interests  to  professional  matters.  He 
has  been  a  civic  and  religious  leader  in  his  community.  For  many  years  he 
has  been  an  active  member  of  the  Urbana  Chamber  of  Commerce,  and  the 
Rotary  Club.  He  has  served  as  a  member  of  the  local  Public  Library  Board  and 
as  Trustee  of  his  church  and  the  Wesleyan  Foundation  for  students  of  the 
Methodist  Church. 

"There  are  achievements,  rare  and  unmeasurable,  which  cannot  be  designated 
by  objective  description.  They  are  of  the  spirit,  and  observable  only  as  reflected 
in  such  personal  expressions  of  others  as  loyalty,  devotion,  respect.  It  is  this 
sort  of  achievement,  perhaps,  for  which  Mr.  Windsor  will  be  longest  remem- 
bered. It  is  the  deep  devotion,  the  profound  respect,  and  the  personal  loyalty 
that  he  has  inspired  in  members  of  his  staff  and  in  the  Library  School.  To 
these  persons  and  to  others  in  the  profession,  his  greatest  achievement  is  in 
being  a  wise  and  just  counsellor,  a  true  professional  and  personal  friend." 

DR.  CARL  M.  WHITE  TO  BE  NEW  DIRECTOR 

Dr.  Carl  M.  White  of  the  University  of  North  Carolina  who  has  been 
appointed  as  director  of  the  L^niversity  Library  and  director  of  the  Library 
School  is  at  present  university  librarian  and  chairman  of  the  division  of  the 
Library  and  Library  School  at  the  University  of  North  Carolina. 

He  received  the  Master  of  Arts  degree  from  Mercer  University  in  1928  and 
the  Ph.D.  degree  in  philosophy  from  Cornell  University  in  1933.  He  obtained  a 
B.S.  degree  in  library  science  from  Columbia  University  in  1934.  From  1934 
to  1938  he  was  librarian  and  professor  of  philosophy  at  Fisk  University,  and 
instructor  in  the  department  of  library  science  at  the  University  of  Michigan 
in  the  summer  of  1938.  He  has  been  librarian  at  the  University  of  North 
Carolina  from  July,  1938,  to  date. 

One  of  the  younger  librarians  in  the  nation  whose  reputation  is  grovving, 
Dr.  White's  understanding  of  the  problems  of  library  work  is  widely  recognized. 
His  work  as  a  library  administrator  has  met  with  general  approbation  in  the 
field.  Dr.  White  is  active  in  professional  associations,  is  a  good  speaker,  and 
has  contributed  a  number  of  worthwhile  articles,  largely  on  university  libraries, 
to  periodicals. 

Among  his  articles  are  "Freshmen  and  the  Library,"  in  the  Journal  of 
Higher  Education,  January,  1937 ;  "The  Bearing  of  John  Dewey's  Philosophy  of 
Education  on  Problems  Confronting  Librarians,"  in  School  and  Society,  1937; 
and  "Trends  in  the  Use  of  University  Libraries,"  in  School  and   Society,   1938. 

Dr.  White  is  married  and  has  two  children  of  pre-school  age.  Mrs.  White 
was  an  instructor  in  home  economics  from  1930  to  1934  at  Cornell  Lhiiversity, 
and  has  a  Alaster's  degree  from  the  University  of  Iowa.

OUR  UNIVERSITY  LIBRARY 

In  an  address  before  the  Associated  Friends  of  Rutgers  University  on  "The 
Place  of  the  Library,"  Dr.  Lane  Cooper,  Professor  of  Language  and  Literature 
at  Cornell  University  and  a  graduate  of  Rutgers,  said: 

"What  of  war,  and  what  have  libraries  to  do  in  counteracting  that?  We 
hear  it  stated  that  another  war,  vaster  than  the  one  that  went  before  it,  which 
was  the  greatest  war  to  date,  will  shortly  put  an  end  to  modern  culture.  Has 
anybody  really  thought  this  matter  out?  The  last  war  certainly  did  not  kill 
religion  at  Louvain,  intensified  it,  rather,  and  the  outward  damage  has  been  re- 
paired. And  the  last  general  war  was  not  relatively  so  disturbing  as  the 
Napoleonic  wars,  which  upset  Europe  off  and  on  from  1798  till  W'aterloo  well- 
nigli  a  generation  later.  Let  us  suppose,  however,  that  alien  bombers  shortly 
bombed  the  Harvard  Library,  or  the  library  of  Yale,  but  did  not  damage  both, 
or  ruined  both  of  these,  but  did  not  damage  Brown,  or  even  wrecked  the  li- 
braries in  New  York  or  Washington,  but  not  the  aforesaid  libraries  of  Harvard, 
Yale,  and  Brown.  Or  suppose  that  all  the  libraries  on  our  Atlantic  coast  were 
wrecked,  or  most  of  them,  while  the  great  universities  of  the  Middle  West  and 
California  went  unscathed?  Would  civilization  in  America  then  be  ruined? 
While  we  talk  about  the  place  of  libraries,  think  how  they  are  placed  in  our  own 
covmtry.  It  would  take  more  system  than  the  Continental  nations  yet  possess 
to  ruin  all  each  other's  libraries,  and  after  that  the  libraries  at  Dublin,  Glasgow, 
Edinburgh,  and  London,  at  Oxford,  Cambridge,  Manchester,  and  other  British 
universities,  and  then  come  over  here  to  bomb  all  other  libraries  from  Maine  to 
Oregon  and  from  Los  Angeles  to  Durham  and  Chapel  Hill.  With  the  newer 
means  of  duplication,  almost  any  library  today  can  have  a  copy  of  any  book  or 
writing  in  the  world.  A  moderate  college  library  today  is  richer  in  books  than 
most  of  the  great  libraries  in  the  day  of  Waterloo.  Think  merely  of  the  differ- 
ence between  our  Rutgers  Library  now  and  the  old  collection  in  Kirkpatrick 
Chapel  only  forty  years  ago.  The  preservation  of  the  library  at  Urbana,  Illinois, 
if  only  that  luere  saved  out  of  a  universal  ruin,  would  save  modern  culture,  if 
some  spiritual  gifts  zccre  saved  as  zvell."  From  Journal  of  the  Rutgers  Univer- 
sity Library  December  1939. 

LIBRARY  SCHOOL  ORIENTATION  PROGRAM 

For  several  years  the  Faculty  has  been  considering  devoting  some  time  at 
the  beginning  of  the  school  year  to  an  organized  orientation  unit.  It  was  decided 
to  try  such  an  experiment  in  September,  1939. 

The  unit  consisted  of  lectures,  reading  and  discussions,  arranged  in  such 
a  manner  that  all  instructors  and  most  of  the  students  participated.  It  was 
designed  (1)  to  introduce  the  philosophy  and  ideals  of  library  service  to  the 
student  group,  and  (2)  to  prepare  them  for  two  aspects  of  the  Library-  School 
curriculum:  the  character  of  the  professional  education  given;  and  their  needs 
in  preparmg  for  given  types  of  positions.  In  addition,  the  class  visited  the  Li- 
brary, and  were  entertained  by  the  Library  Club.  The  program  required  the 
remainder  of  registration  week. 

Students  have  apparently  found  the  program  of  value,  though  naturally 
they  do  not  know  whether  they  would  have  been  equally  happy  without  it.  A 
majority  of  them  think  they  wouldn't  have  been. 

It  is  interesting  to  compare  with  this  the  reaction  of  the  Alumni  who 
answered  the  Curriculum  questionnaire  from  the  June  News-Letter.  The  ma- 
jority favored  the  presentation  of  an  orientation  program.  Since  those  who 
never  had  such  an  introduction  think  it  might  be  valuable,  and  those  who  have 
had  it  say  that  it  has  proved  valuable  in  general,  it  is  likely  that  the  program 
will  be  continued  at  least  another  year.

She  writes,  "I  am  still  a  very  active  person  and 
have  all  kinds  of  nice  things  to  do.  I  am  living  with  a  friend  and  we  have 
a  house,  and  garden  space  for  one  of  my  hobbies.  This  is  a  peaceful  little 
town,  very  pretty,  and  the  bus  makes  three  trips  each  day  to  New  Orleans, 
where  I  have  many  friends.  New  Orleans  is  a  lovely  old  town  and  I  like  it 
better  than  any  other  city.  Tiiere  are  many  library  interests  in  Louisiana 
to  keep  me  professionally  interested." 

Blanche  Seeley,  B.L.S.  '00,  died  in  Minneapolis  on  November  17tli,  1939. 
She  was  born  in  Fredericton,  New  Brunswick,  but  was  educated  in  Alinne- 
sota,  receiving  a  B.L.  degree  from  the  University  of  Minnesota  in  1896.  She 
attended  the  University  of  Illinois  Library  School  from  1898-1900.  Her  first 
position  was  in  the  University  of  Pennsylvania  Library  for  a  year;  from 
1902-05  she  was  a  member  of  the  staflf  of  the  John  Crerar  Library.  In  1905 
she  became  a  member  of  the  staff  of  the  Minneapolis  Public  Library  and 
for  the  past  twenty-five  years  she  had  been  head  of  the  branch  division  of 
that  library.  Miss  Seeley  was  very  successful  in  her  work  and  was  espe- 
cially liked  and  respected  by  those  who  knew  her. 

Edna  Lucy  Goss,  B.L.S.  '02,  formerly  head  of  the  Catalog  Department 
of  the  Library  of  the  University  of  Minnesota,  died  August  16,  1939.  The 
following  brief  appreciation  was  written  by  her  friend  and  former  colleague. 
Amy  Moon: 

"She  was  born  in  Piano,  Illinois  and  attended  Morgan  Park  Academy 
and  received  her  degree  of  B.L.S.  in  1902  from  the  University  of  Illinois 
Library  School.  She  was  reference  assistant  in  the  University  of  Illinois 
Library  from  1902-1903  and  was  librarian  of  the  Illinois  State  Laboratory 
of  Natural   History  from   1905-1906. 

"Miss  Goss  held  cataloging  positions  in  several  libraries,  the  University 
of  California  Library,  Bryn  Mawr  College  Library,  John  Crerar  Library, 
Stanford  University  Library  and  the  University  of  Minnesota  Library.  Her 
longest  period  of  service  was  fifteen  years  as  Head  of  the  Catalog  depart- 
ment of  the  University  of  Minnesota  Library. 

"It   is  with  a   feeling  of   deep   regret   and   sorrow   that   we   record   the 
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death  of  Miss  Goss.  She  was  very  dear  to  her  many  friends  and  her  fine 
character  was  much  appreciated  by  all  who  knew  her. 

"As  a  librarian  she  ranked  high  in  the  profession.  She  was  a  true 
bibliographer  and  scholar,  with  a  thorough  knowledge  of  cataloging  and 
classification  and  the  languages,  also  with  an  excellent  administrative 
faculty. 

"Miss  Goss  was  a  member  of  the  American  Library  Association  and 
was  Chairman  of  the  Catalog  Section  from  1916-17.  She  took  an  active 
interest  in  various  local  and  state  library  organizations.  She  gave  several 
papers  and  addresses  at  meetings  of  these  organizations,  many  of  which 
were  issued  afterward  in  library  publications. 

"The  library  profession  has  lost  a  member  of  rare  ability  and  admir- 
able cliaractcr  in  the  death  of  Edna  Goss." 

Harriet  E.  Howe,  B.L.S.  '02,  director  of  the  School  of  Librarianship, 
University  of  Denver,  spent  the  suminer  in  the  Scandinavian  countries,  re- 
turning on  the  Queen  Mary  just  after  war  was  declared. 

E.  Joanna  Hagey,  B.L.S.  '03,  librarian  of  the  Cedar  Rapids  Public 
Library  for  29  years  has  resigned  her  position.  She  plans  to  spend  the 
winter  in  California  with  her  mother. 

In  accepting  Miss  Hagey's  resignation,  the  board  passed  a  resolution 
expressing  "deep  appreciation  of  her  many  years  of  faithful  service  as  li- 
brarian; that  we  commend  her  diligence  in  endeavoring  to  extend  library 
service  and  the  use  of  books  to  all  parts  of  the  city  and  to  increasing  num- 
bers of  people;  that  we  appreciate  her  unfailing  courtesy  and  graciousness 
in  dealing  with  patrons  and  associates;  that  we  recognize  her  valuable  con- 
tribution to  the  cultural  forces  of  the  community;  and  that  we  extend  to 
her  our  sincere  wishes  for  many  years  of  deserved  leisure,  pleased  that  her 
influence   in   the   city  will  continue."

One  of  the  significant  developments  in  the  field  of  higher  education  during 
the  last  decade  was  the  revision  of  standards  for  higher  institutions  by  the  North 
Central  Association.  The  series  of  monographs  entitled  Ei'aliiation  of  Higher 
Itistitutioiis  is  one  of  the  most  tangible  products  of  this  development.  The  sig- 
nificance of  these  monographs  lies  not  entirely  in  their  content  but  also  in  the 
fact  that  they  represent  a  changed  approach  to  measuring  the  performance  of 
an  educational  institution.  The  former  standards  of  the  North  Central  Asso- 
ciation, as  of  other  accrediting  bodies,  implied,  in  the  language  of  Dean  ^[.  E. 
Haggerty,  '"minimum  conditions  of  acceptability,  uniformity  of  pattern,  and, 
too  often,  mediocrity  of  status."  The  new  procedure  presupposes  a  different 
conception  of  accrediting.  It  seeks  flexibility,  continued  growth,  accomplishment 
in  terms  of  the  ideals  and  objectives  of  individual  institutions. 

This  new  approach  met  a  felt  need,  and  prompt  recognition  of  its  value 
followed.  Today  in  higher  education  we  hear  less  of  standards  in  the  old  sense 
of  quantitative  criteria  of  excellence  and  more  of  evaluation — that  is,  appraisal 
of  educational  programs  in  terms  of  the  aims  and  objectives  they  are  .■^ct  up  to 
realize.  As  one  writer  put  it  recently,  there  are  two  basic  questions  which  need 
to  be   faced  before  a  program  can  be  justly  evaluated:     (1)   what  are  the  ob- 
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jectives  of  the  program?  ami  (2)  what  are  the  evidences  that  the  program  will 
attain  these  objectives?  Failure  to  map  out  our  objectives  tends  to  produce 
confusion.  Failure  to  make  the  program  an  implement  for  attaining  the  objec- 
tives agreed  upon  means  inefficiency. 

Conscious  of  the  impf)rtant  role  played  by  the  University  of  Illinois  Library 
School  in  iirofessional  education  for  librarianship  in  the  past  and  eager  to  see 
it  face  the  future  with  calm  assurance  that  we  shall  at  least  not  slip  backward, 
I  turned  to  the  faculty  at  the  beginning  of  the  school  year  1940-41  with  the 
recjuest  that  they  tell  me  something  of  the  problems,  however  minor,  which  in 
their  judgment  the  School  needs  to  be  thinking  about  at  present  and  something 
of  their  hopes  and  dreams  for  the  School's  future.  When  these  faculty  memo- 
randa came  to  my  desk,  related  matters  were  thrown  together,  and  the  results 
were  five  single-spaced  pages  of  topics  and  questions  proposed  for  study.  Fol- 
lowing are  random  samples  of  questions  raised: 

What  can  we  do  about  enlisting  recruits  which  meet  the  specifications  of 
the  profession?  Can  we  get  any  better  idea  than  we  now  have  as  to  what  these 
specifications  are?  Can  we  obtain  from  placement  agencies,  including  our  own 
library  school,  an  indication  of  the  kinds  of  library  service  for  which  Illinois 
ought  to  train  most  of  its  students?  Can  we  train  equally  well  for  all  types 
of  i)Ositions  and,  if  not,  what  is  to  be  the  basis  for  specializing  our  work?  Is 
the  course  load  carried  by  library  school  students  reasonably  well  adjusted  or 
is  it  too  heavy  ?  How  much  ground  should  we  attempt  to  cover  with  the  first- 
year  curriculum,  and  what  should  govern  us  in  inclusion  or  exclusion? 

These  and  other  questions  raised  the  more  fundamental  question,  what  are 
we  trying  to  do?    What  goals  are  we  seeking  to  attain? 

Our  first  step  in  dealing  with  our  five  pages  of  faculty  comments  and 
questions,  therefore,  was  to  assay  a  statement  of  fundamental  aims  and  ob- 
jectives. That  is  a  task  I  assigned  myself.  I  shall  enumerate  some  of  the  ob- 
jectives as  they  were  outlined  at  one  of  our  faculty  meetings.  I  do  so  some- 
what hesitantly.  The  statement  is  not  as  well-rounded  or  as  detailed  as  I  should 
like  it  to  be.  I  stress  now,  as  I  stressed  when  I  spoke  to  the  faculty,  the  imper- 
fections of  the  statement,  and  I  invite  you  to  help  them  and  me  consider 
thoughtfully  the  whole  subject  of  what  we  are  doing  and  what  we  ought  to  do. 
The  following,  then,  are  broad  objectives  set  down  for  purposes  of  discussion 
and  sul)SC(iuent  revision  in  the  light  of  thoughtful  criticism. 

1.  Maintain  Keen  and  Steady  Interest  in  Library  Practice. 

The  work  of  a  professional  school  should  be  practical,  although  the  term 
'practical'  should  not  be  interpreted  too  narrowly.  A  library  school,  as  any  other 
professional  school,  should  not  allow  itself  to  lose  touch  with  the  field  and 
become  something  apart,  sheltered,  encloistered,  and  self-contained.  Rather  the 
contrary.  The  library  school  should  provide  leadership  and  guidance  in  im- 
proving practice.  Too  often  in  adding  up  accounts  a  profession  finds  at  the 
bottom  of  the  ledger  that  its  schools  have  lagged  behind  instead  of  leading  the 
advance  in  professional  practice.  Finally,  and  bj'  way  of  rounding  out  this  side 
of  the  picture,  a  library  school  should  prepare  young  librarians  with  the  proper 
background  and  ability  to  take  positions  in  the  field  with  the  minimum  adjust- 
ment alike  on  the  part  of  the  emploving  library  and  the  new  employee — a  task 
which  with  the  increasing  claims  made  upon  the  library  school  by  the  profession 
is  becoming  increasingly  difficult  to  accomplish  in  a  single  year  of  study. 

2.  Provide  for  Systematic  Study  of  Librarianship. 

This  aim  should  be  thought  of  as  the  obverse  side  of  the  one  just  mentioned. 
The  highest  proficiency  involves  more  than  a  mastery  of  specific  methods  and 
practices  often  so  very  necessary  for  prompt  adjustment  in  the  first  position 
secured  after  leaving  library  school.  Emphasis  upon  specific,  practical  ways  of 
doing  things  was,  of  course,  the  strength  and  the  weakness  of  apprenticeship 
and  of  the  "training  classes."  1  shall  not  dwell  on  the  strength  of  apprentice 
methods  and  programs  that  bear  the  imprint  of  apprentice  training.  They  have 
proved  useful  when  the  task  has  been  primarily  one  of  training  to  do  a  well- 
defined  job  with  no  questions  asked  as  to  what,  if  anything,  lies  beyond  that 
job.    They  are  not  so  useful  in  preparing  for  a   full-length  professional  career 
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spanning  manj-  years  and  embracing  a  variety  of  jobs.  What  sort  of  prepa- 
ration is  practical  and  what  sort  is  not  thus  depends  a  good  deal  on  the  way 
you  look  at  it — whether  from  the  standpoint  of  the  first  year  after  graduation 
or  from  the  standpoint  of  a  lifetime.  If  we  coticentrate  all  of  our  attention  on 
getting  the  young  librarian  ready  for  his  first  job,  it  may  turn  out  that  the 
training  we  give  him  is  only  theoretically  practical  for  the  years  ahead.  Prepa- 
ration for  a  career  as  librarian  must,  if  it  is  to  be  practical  in  the  long  run, 
seek  to  acquaint  the  student  with  the  accumulated  sum  of  library  experience. 
It  must  set  forth  the  aims  and  the  criteria  of  effective  library  performance. 
It  must  systematize  the  principles  by  which  these  aims  can  be  achieved  in 
practical  situations ;  and  it  must,  above  all,  cultivate  that  active  and  supple  in- 
telligence without  which  no  profession  is  able  to  imdergo  the  constant  recon- 
struction that  inner  growth  and  social  change  require. 

The  librarj'  school  of  today  is  thus  called  upon  to  serve  as  a  meeting  ground 
of  theory  and  practice.  When  we  speak  of  psychological  theory,  musical  theory, 
or  cataloging  theory,  we  are  not  singling  out  something  completely  divorced 
from  practice,  but  rather  that  phase  of  a  subject  which  involves  basic  principles, 
viewpoints  and  relationships.  Breadth  of  comprehension  and  the  critical  poise 
that  go  with  professional  maturity  cannot  be  attained  apart  from  familiarity 
with  such  basic  considerations.  To  paraphrase  a  famous  maxim,  "Theory 
without  practice  is  empty ;  practice  without  theory  is  blind." 

3.  Uphold  the  Ideal  of  Service. 

A  distinction  needs  to  be  drawn  here.  Stress  on  the  service  motive  has 
sometimes  led  to  treating  librarianship  as  a  species  of  missionary  endeavor  deal- 
ing not  with  necessities  of  life,  but  with  some  of  the  "oughts"  of  life.  An 
illustration  may  be  found  in  the  encouragement  we  give  to  the  formation  of  the 
reading  habit.  Now  it  is  true  that  people  ought  to  read — as  we  are  fond  of 
saying — but  wh}?  It  is  hardly  enough  to  say,  "They  ought  to  read  because  they 
ought  to  read." 

No,  a  better  approach  is  a  functional  one  which  sees  society  creating  the 
instruments  it  needs  to  get  its  work  done.  The  library  is  one  such  creation.  As 
the  social  scene  changes,  demands  made  upon  libraries  and  librarians  change. 
But  whatever  its  role  at  a  given  time,  the  librarj-  exists  broadh'  to  serve  society, 
and  it  is  in  this  sense  and  because  of  this  fact  that  the  ideal  of  service  should 
be  held  clearly  in  view  in  all  of  the  work  of  a  library  school.  It  is  an  idea 
which,  to  be  realized,  depends  not  simply  on  fine  sentiments  about  the  value  of 
reading — worthy  as  these  are — but  upon  an  understanding  of  the  modern  world, 
of  the  place  of  the  library  in  this  world,  of  reader  interests,  means  of  satisfying 
those  interests,  etc. 

4.  Carry  the  Torch  of  the  Literate. 

Again  a  word  of  caution  as  to  what  I  do  not  mean.  Librarianship  has  often 
been  accused — and  justly — of  being  identified  too  closely  with  the  literary 
tradition  in  the  sense  in  which  literature  means  belles  lettres.  Mewed  in  this 
light,  the  central  function  of  the  library  is  to  collect  the  best  literature,  while 
the  emphasis  in  training  for  librarianship  falls  on  standards  of  literary  criticism, 
personal  acquaintance  with  works  of  literary  merit  and  the  best  methods  of 
securing  their  use. 

This  conception  of  librarianship  is  good  as  far  as  it  goes.  But  it  does  not  go 
far  enough,  and  a  training  program  that  tacitly  assumes  it  does  goes  wide  of 
the  mark  and  gives  a  mistaken  emphasis. 

Suppose  we  take  a  cord  roughly  eighty  feet  in  length  and  let  it  represent 
the  total  span  of  time  man  is  supposed  to  have  lived  on  the  earth.  Ten  inches 
from  the  end  to  the  right  let  us  suspend  a  stone  inscription  to  indicate  roughly 
the  proportion  of  time  during  his  earthly  existence  that  man  has  been  writing; 
one  inch  from  the  end  let  us  suspend  a  line  of  metal  type  to  indicate  the  pro- 
portion of  time  he  has  used  printing  as  a  substitute  for  writing  by  hand.  Too 
much  meaning  should  not  be  read  into  the  illustration,  but  the  facts  back  of  it 
enable  us  to  say  that  during  most  of  man's  long  sojourn  on  earth  he  has  been 
illiterate.  Illiterate  in  the  etymological  sense  that  he  has  been  without  the  use 
of  letters.    But  the  long  span  of  his  illiteracy  is  no  less  impressive  than  the  close 
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parallel  between  the  span  of  written  records  and  the  span  of  civilization.  The 
parallel  is  a  reminder  that  Western  civilization  is  largely  the  creation  of  those 
who  use  letters — written  symbols — as  a  means  of  reccjrding  and  communicating 
ideas.  That  is  to  say  (dropping  the  first  syllable  of  il-literate),  civilization  is 
largely  the  handiwork  of  the  literate.  When  in  the  course  of  time  these  written 
records  bec;imc  sufficiently  numerous,  a  new  division  of  labor  concerned  with 
their  ])rotection  and  use  arose — and  lihrarianship  was  born. 

Librarianship  thus  arose  as  a  reflection  of  an  effort  to  conserve  human 
experience — essentially  the  same  motive  that  produced  and  still  produces  books 
and  libraries.  The  range  of  the  librarian's  interest,  therefore,  is  as  wide  as  the 
range  of  recorded  experience ;  the  500's,  600's,  or  900's  fall  as  directly  within 
his  province  as  the  800's.  Ours  is  not  a  responsibility  for  the  status  of  knowledge 
in  these  fields;  that  belongs  to  the  subject  specialist.  We  are  concerned  rather 
with  the  literature  of  these  fields  and  the  status  of  knowdedge  as  reflected  in 
this  literature.  If  I  were  to  use  a  phrase  which  sums  up  the  whole  duty  of  the 
librarian,  I  should  say  it  is  not  simply  with  the  "backs  of  books"  but  with 
the  career  of  the  human  mind.  The  librarian  shares  with  those  spiritually  akin 
to  him  the  honor  and  the  responsibility  of  illuminating  the  world  with  the  torch 
of  the  literate. 

5.  Aid  in  Creating  Professional  Literature  of  High  Quality. 

The  practitioner  in  a  profession  is  often  obliged  to  give  himself  so  com- 
l)letely  to  the  task  at  hand  that  he  has  little  or  no  time  to  create  a  deserving 
literature.  The  tendency  has  been  present  in  the  librari'  profession  as  in  others. 
In  view  of  this  fact,  the  library  school  has  an  opportunity,  and  also  a  respon- 
sibility, to  encourage  productive  scholarship.  In  a  few  leading  library  schools, 
all  of  the  essentials  for  fruitful  scholarly  contributions  to  librarianship  should  be 
found:  a  stimulating  atmosphere  where  theory  and  practice  meet,  leaders  of 
vision,  clear  historical  perspective,  sound  scholarship,  and  suitable  library 
facilities  in  library  science  and  related  fields  with  which  to  work. 

6.  Accept  Regional  Responsibilities. 

I  do  not  mean  that  the  Uni\ersity  of  Illinois  Library  School  should  supply 
librarians  for  one  region  only.  It  is  one  of  the  national  schools  and  should 
remain  so.  While  we  do  not  need  many  library  schools  which  supply  librarians 
to  the  nation  as  a  whole,  it  is  to  the  interest  of  libraries  throughout  the  country 
to  have  at  least  a  few. 

But  the  state  of  Illinois  and  neighboring  states  in  the  Midwest  and  L'pper 
Mississippi  Valley  have  a  special  claim  on  the  Illinois  Library  School.  By 
acknowledging  this  responsibility,  society  may  be  saved  the  needless  expense  of 
duplicating  expensive  centers  of  training.  It  would  be  an  advantage  all  the  way 
around  to  have  one  first-rate  library  school  carry  the  load  for  a  region  than  to 
distribute  that  load  between  two  or  more  second-rate  library  schools. 

7.  Spirit,  Methods,  and  Standards  Creditable  to  the  University. 

It  would  not  be  far  wrong  to  say  that  the  transfer  of  the  Library  School 
from  Armour  Institute  to  the  University  of  Illinois  set  the  pattern  of  establish- 
ing American  library  schools  at  American  iniiversities.  But,  on  the  whole,  uni- 
versities have  received  library  schools  faster  than  our  library  schools  have 
risen  to  the  occasion  with  what  we  might  call  a  university  level  of  performance. 
As  early  as  the  Williamson  report  and  as  late  as  the  Munn  and  Munthe  reports, 
we  have  been  reminded  of  the  fact  that  the  presence  of  a  library  school  on  a  uni- 
versity campus  is  not  in  itself  proof  that  it  is  an  integral  part  of  university  life. 
The  lag  is  imderstandable.  After  all,  ours  is  a  young  profession.  We  have 
made  rapid  progress  considering  the  time  we  have  had.  But  without  dwelling 
on  the  past,  if  professional  education  for  librarianship  is  to  be  distinguished 
from  the  narrow  vocationalism  that  is  sometimes  associated  with  the  term 
'library  training',  the  distinction  must  be  earned  by  the  schools  which  hold 
themselves  to  standards  of  performance  which  are  creditable  from  the  stand- 
point of  the  university. 

8.  Provide  Opportunity  for  Professional  Growth  of  the  Faculty. 

Regular  teaching  provides  its  own  opportunit}'  for  growth.  But  if  we  are 
to  overtake   tilder   iHofessions   which    prejiare   their   recruits  at   our   iniiversities, 
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we  cannot  depend  for  facult\-  development  on  teaching  alone.  Instructors  in  our 
library  schools  need  more  opportunities  than  most  of  them  now  have  for  leaves 
for  further  study.  A  leave  enables  a  scholar  to  take  up  residence  at  another 
institution  where  he  is  free  from  his  regular  responsibilities,  where  he  can 
prosecute  his  studies  systematically,  where  he  can  have  competent  guidance,  and, 
last  but  not  least,  where  he  can  have  a  healthy  change  of  scenery  for  a  while. 
In  arranging  leaves  for  most  of  those  who  teach  in  library  school  we  are  often 
faced  with  a  vicious  circle.  These  teachers  need  to  continue  their  studies  before 
they  are  able  to  compete  successfully  with  other  members  of  university  faculties 
who  seek  leaves  of  absence,  and  yet  they  cannot  present  to  university  committees 
which  recommend  leaves  proposals  for  the  use  of  time  that  are  as  attractive  as 
those  presented  by  their  more  highly  trained  competitors  on  the  university 
faculty. 

9.  A  Well-planned  Curriculum. 

In  the  first  place,  the  basic  curriculum  should  be  designed  to  meet  the 
greatest  professional  needs  of  the  greatest  number  of  those  we  are  to  educate. 
But  that  question,  "whom  we  are  to  educate"  is  sometimes  troublesome.  It  is 
a  question  that  is  inseparable  from  conditions  and  needs  in  the  field.  In  other 
words,  library  schools  ought  to  educate  the  number  and  type  of  young  people 
required  to  fill  library  positions  that  need  to  be  filled.  I  do  not  wish  to  over- 
emphasize the  relation  between  field  requirements  and  the  curriculum,  but  these 
requirements  should  be  reflected  in  a  w'ell-planned  curriculum. 

There  are  two  other  principles  in  curriculum  planning  which  may  appro- 
priately be  mentioned  on  an  .occasion  of  this  kind.  Students  come  to  library 
schools  with  noteworthy  dilTerences  in  educational  background  and  practical 
experience.  So  far  as  practicable,  these  individual  ditferences  should  be  taken 
into  account  in  planning  their  professional  education.  In  the  second  place,  the 
curriculum  needs  to  be  treated  as  a  unit.  The  whole  instruction  program  should 
be  handled  in  such  a  way  as  to  produce  a  well-rounded  and  unified  experience 
for  the  individual  student.  It  is  easy  for  us  to  think  of  the  curriculum  in 
another  way — as  a  collection  of  courses,  each  of  which  is  separate  and  entirely 
distinct   from  the  other. 

We  set  out  in  September,  1940,  to  take  stock  and  it  was  January  before  we 
got  around  to  our  tentative  statement  of  aims  and  objectives.  In  the  meantime, 
it  had  become  clear  that  the  faculty  itself  was  too  busy  with  the  daj^-to-day 
work  of  the  School  to  follow  through  and  evaluate  our  program  in  terms  of 
our  somewhat  hurriedly  formed  objectives,  and  so  we  decided  to  see  what  we 
could  do  in  turning  our  disadvantages  into  an  advantage.  We  turned  to  the 
Carnegie  Corporation  and  pointed  out  that  occasional  systematic  study  of  its 
program  is  a  wholesome  thing  for  a  professional  school  and  asked  for  a  small 
grant  with  which  to  pay  honoraria  and  travelling  expenses  of  a  small  committee 
to  come  to  Illinois  and  help  us.  The  grant  was  approved.  Keyes  D.  Metcalf 
was  selected  to  direct  the  study.  John  Dale  Russell  was  selected  to  assist  him. 
The  Committee  set  to  work  in  April.  The  study  will  not  be  finished  until  the 
spring  of  1942.  At  first  we  planned  to  have  a  committee  of  three — two  librarians 
and  one  specialist  in  the  field  of  higher  education.  We  decided  in  the  end, 
however,  that  it  would  be  better  to  have  a  committee  of  two  and  use  the  third 
honorarium  to  secure  the  services  of  additional  special  consultants  as  needed. 

This  is  apparently  the  first  time  that  a  careful  and  somewhat  detailed  study 
of  a  single  library  school  and  its  program  has  been  undertaken.  It  is  an  expres- 
sion in  professional  education  for  librarianship  of  the  same  efforts  at  self- 
e\aluation  and  appraisal  that  is  represented  by  the  new  accrediting  procedures 
mentioned  earlier.  The  profession  in  general  may  be  interested  in  the  study, 
but  we  do  not  care  to  have  any  fanfare  about  what  is  being  done.  Our  main 
interest  is  centered  in  1943.  The  Illinois  Library  School  was  founded  in  1893. 
In  1943  we  shall  celebrate  our  fiftieth  birthday.  That  occasion  deserves  to  be 
celebrated  by  appropriate  ceremony.  However,  we  hope  to  be  able  not  only  to 
celebrate  the  achievements  of  one  of  the  oldest  library  schools  but  to  lay  plans 
in  the  meantime  which  will  insure  its  continuation  as  one  of  the  best.

MINUTES  OF  MEETING  OF  THE  UNIVERSITY  OF  ILLINOIS 

LIBRARY   SCHOOL   ASSOCIATION,   CINCINNATI,   OHIO, 

MAY  23,  1940  AT  THE  NETHERLANDS  PLAZA  HOTEL 

The  annual  dinner  and  meeting  of  the  Library  School  Association  was  held 
on  the  evening  of  May  23,  1940  in  the  Pavilion  Caprice  of  the  Netherlands 
Plaza  Hotel,  with  216  present.  The  committee  in  charge  of  the  dinner,  of  which 
Mary  Helen  James  of  Western  College  was  chairman,  had  made  excellent 
arrangements  for  the  accommodation  of  the  group.  The  meeting  was  presided 
over  by  the  president,  Margaret  Old  father.  After  reports  of  the  secretary- 
treasurer  and  the   Endowment  Committee,  there  was  a  roll  call  by  classes. 

Evelyn  Schneider,  second  vice-president  of  the  Association  and  librarian  of 
the  University  of  Louisville,  greeted  the  alumni  and  gave  an  interesting  account 
of  the  early  settlement  of  the  Ohio  Valley  and  of  social  and  cultural  develop- 
ments along  the  Ohio  river.  At  the  president's  request,  Aliss  Krieg  then  gave 
some  news  items  about  the  Library  School,  after  which  she  called  on  each 
member  of  the  faculty  present  to  rise. 

Miss  Grace  Derby,  chairman,  reported  that  the  committee  to  honor  Mr. 
Windsor  had  decided  to  use  the  alumni  gift  of  $3400  for  a  publication  fund. 
Miss  Frances  Simpson  then  gave  a  brief  talk,  saying  how  pleasantly  she  remem- 
bered her  long  association  with  the  Library  School  and  how  happy  she  was  to  be 
present   on   this  occasion. 

At  this  point  the  business  of  the  Association  was  suspended  in  order  that 
those  present  might  listen  to  the  special  broadcast  of  the  Town  Meeting  of 
the  Air,  on  the  subject  of  propaganda.  At  the  close  of  the  broadcast  the  meet- 
ing of  the  Alumni  Association  was  resumed  with  a  talk  by  Mr.  Windsor,  who 
was  next  called  on  by  the  president. 

Mr.  Windsor  expressed  his  appreciation  of  the  gift  in  his  honor  which  he 
said  he  felt  sure  was  given  because  of  deep  alTection  on  the  part  of  the  alumni 
for  the  LIniversity  and  the  Library  School  and  which  he  knew"  would  result  in 
great  good  to  the  School.  He  spoke  of  the  School's  professional  pride  in  the 
educational  significance  of  the  work  done  by  its  alumni  and  expressed  confidence 
that  the  ties  of  loyalty  between  the  alumni  and  the  School  would  be  strength- 
ened with  the  years.  What  might  have  been  a  feeling  of  sadness  at  his  last 
alumni  meeting  as  Director  was  changed  to  one  of  satisfaction  as  he  looked 
back  over  the  years  with  a  conviction  of  the  success  of  the  School's  work.  For, 
he  said,  if  the  alumni  are  successful,  that  work  has  been  immensely  successful. 
He  looked  forward  to  retirement  while  still  in  full  strength  and  able  to  enjoy 
life.  He  then  spoke  of  the  problem  with  which  the  LIniversity  had  been  con- 
fronted in  choosing  some  one  to  carry  on  the  work  of  the  School  and  said  he 
would  now  ask  the  president  of  the  Association  to  call  on  two  alumni  to  present 
greetings  to  the  new  Director,  Dr.  Carl  M.  White,  and  his  wife. 

Miss  Oldfather  first  called  on  Adam  Strohm,  librarian  of  the  Detroit  Public 
Library,  to  greet  Dr.  White  on  behalf  of  the  early  alumni.  Mr.  Strohm  ex- 
pressed the  belief  that  the  foundation  of  the  Library  School  had  been  well  and 
firmly  laid  and  said  he  would  not  presume  to  make  any  suggestions  or  demands, 
as  he  felt  sure  the  future  would  take  care  of  itself  by  safeguarding  the  past. 
He  stressed  the  importance  of  maintaining  a  consciousness  of  change  in  library 
service  and  of  preparedness  for  it,  and  mentioned  particularly  the  need  for 
training  for  special  phases  of  library  work,  such  as  social  sciences,  fine  arts, 
science,  and  adult  education.  "We  will  give  Illinois  our  good  will  in  the  future 
as  in  the  past,"  Mr.  Strohm  said.  "We  feel  our  new  director  will  be  a  worthy 
successor  and  go  forward  with  high  spirit,  and  our  alumni  will  give  generously 
of  themselves  in  his  support." 

Miss  Margaret  Hutchins,  assistant  professor  of  library  science  at  Columbia 
l^'uiversity,  was  the  next  speaker.  She  said  that  about  seven  jears  ago  she 
faced  a  certain  class  with  a  Ph.D.  in  it.  She  had  never  taught  a  Ph.D.  before 
and  felt  rather  nervous  about  it,  but  before  long  she  found  that  Dr.  White  was 
the  kind  of  student  who  would  appeal  to  an  instructor,  that  he  had  a  great 
capacity  and  willingness  to  learn,  combined  with  humility,  and  before  the 
semester  was  over,  she  had  earmarked  him  as  a  good  candidate  for  Illinois. 
She  felt  sure  he  had  the  (pialities  which  would  make  him  a  valuable  leader. 
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Air.  Windsor  then  presented  Mr.  White,  expressing  confidence  in  the  latter's 
ability  and  desire  to  conduct  the  affairs  of  the  Library  School  and  the  Library 
so  that  they  would  both  attain  new  heights  professionally. 

Mr.  White  said  in  response:  "I  am  conscious  of  the  considerable  challenge 
which  falls  on  my  shoulders.  I  am  not  a  speech  maker  but  it  gives  genuine 
pleasure  to  my  wife  and  me  to  think  of  joining  the  great  Illinois  family.  We 
have  many  friends  among  the  Illinois  alumni  and  we  have  always  felt  the  spirit 
of  the  Illinois  group  exerting  its  leadership  in  all  sections  of  the  country."  He 
paid  a  tribute  to  his  predecessor,  Mr.  Windsor,  who  he  said,  was  retiring 
from  a  post  he  had  made  distinguished  ;  that  it  was  true  of  Illinois  and  Dr. 
Windsor  that  "an  institution  is  the  length  and  shadow  of  a  man."  He  said  that 
he  would  begin  his  new  work  depending  on  the  cooperation  of  all  and  that 
though  he  was  taking  over  the  controls,  it  was  an  inspiration  to  feel  that  he 
would  have  the  support  of  the  old  pilot,  that  he  was  going  forward  with  the 
sincere  cooperation  of  his  comrades  in  the  great  adventure. 

Mr.  Windsor  then  asked  Mrs.  Windsor  to  present  Mrs.  White  to  the  alumni. 
Mrs.  Windsor  said  that  thirty  years  ago  when  they  arrived  at  Illinois,  they  had 
three  little  girls  of  their  own  and  found  a  staff  family  of  about  twenty; 
whereas  Mrs.  White  on  arriving  had  only  two  little  girls,  but  she  would  find 
a  staff  family  of  over  one  hundred.  She  gladly  welcomed  the  Whites  saying  she 
was  sure  they  would  feel  the  loyalty  of  the  akunni  as  they  themselves  had. 
She  added  that  she  and  Mr.  Windsor  were  not  yielding  their  own  places  but 
felt  that  the  Whites  would  make  a  place  for  themselves. 

The  report  of  the  nominating  committee  was  then  presented  and  the  follow- 
ing officers  were  elected:  President,  John  S.  Cleavinger ;  First  Vice-president, 
Winifred  Knapp ;  Second  Vice-president,  Dorothy  Hill;  Trustee  of  the  Endow- 
ment Fund,  Bertha  Schneider;    Secretary-Treasurer,  Josie  B.  Houchens. 

The  meeting  then  closed  and  was  followed  by  an  informal  reception  for 
Dr.  and  Mrs.  White  and  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Windsor.

MINUTES  OF  MEETING  OF  THE  UNIVERSITY  OF  ILLINOIS 
LIBRARY  SCHOOL   ASSOCIATION,   BOSTON,   MASSACHU- 
SETTS, JUNE  23,  1941  AT  THE   WOMEN'S  CITY  CLUB 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  the  President,  J.  S.  Cleavinger.  One 
hundred  and  forty-six  members  were  present.  As  the  local  program  committee 
had  arranged  that  the  members  attend  the  Pop  Concert  immediately  after  the 
dinner,  it  was  necessary  to  conduct  the  business  part  of  the  meeting  while 
dinner  was  being  served. 

The  minutes  of  the  last  meeting  were  not  ordered  read  as  they  were 
printed  in  full  in  the  News  Letter. 

In  the  absence  of  the  secretary-treasurer,  Josie  B.  Houchens,  the  treasurer's 
report  and  that  of  the  Windsor  Publication  Fund  account  were  read  by  the 
acting  secretary,  Anne  M.  Boyd.  At  the  request  of  the  President  a  brief 
resume  was  given  by  the  acting  secretary  of  the  meeting  of  the  executive  com- 
mittee held  June  22  in  the  Statler  Hotel. 

The  President,  being  also  the  chairman  of  the  Katharine  L.  Sharp  Schol- 
arship Fund  Committee,  read  the  report  of  this  committee. 

In  the  absence  of  Marie  Hostetter,  chairman,  the  report  of  the  Nominating 
Committee  was  read  by  the  President.  It  was  moved  that  the  report  be  accepted 
and  that  the  secretary  cast  the  ballots  of  the  members  for  the  candidates.  This 
was  vmanimously  passed.  The  following  officers  were  elected  for  next  year: 
President,  Mabel  L.  Conat ;  First  Vice-president,  Donald  W.  Kohlstedt ;  Sec- 
ond Vice-president,  Alilton  A.  Drescher ;  Secretary-treasurer,  Josie  B.  Houch- 
ens;   Trustee  of  the  Endowment  Fund  for  three  years,  1941-44,  J.  S.  Cleavinger. 

The  President  spoke  of  Miss  Houchens'  loyal  and  unstinting  service  as 
secretary-treasurer  to  the  Association.  The  Association  applauded  heartily  this 
expression   of   appreciation. 

As  there  was  no  further  business,  the  President  turned  over  the  meeting 
to  Mrs.  Helmer  Webb  whom  the  local  program  committee  had  invited  to  serve 
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as  touslniastcr  of  the  evening.  Mrs.  Webb  presented  Miss  Laura  R.  Gibbs, 
chairman  of  the  local  committee,  who  graciously  welcomed  the  Association  to 
New  England.

We  had  hoped  to  round  out  this  record  by  visits  in  the  Xew  England 
states  and  by  seeing  all  of  you  at  this  Alumni  dinner.  Not  to  be  there  is  a  real 
disappointment,  for  our  School  dinner  is  alwaj's  the  high  spot  of  the  conference 
for  us. 

Our  message  to  you,  then,  must  be  merely  the  warmest  of  friendly  greetings 
and  of  hearty  good  wishes  for  each  and  every  one,  and  we  bespeak  again  for 
our  successors,  the  Whites,  who  are  so  swiftly  making  their  own  place  in  the 
University,  the  same  friendly  loyalty  you  have  accorded  us  for  so  long. 

We  are  looking  forward  to  future  meetings.

llpon  his  retirement  in  the  summer  of  1940  Mr.  Windsor,  with  Mrs.

The  Northwest  offers  a  particular  attrac- 
tion to  Miss  Krieg  just  now  as  her  sister,  Clarice  Krieg,  '33,  has  this  fall  accepted 
a  position  in  Eugene,  Oregon. 

Seattle's  gain  of  an  experienced  and  highly  efficient  cataloger  is  Illinois' 
loss.  The  sincere  good  wishes  of  the  Library  School  faculty,  students,  and 
alumni  go  with  Miss  Krieg  to  the  new  position. 

LIBRARY  SCHOOL  NEWS 

In  September,  1940,  Dr.  Carl  M.  White,  formerly  librarian  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  North  Carolina,  became  Director  of  the  University  of  Illinois  Library 
and  Library  School.  Since  then  he  has  found  time,  in  spite  of  the  many  duties 
entailed  in  this  joint  position,  to  give  several  talks  before  regional  and  other 
library  groups.  This  fall  Dr.  White  has  taken  over  the  editorship  of  College 
and  Research  Libraries,  the  quarterly  publication  of  the  Association  of  College 
and  Reference  Libraries;  Dr.  Errett  Weir  McDiarmid,  Assistant  Professor  of 
Library  Science  is  the  associate  editor  of  this  publication.  Recently  Dr.  White 
was  appointed  consultant  to  the  Library  Service  Division  of  the  Tennessee 
Valley  Authority. 

Rose  B.  Phelps,  wlio  has  been  on  leave  of  absence  during  the  first 
semester,  1941-42,  to  continue  work  toward  her  Ph.D.  degree  at  Chicago  Univer- 
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sity  will  resume  her  teaching  at  the  University  of  Illinois,  in  February,  1942. 
During  Miss  Phelps'  absence,  Gwladys  Spencer,  who  received  her  degree  from 
the  Chicago  Graduate  Library  School,  has  charge  of  her  classes. 

Courses  for  the  teacher-lil^rarian  are  being  taught  for  the  first  time  in 
the  regular  school  year  by  Miss  Alice  M.  Lohrer,  B.S.  in  L.  S.  University 
of  Illinois,  formerly  librarian  of  the  Hinsdale,  Illint)is,  High  School.  The  back- 
ground for  this  course  was  laid  in  October,  1940,  when  Dr.  White  and  Dean 
Thomas  E.  Benner  of  the  College  of  Education,  appointed  a  joint  committee 
from  the  faculties  of  the  two  schools  to  study  the  relation  of  the  University 
of  Illinois  to  the  problem  of  the  training  of  the  teacher-librarian.  As  a  result  of 
the  recommendations  of  the  committee,  a  well  rounded  program  in  Library 
Science  for  teacher-librarians  was  first  offered  on  an  undergraduate  basis, 
during  the  summer  session  of  1941 ;  the  instructors  were  ]\Iiss  Lura  E.  Craw- 
ford, B.S.  in  L.  S.  University  of  Illinois,  librarian  of  Gage  Park  High  School, 
Chicago,  and  Aliss  Ada  Mae  Wood,  B.S.  in  L.  S.  Columbia  University,  librarian 
of  Lake  Forest,  Illinois,  Public  Schools. 

Alumni  will  doubtless  be  happy  to  learn  tiiat  in  September,  1941,  a  full 
time  lil)rarian  was  for  the  first  time  assigned  to  the  library  of  Library 
School.  This  position  is  being  filled  by  Miss  Frances  E.  Hammitt,  formerly 
assistant  librarian  and  instructor  in  library  science  at  F'ennsylvania  State  Teach- 
ers College,  Kutztown,  Pennsylvania.  Miss  Hammitt  is  a  graduate  of  the  School 
of  Library  Service,  Columbia  Universit)^  and  has  a  master  of  arts  degree  in 
political  science   from  the  L  niversitj-  of  Cincinnati. 

Prior  to  the  creation  of  this  new  position  the  collection  had  suffered  from 
the  fact  that  the  various  Library  School  assistants  assigned  to  the  task  had  been 
unable  to  devote  sufficient  time  to  keeping  records  complete  and  accurate, 
attending  to  the  binding,  and  especially  to  the  selection  of  material.  Now  that 
departmental  librarj-  status  has  been  attained,  with  the  full  time  librarian  in 
charge,  it  will  be  possible  to  maintain  a  well-rounded,  live  collection  of  profes- 
sional literature  which  will  be  more  readily  accessible  to  faculty,  students,  and 
staff  members. 

KATHARINE  L.  SHARP  SCHOLARSHIP 

The  Katharine  L.  Sharp  Scholarship  for  1941-42  was  awarded  to  Katharine 
Louise  Kinder,  A.B.,  Miami  University,  who  received  the  degree  of  B.S.  in 
L.  S.  from  Columbia  University  School  of  Library  Service  in  1936.  Miss  Kinder, 
whose  home  is  Rockford,  Ohio,  is  on  leave  of  absence  from  Williston  Alemorial 
Library,  Mt.  Holyoke  College  where  she  has  been  head  of  the  circulation  depart- 
ment and  readers'  adviser  since  June,  1938.  The  general  subject  of  her  research 
at  the  Universitj^  of  Illinois  is  the  rate  of  promotion  among  library  workers.

Nellie  E.  Parham,  1897-99,  who  had  been  lil)rarian  of  tiie  Bloomington, 
Illinois,   Withers    Public   Library,   for   forty   years,   retired   Oct.    1,   1940.    Of 
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Miss  I'arliam,  wlio  was  one  of  the  outstanding  library  leaders  of  Illinois, 
the   Hlooniington  Pantagraph  said  in  its  editorial  columns: 

"Miss  Nellie  E.  Parham  has  achieved  a  notable  record — one  without 
parallel — in  the  cultural  life  of  l^loomington  ....  she  has  served  through 
all  these  years  as  a  sympathetic  counsellor  of  this  community,  including 
youtiis  and  adults,  in  their  reading  habits  ....  Miss  Parham  is  a  great 
librarian,  and  beyond  that  a  broad  minded,  helpful  member  of  the  com- 
munity. In  her  coming  retirement  she  will  carry  the  appreciation  of  every 
citizen." 

Renee  B.  Stern,  1897-98,  died  in  Philadelphia,  Pennsylvania,  May  19, 
1940.  Miss  Stern  was  at  one  time  on  the  staff  of  tlie  Chicago  Public  Library, 
and  was  known  as  an  editor,  writer,  and  lecturer. 

Ida  May  Ingles,  1900-01,  retired  in  June,  1940,  from  her  position  as 
librarian  of  the  Omaiia,  Nebraska,  Technical  High  School.  Miss  Ingles 
may  be  addressed  at  1029  Park  Avenue,  Omaha,  Nebraska. 

Adam  Strohm,  P>.L.S.'00,  retired  on  July  1,  1941  as  librarian  of  the 
Detroit,  Micliigan,  Public  Library,  a  position  in  which  he  has  served  since 
1913.  Mr.  Strolim  has  held  many  positions  of  professional  importance, 
including  the  presidency  of  tlie  American  Library  Association  in  1930-31. 
On  June  12,  1941,  he  was  awarded  the  honorary  degree  of  Doctor  of  Letters 
by  Wayne  University  at  its  annual  commencement  exercises  at  Olympia 
Stadium,  Detroit.  In  conferring  the  degree,  Frank  Cody,  president  of  the 
University  and  superintendent  of  schools  in  Detroit,  read  the  following 
citation:  "Working  with  self-effacing  modesty,  he  has  dedicated  thirty  years 
of  his  life  to  the  development  of  a  great  cultural  center  in  the  city.  He  has 
supervised  the  erection  of  a  magnificent  building  to  house  a  distinguished 
collection  of  books;  he  has  encouraged  the  establishment  and  expansion  of 
specialized  services;  he  has  brought  together  a  highly  trained  staff  that  are 
bound  to  him  by  deepest  ties  of  respect  and  affection.  This  University  has 
been  implemented  in  its  development  by  the  farsighted  cooperation  and 
counsel  he  has  rendered.  In  appreciation,  as  he  comes  to  his  year  of  retire- 
ment, we  recognized  the  quiet  dignity,  the  scholarly  accomplishment,  and 
the  cultural  contribution  of  this  good  friend  and  colleague."  Mr.  and  Mrs.

Elizabeth  M.  Davenport,  B.S.'40,  resigned  her  position  as  secretary  in 
the  Catalogue  Division  of  the  Library  of  Congress,  Washington,  D.C.,  to 
sail  for  Cape  Town,  South  Africa,  where  she  was  married  to  Basil  Wrigley 
Wilson  on  February  27,  1941.  In  an  interesting  letter  Mrs.  Wilson  tells 
of  their  motor  trip  along  the  Indian  Ocean  to  their  new  home  in  Johannes- 
burg.   Of  libraries  in  South  Africa  she  writes: 

"Undoubtedly  you'll  be  interested  in  a  bit  of  first-hand  information, 
however  trustworthy  it  may  be,  about  libraries,  but  the  Johannesburg  Pub- 
lic Library  is  the  only  free  one,  and  that  for  only  a  year  and  a  half.  One 
afternoon  I  barged  into  the  librarian's  office,  and  had  a  nice  chat  with  Mr. 
Kennedy,  the  librarian,  who  had  Miss  Smith,  a  cataloger,  show  me  around 
the  building,  about  8  years  old,  with  an  African  museum  and  geological 
exhibition  on  the  top  floor.  In  their  reference  collection  were  many  books 
we'd  studied  at  Illinois— including  the  latest  W.  P.  A.  State  Guides.  The 
books  on  open  shelves  in  the  main  reading  room  were  classified  according 
to  Dewey,  and  the  first  3  letters  of  the  autiior's  name,  with  a  classified 
catalog,  and  an  author  and  the  title  catalog  separate — a  rather  unsatisfac- 
tory arrangement.  The  children's  department  and  the  municipal  reference 
department  were  in  separate  rooms,  as  well  as  committee  rooms,  staflF 
room  where  tea  was  served  at  11  and  3:30,  music  room,  study  rooms,  large 
lecture  room  and  a  library  theater.  At  present  they're  collecting  books  for 
the  troops,  and  last  December  opened  up  their  first  native  libraries.  On 
another  day  Mr.  Kennedy  invited  me  to  lunch  with  Miss  Smith,  Mr.  John- 
son, a  young  American  from  Springfield,  Massachusetts,  in  charge  of  the 
native  libraries,  and  himself.  That  afternoon  we  inspected  a  bookmobile 
in  action  in  the  suburbs  and  the  native  libraries.  Mr.  Johnson  went  to 
Moody  Bible  Institute,  then  went  out  to  Africa  to  do  Sunday  School  work, 
which  dissolved  when  war  broke  out.  Mr.  Kennedy  put  him  in  charge  of 
these  branches  because  he  knew  how  to  work  with  natives  and  was  sympa- 
thetic towards  them,  not  because  he  knew  anything  about  libraries,  ilr. 
Kennedy  had  previously  been  in  London  libraries  and  toured  the  States  in 
1938  to  study  branch  libraries.  He  modestly  attributes  his  ability  to  get 
more  out  of  the  City  Council  for  the  library  budget  than  he  asks  for  to 
tips  he  was  given  in  the  States.  The  other  library  I  visited  was  the  Wit- 
watersrand  University  Library  in  the  city,  where  I  had  tea  one  afternoon 
with  Mr.  Freer,  the  librarian — a  thing  I'd  never  dream  of  in  the  States! 
He  too  had  visited  our  libraries  on  a  Carnegie  grant  at  the  turn  of  the 
30's,  to  get  an  idea  of  library  architecture,  as  their  old  library  had  burned. 
They  go  according  to  L.  C.  cataloging  and  classifying  rules,  and  find  it  con- 
venient to  order  from  L.  C.  sheets,  because  the  books  and  cards  arrive 
about  the  same  time.    Both  libraries  find  it  cheaper  to  have  their  books  sent 
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to  England  to  be  rebound,  than  to  have  tliem  done  in  South  Africa.  Miss 
Hartman,  assistant  to  Mr.  Freer,  had  also  toured  America  and  Canada.  Mr. 
Freer  is  revising  the  1927  list  of  scientific  periodicals  in  the  country,  a  partic- 
ularly valuable  piece  of  work  because  inining  is  so  iinportant  here.  Leaders 
in  the  library  field  are  shifting  their  gaze  from  England  to  the  States  as  a 
pattern  to  follow,  but  this  is  still  a  new  country  and  has  a  long  way  to  go. 
Books  are  expensive,  even  though  there  isn't  any  duty  on  them.  Craven's 
Art  Masterpieces  costs  approximately  17  dollars  in  book  shops  here.  It's 
much  cheaper  to  wait  for  Colonial  editions  published  in  England  of  Ameri- 
can best  sellers,  than  to  buy  an  American  edition. 

"Illinois  is  very  dear  to  the  hearts  of  both  Basil  and  myself,  and  we'd 
be  pleased  to  hear  from  any  of  you.  We're  planning  very  strongly  on  a  trip 
back  after  the  war.   "Cheerio"  from  south  of  the  line,

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ERRETT  WEIR  McDIARMID  has  been  offered  the  posi- 
f  Assistant  Director  of  the  University  of  IlHnois  Library 
School  and  President  A.  C.  Willard  has  approved  the  appoint- 
ment, which  is  to  become  effective  September  1,  1942.  The  Assistant 
Director  will  succeed  Miss 
Amelia  Krieg,  who  resigned  the 
first  of  this  year  to  become  head 
of  the  Catalog  Department  of 
the  Seattle  Public  Library. 

Dr.  McDiarmid  is  a  graduate 
of  Texas  Christian  University 
with  the  class  of  1929.  The  fol- 
lowing year  he  received  his  A.M. 
from  the  same  institution.  In 
1931  Emory  University  granted 
him  a  B.A.  in  Library  Science. 
He  also  holds  a  Doctor  of  Phi- 
losophy degree  from  the  Univer- 
sity of  Chicago,  awarded  in 
1934.  From  1934  to  1937  he  was 
librarian  of  Baylor  University, 
joining  the  staff  of  the  Univer- 
sity of  Illinois  Library  School 
in  1937.  As  Assistant  Professor 
he  has  been  in  charge  of  classes 
in  library  administration,  and 
during  the  past  semester  has 
headed  the  school's  committee 
on   instruction.     From   March    1  ^ 
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to    September     1,     1941,    Dr.    MC-  Named  Assistant  Director 
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Diarmid  was  on  leave  of  absence  from  the  University  to  make  a 
study  of  administrative  organization  in  American  public  libraries, 
under  a  grant  from  the  Carnegie  Corporation.  The  results  of  this 
study  will  be  published  shortly.  The  American  Library  Association 
published  his  book,  The  Library  Survey,  in  1940.  Dr.  McDiarmid  is 
Managing  Editor  of  College  and  Research  Libraries.  His  work  with 
various  committees  of  the  A.L.A.  has  given  him  a  wide  acquaintance 
with  those  in  the  profession  which,  coupled  with  his  demonstrated 
research  ability,  make  him  an  admirable  choice  to  assist  Director  Carl 
M.  White  in  steering  the  work  of  the  Illinois  Library  School  in  so 
critical  a  period.  The  new  Assistant  Director  is  married  and  has  a 
small  daughter,  aged  three. 

"I  think  the  Library  School  will  be  indeed  fortunate  if  it  can  secure 
the  services  of  Dr.  McDiarmid  as  Assistant  Director,"  wrote  Miss 
Mabel  L.  Conat,  President  of  the  University  of  Illinois  Library 
School  Alumni  Association,  on  hearing  of  the  possibility  of  Dr. 
McDiarmid's  appointment.  "Dr.  McDiarmid  is  a  young  man  of  high 
standards  of  scholarship  and  professional  attainment  who  has  already 
made  significant  contributions  to  his  profession.  Endowed  as  he  is 
with  considerable  research  ability  and  with  his  experience  in  scholarly 
fields,  he  would  seem  to  me  to  be  a  happy  choice  for  the  appointment 
as  Assistant  Director." 

From  the  President  of  the  American  Library  Association,  Charles 
H.  Brown,  Librarian  of  Iowa  State  College  at  Ames,  Iowa,  comes  the 
following  estimate  of  the  new  Assistant  Director:  ''For  three  years 
I  have  worked  with  Dr.  McDiarmid,  who  was  first  a  member  of  the 
A.L.A.  Third  Activities  Committee  and  later  Chairman  of  the  A.L.A. 
Committee  on  Constitution  and  By-Laws.  My  opinion  of  him  has 
steadily  risen.  His  help  and  advice  have  been  invaluable  to  me  as  Presi- 
dent of  the  American  Library  Association.  In  view  of  his  proved 
ability  in  research,  in  view  of  his  sound  common  sense,  I  believe  he 
should  make  an  admirable  head  of  any  library  school." 

Dean  R.  D.  Carmichael  of  the  University  of  Illinois  Graduate 
School  comments  enthusiastically,  saying:  "In  personality,  in  profes- 
sional training  and  experience,  and  in  the  successful  pursuit  of  schol- 
arly investigation,  Professor  E.  W.  McDiarmid  is  a  colleague  with 
whom  it  is  a  pleasure  to  be  associated.  He  is  mature  enough  for 
responsibility  and  is  young  enough  to  permit  the  expectation  of  highly 
useful  service  as  Assistant  Director  of  the  Library  School." 

Miss  Frances  Simpson,  Assistant  Director,  Emerita,  expressed 
pleasure  over  the  appointment  in  saying,  "It  was  with  real  satisfaction 
that  I  learned  recently  of  the  selection  of  Dr.  Errett  Weir  McDiarmid 
as  Assistant  Director  of  the  Library  School.  Dr.  McDiarmid  is  no 
stranger  to  us  since  he  is  completing  a  fifth  successful  year  on  our 
faculty,  and  also,  since  the  first  of  January,  has  shared  with  Miss  Bo}d 
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the  duties  of  the  office  which  he  is  about  to  take  over.  The  Library 
School  and  the  University  are  to  be  congratulated  upon  Dr.  Mc- 
Diarmid's  appointment.  As  one  w^ho  knows  from  her  own  experience 
something  about  this  office,  may  I  venture  to  congratulate  'Mac'  on  the 
interesting  work  which  lies  before  him." 

"Because  of  his  ability,  his  gracious  manners,  and  his  excellent 
work  in  the  field  of  Library  Science,  he  has  earned  the  confidence  of 
his  colleagues  in  the  Library  School  and  in  the  other  Colleges  and 
Schools  on  the  Urbana  Campus,"  writes  Director  Coleman  R.  Griffith 
of  the  Bureau  of  Institutional  Research  of  the  University  of  Illinois.

-  1942  Summer  Session  Program 

The  University  of  Illinois  has  adopted  a  twelve  week  summer  term  for 
1942.  There  will  be  two  terms  of  six  weeks  each,  the  first  beginning  June 
-  8,  and  the  second  beginning  July  20  and  ending  August  29.  The  Library 
School  will  conform  to  the  general  university  policy  and  in  addition  to  the 
two  terms  will  hold  an  institute  for  librarians  of  public  libraries  on 
August  5,  6,  and  7. 

The  program  has  been  planned  after  a  careful  study  of  present  library 
conditions  and  in  view  of  the  increasing  need  for  professionally  educated 
librarians.  Alumni  will  doubtless  be  interested  in  the  following  announce- 
.    ment  being  made  by  the  school. 

The  University  of  Illinois  Library  School  announces  an  accelerated 
summer  session  program  for  1942.   Courses  will  be  ofifered: 

1)  For  undergraduates  interested  in  teaching  or  in  positions  as  teacher- 
librarians,  permitting  total  credits  of  up  to  eleven  semester  hours. 

2)  For  first  year  Library  School  students  leading  to  the  degree  of  B.S. 
in  Library  Science. 

a)  New  students  and  students  with  7  to  8  hours  of  credit  may  earn  up  to 
12  semester  hours  of  credit  in  1942  and  secure  the  degree  by  attendance  in  a 
total  of  three  summers. 
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b)  Students  with  15  to  16  hours  of  credit  may  complete  the  work  for  the 
degree  by  attendance  in  both   1942  summer  terms. 

c)  Students  with  22  to  23  hours  of  credit  may  secure  the  degree  by  attend- 
ance during  the  second  six  weeks  term. 

3)  For  advanced  first  year  students  and  students  in  the  second  year's 
program  leading  to  the  Master's  degree.  By  attendance  in  both  six  weeks 
terms  a  total  of  three  units  of  graduate  credit  may  be  earned,  making  it 
possible  to  secure  the  Master's  degree  in  three  summers. 

Institute  for  Librarians  of  Public  Libraries 

A  three-day  institute  for  librarians  and  staff  members  of  public  libraries 
will  be  held  August  5,  6,  and  7.  Recent  developments  in  public  library 
practice  will  be  the  subject  of  the  Institute.  Special  attention  will  be 
given  to  the  activities  of  public  libraries  in  time  of  war.  Rooms  will  be 
available  at  about  $1.00  per  day  and  meals  should  cost  from  $1.00  to  $1.50 
per  day.   No  admission  fee  will  be  charged.

Recruiting  of  Library  School  Students 

From  all  sides  come  indications  of  a  possible  shortage  of  professionally 
educated  librarians  within  the  near  future.    One  estimate  places  the  pos- 
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sible  shortage  as  high  as  1000-1200.  Whatever  the  exact  figure  may  be 
it  seems  clearer  than  ever  that  the  University  of  Illinois  Library  School 
has  a  real  opportunity  to  make  an  important  contribution  to  the  welfare 
of  the  country. 

While  more  and  more  requests  are  continually  coming  in  for  librarians 
with  all  types  of  background,  there  are  certain  more  immediate  shortages. 
As  might  be  expected  the  demand  for  librarians  with  scientific  and  tech- 
nical backgrounds  is  much  greater  than  the  supply.  With  closer  relations 
developing  between  the  United  States  and  Latin  America,  the  need  for 
librarians  who  can  converse  easily  and  fluently  in  Spanish  is  great.  Re- 
ports from  the  American  Library  Association's  Committee  on  Library 
Cooperation  with  Latin  America  call  attention  to  several  positions  which 
it  has  been  difficult  to  fill  with  properly  qualified  American  librarians  who 
can  speak  Spanish  or  Portuguese.  More  and  more  requests  for  librarians  em- 
phasize the  importance  of  forcefulness,  leadership,  and  personable  qualities. 

In  recognition  of  the  need  for  well-educated  librarians  the  Library 
School  has  adopted  an  accelerated  summer  session  program.  In  addition 
the  School  proposes  to  call  to  the  attention  of  qualified  college  graduates 
the  fine  opportunities  now  emerging.  Alumni  of  the  School  have  always 
been  devoted  agents  in  recruiting,  and  now  more  than  ever  can  make  a 
contribution  to  the  School  and  to  the  profession.  But  if  success  is  to  be 
attained  a  positive  rather  than  a  neutral  attitude  is  needed.  That  is,  each 
alumnus  should  regard  himself  or  herself  as  a  committee  of  one  to  discover 
young  persons  who  give  promise  of  success  in  librarianship,  and  call  to 
the  attention  of  these  young  people  the  opportunities  ahead.  The  School 
will  be  grateful  for  suggestions  or  names  of  persons  who  might  be  inter- 
ested, and  who  might  appreciate  a  direct  word,  or  further  information. 


The  Placement  Situation 

Miss  Anne  M.  Boyd,  Chairman  of  the  Library  School  Placement  Commit- 
tee reports  on  the  employment  situation  as  follows: 

"The  placement  picture  presents  both  an  encouraging  and  a  discourag- 
ing aspect.  Encouraging,  because  the  prospects  are  very  good  for  de- 
sirable positions  for  every  graduate  in  the  first  year  class  due  to  a  larger 
number  of  positions  and  to  a  smaller  number  of  graduates  than  for  some 
years  past.  Salaries  range  from  $1200  to  $1500,  depending  upon  experience. 
Discouraging — despite  A.L.A.  predictions  of  a  shortage  of  1500  trained 
librarians — because  there  are  few  notices  coming  to  the  School  of  positions 
offering  $1800  or  more.  Since  most  of  the  Alumni  who  want  to  change 
positions  are  in  this  group,  in  addition  to  our  graduate  school  students, 
there  may  be  disappointments  in  store  for  many.  Colleges  and  universities, 
especially,  are  having  to  cut  salaries,  to  eliminate  positions,  or  not  to  fill 
them,  because  funds  have  greatly  shrunk  in  the  past  few  months  due  to 
decreased  enrollment  and  to  new  and  expanded  programs." 
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During  the  second  semester  of  the  current  academic  year  the  Library 
School  imder  Director  Carl  ^l.  White  has  been  in  charge  of  two  com- 
mittees. Placement  work  has  been  handled  by  a  committee  composed  of 
Miss  Anne  M.  Boyd,  chairman,  and  ^liss  Marie  Hostettcr,  Miss  Rose 
Phelps.  Miss  Mary  Kinney,  and  Miss  Frances  Hammitt.  The  Instruction 
Committee  in  charge  of  applications,  schedules,  curricular  changes,  peti- 
tions and  student  relations  has  been  in  the  hands  of  a  committee  headed 
by  Dr.  McDiarmid,  other  members  being  Miss  Ethel  Bond,  Miss  Alice 
Lohrer,  Miss  Mildred  Singleton,  and  Miss  Gwladys  Spencer. 

Changes  in  the  Second  Year  Program 

During  the  current  year  the  faculty  has  been  giving  considerable  study  to 
strengthening  the  second  year  program  leading  to  the  Master's  degree. 
Several  faculty  meetings  have  been  devoted  largely  to  this  program.  At  a 
recent  meeting  two  plans  of  study  were  adopted.  Under  one  plan  the  stu- 
dent follows  the  usual  program  of  work  which  culminates  in  the  writing 
of  a  thesis  involving  investigation  and  research.  A  second  plan  has  been 
provided  for  those  students  who  need  advanced  study  more  than  expe- 
rience in  research.  Under  this  plan  students  will  devote  more  time  to 
subjects,  both  in  the  Library  School  and  in  other  departments  of  the  Uni- 
versity, and  will  substitute  for  the  thesis  a  paper  or  essay  dealing  with 
their  major  field  of  interest.  Work  in  other  departments  of  the  University 
will  be  correlated  with  the  work  in  the  Library  School.  Under  both  plans, 
each  student  will  work  closely  with  a  faculty  adviser,  best  qualified  to  aid 
him  in  his  chosen  field  of  interest. 

Considerable  thought  has  also  been  given  to  specific  courses,  need  to 
provide  a  wider  variety,  and  balance  of  offerings  at  the  second  year  level. 
Final  decision  has  had  to  await  the  settling  of  certain  budgetary  questions, 
which  because  of  war  conditions  are  particularly  difficult  to  resolve.  It 
appears  safe  to  predict,  however,  that  the  1942-43  offerings  will  take  a 
long  step  toward  filling  some  of  the  present  gaps. 

Katharine  L.  Shatp  Scholarship  Award 

The  Katharine  L.  Sharp  Scholarship  has  been  awarded  to  Agnes  Lytton 
Reagan.  Miss  Reagan  is  assistant,  Agnes  Scott  College  Library,  Decatur, 
Georgia.  She  received  her  A.B.  degree  from  the  University  of  Arkansas 
in  1935,  her  M.A.  degree  from  Emory  University,  1936,  and  her  B.A.  in 
L.S.  also  from  Emory  in  1939. 

After  the  applications  were  carefully  studied  by  all  the  Library  School 
faculty  members,  oMiss  Reagan's  name  was  recommended  to  the  Graduate 
School  of  the  University  of  Illinois.  She  will  begin  her  work  at  Illinois  in 
September,  1942. 
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The  Spring  Inspection  Trip 

The  1942  inspection  trip  began  April  6  and  ended  April  10.  Although  all 
students  went  to  the  Chicago  area,  two  slightly  different  itineraries  were 
planned,  one  for  students  primarily  interested  in  college  and  university 
library  work,  and  one  for  students  primarily  interested  in  school  and  public 
library  work.  All  students  visited  the  Evanston  Public  Library,  the  Chi- 
cago Public  Library,  Northwestern  University  Library,  the  American 
Library  Association,  and  various  other  institutions.  The  "college"  group 
visited  Illinois  State  Normal  University,  LaSalle-Peru  Township  High 
School  and  Junior  College,  and  Rockford  College  Library.  The  "school 
and  public"  group  visited  Hinsdale  Township  High  School,  Lyons  Town- 
ship High  School  and  Junior  College,  La  Grange.  River  Forest  Public 
Library,  Oak  Park  Public  Library,  and  New  Trier  Township  High  School, 
Winnetka. 

The  trip  this  year  was  in  charge  of  Miss  Marie  M.  Hostetter  and 
Miss  Mary  R.  Kinney.  Director  White  accompanied  the  group  for  the 
first  few  days.

Z'  ][■  NHE  general  committee  appointed  by  the  Illinois  Library  School 
Association  for  planning  a  program  marking  the  fiftieth  anni- 
versary of  the  school  met  in  Milwaukee  June  24,  1942.  The 
members  of  that  committee  are  Phineas  L.  Windsor,  Errett  W. 
]\IcDiarmid,  Frances  Simpson,  Josie  Houchens,  Helen  Crane,  Grace 
Derby,  Margaret  Hutchins,  Ruth  Krueger,  Margaret  Old  father,  Ida 
Wright,  Paul  Dunkin,  Metella  W'illiams.  and  Ida  Tod,  chairman. 

As  the  University  of  Illinois  is  planning  to  celebrate  the  seventy- 
fifth  anniversary  of  its  founding  on  March  2,  1943,  our  committee 
decided  to  celebrate  our  fiftieth  anniversary  on  the  same  date,  thus 
making  it  a  double  celebration  for  the  Library  School.  Our  tentative 
plans  provide  for  a  one-day  meeting  ending  with  a  reception  or  dinner 
in  the  Illini  L^nion.  \\'e  hope  many  of  you  can  arrange  to  be  with  us 
in  Urbana  at  that  time. 

Because  of  conditions  due  to  the  war.  Professor  T.  C.  Pease, 
chairman  of  the  L'niversity  committee,  informed  us  that  their  program 
will  be  limited  to  the  holding  of  a  L'niversity  convocation  and  to  the 
publication  of  the  history  of  the  University  which  is  near  completion. 

It  was  agreed  by  our  committee  that  a  history  of  the  Library  School 
would  be  a  valuable  contribution  to  our  program — not  that  it  could  be 
completed  by  March  2,  1943,  but  that  it  could  be  well  under  way  by 
then.  ^Ir.  Windsor  has  accepted  the  committee's  invitation  to  serve 
as  compiler  of  the  volume.  He  will  be  assisted  in  the  work  by  an 
editorial  committee. 

Most  of  the  historical  facts  for  that  history  will  be  found  in  the 
University  records,  but  the  committee  feels  that  much  of  interest  can 
be  contributed  bv  the  facultA"  and  students  who  were  connected  with 
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the  ScIkkjI  (luring  those  years.  Letters  have  been  sent  to  the  faculty, 
and  the  committee  hopes  to  reach  all  the  alumni  through  this  News 
Letter  and  the  state  committees. 

The  committee  has  divided  the  country  into  eight  geographical 
areas,  each  in  charge  of  a  member  of  the  general  committee  (see  list 
below).  A  state  committee  with  a  chairman  for  each  state  will  assist 
in  collecting  such  data  as  will  add  color  to  the  historv.  and  which  can 
be  used  as  source  material  for  it.  These  state  and  regional  groups  will 
be  useful  also  in  planning  community  or  state  celebrations,  if  desired, 
on  March  2,  1943,  or  some  time  later,  for  those  who  tind  it  impossible 
to  be  in  Urbana  on  that  date. 

Such  data  as  the  following  will  contribute  much  to  our  plan:  the 
Library  School  from  the  student  viewpoint ;  the  School  curriculum ; 
the  part  the  School  has  played  in  preparing  you  for  your  professional 
career  or  for  the  work  you  are  engaged  in  now ;  the  influence  the 
School  has  had  in  the  nation-wide  professional  development  and  aca- 
demic recognition  of  librarianship ;  its  contribution  to  librarianship  in 
foreign  fields ;  your  personal  reminiscences  of  school  days ;  and  letters, 
news  items,  class  and  individual  pictures,  snapshots,  and  biographical 
sketches  of  alumni,  both  foreign  and  American.  The  committee  would 
like  to  have  this  material  early,  at  least  by  January  1,  1943. 

If  you  have  group  or  regional  programs,  the  committee  will 
welcome  accounts  of  them,  the  alumni  in  attendance,  the  group  picture, 
any  newspaper  publicity  or  reports,  the  number  of  alumni  in  the  vari- 
ous libraries  represented,  etc.  This  material  may  be  sent  to  the  state 
chairman  as  soon  as  possible,  or  to  the  general  chairman,  Ida  Tod, 
908  West  Nevada  Street,  Urbana,  Illinois. 

The  general  committee  is  eager  to  have  personal  reminiscences  from 
as  many  former  students  as  possible  in  order  to  give  a  Jinman  interest 
touch  to  the  historical  narrative. 

The  committee  hereby  extends  a  cordial  invitation  to  all  alumni  to 
attend  the  celebration  in  Urbana.  No  individual  invitations  will  be 
issued  because  of  the  wartime  need  for  economy.

Illinois  Library  School  Association  Meeting 

Held  at  Milwaukee,  Wisconsin,  June  24,  1942 

The  dinner  meeting  of  the  Association  was  held  in  the  Crystal  Ball- 
room of  the  Schroeder  Hotel  with  Miss  ^label  L.  Conat,  President,  pre- 
siding. There  were  183  alumni  present.  Mr.  Donald  Kohlstedt,  \^ice-Presi- 
dent  of  the  Association,  called  the  roll  of  the  alumni  by  classes.  Miss 
Houchens,  Secretary-Treasurer  of  the  Association,  then  gave  the  Treas- 
urer's report.  She  reported  the  receipt  of  onl}^  $129  in  annual  membership 
payments  and  S125  in  life  membership  payments. 

!Miss  Bertha  Schneider,  representing  the  trustees  of  the  endowment 
fund  for  the  Katharine  L.  Sharp  scholarship,  then  gave  the  financial  re- 
port sent  by  ^Ir.  Cleavinger.  She  said  that  the  trustees  suggested  that  the 
sum  of  $300  be  taken  from  the  balance  of  the  scholarship  fund  now  on 
deposit  in  the  bank  for  the  purchase  of  U.  S.  defense  bonds,  series  E. 
This  was  unanimously  approved  by  the  Association.  She  then  made  the 
request  that  the  signature  of  the  Secretary-Treasurer,  Miss  Houchens,  be 
made  valid  for  the  withdrawal  of  funds  from  the  endowment  account.  At 
the  present  time  'Mr.  Cleavinger's  signature  is  the  only  one  authorized  for 
withdrawal.   A  motion  was  made  to  this  effect  and  carried. 

Miss  Conat  then  reported  on  the  discussion  of  the  Executive  Board 
meeting  concerning  the  Windsor  Publication  Fund.  She  said  they  had 
decided  to  appoint  two  committees.  The  first  committee  would  be  the  Edi- 
torial Committee  to  consider  publications.   The  members  of  this  Committee 
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would  be  appointed  for  five  years  with  a  rotating  membership.  The  Com- 
mittee appointed  was  to  consist  of  Mr.  Windsor,  Miss  Grace  England,  Mr. 
Everett  O.  Fontaine,  Miss  Anne  M.  Boyd  and  Mr.  Raymond  Shove.  The 
second  committee  would  be  financial,  to  control  and  administer  funds.  This 
Committee  was  to  consist  of  Mr.  Windsor,  Miss  Josie  B.  Houchens,  and 
Mrs.  Margaret  Williams  Jones.  It  was  moved  and  seconded  to  appoint 
the  committees  as  recommended  and  the  motion  was  carried  unanimously. 

Miss  Grace  England,  Librarian  of  the  Downtown  Library  of  Detroit 
and  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  the  Windsor  Publication  Fund  gave  a 
report  of  progress  under  the  following  three  heads: 

Finances.  The  fund  consists  of  $3,500  which  the  Committee  agreed 
is  not  to  be  regarded  as  a  permanent  fund  but  is  to  be  disbursed  in  a 
reasonable  time.  Both  principal  and  interest  may  be  used  if  necessary  but 
it  is  preferred  to  keep  it  as  a  revolving  fund. 

Policies.  The  purpose  is  to  encourage  the  publication  of  manuscripts 
as  memorials  to  Mr.  Windsor  and  to  reflect  credit  on  the  University  of 
Illinois  Library  School.  Preference  is  to  be  given  to  Illinois  graduates 
but  graduates  of  other  schools  are  not  to  be  excluded. 

Procedure.  Every  manuscript  is  to  be  examined  by  all  members.  A 
unanimous  decision  must  be  reached  if  by  mail,  or  a  majority  decision  if 
by  discussion.  All  publications  are  to  be  in  a  numbered  series.  No  decisions 
have  been  reached  yet  as  to  a  particular  publication.  The  Committee  will 
hold  in  strict  confidence  any  suggestions,  plans,  etc.,  which  may  be  sent  in. 

Miss  Ida  Tod,  Librarian  of  the  Education,  Philosophy  and  Psychology 
Library  of  the  University  of  Illinois  and  Chairman  of  the  Fiftieth  Anni- 
versary Committee,  gave  the  report  for  the  Committee.  The  Committee 
met  on  Wednesday,  June  24.  The  following  had  been  appointed  by  Miss 
Conat  as  members:  Miss  Tod,  Mr.  Windsor,  Miss  Simpson,  Dr.  Mc- 
Diarmid,  Miss  Houchens,  Miss  Hutchins,  Miss  Oldfather,  Mr.  Dunkin, 
Mr.  McComb,  Miss  Crane,  Miss  Derby,  Miss  Krueger  and  Miss  Wright. 
These  members  had  been  chosen  as  representing  all  sections  of  the  country 
and  both  old  and  recent  graduates.  Since  the  Fiftieth  Anniversary  of  the 
Library  School  occurs  in  the  same  year  as  the  Seventy-Fifth  Anniversary 
of  the  University  it  had  been  decided  to  plan  the  celebration  for  the  same 
time  and  to  accept  such  a  date  as  the  University  decided  on,  A  plea  was 
made  to  everyone  to  help  in  the  planning  of  the  celebration  and  in  making 
contributions  to  the  program  for  each  state  or  locality.  The  Committee 
felt  that  they  would  like  to  use  this  occasion  to  publish  a  history  of  the 
Library  School  which  should  include  contributions,  reminiscences,  evalua- 
tion of  the  School's  educational  program  and  influence  on  other  library 
schools  and  on  the  library  profession  in  the  United  States  and  other 
countries. 

Mr.  Ernest  Miller,  Head  of  the  Technology  Department  of  the  Detroit 
Public  Library,  gave  the  report  of  the  Nominating  Committee:  Miss  Willia 
K.  Garver,  Chairman,  Miss  Ruth  Hammond  and  Mr.  Miller.  They  proposed 
the  following  slate:  Miss  Dorothy  J.  Hill,  President;  ]Miss  Mary  Silver- 
thorn,  First  Vice-President;  Miss  Bon-Jean  White,  Second  Vice-President; 
Miss  Josie   B.  Houchens,   Secretary-Treasurer  and  Miss  Stella   G.  Trow- 
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bridge,  Trustee  of  the  Endowment  Fund.  The  above  named  ofificers  were 
approved  and  elected  unanimously. 

Miss  Dorothy  J.  Hill  of  the  National  Archives  in  Washington  and 
president  elect  was  then  introduced  and  spoke  briefly.  She  urged  that  a 
fitting  and  proper  celebration  of  the  anniversary  of  the  Library  School 
should  be  planned  and  that  the  organization  of  the  alumni  should  be 
stronger  and  more  compact.  She  proposed  to  accomplish  this  through  a 
better  organization  of  classes  and  through  regional  groups.  Miss  Silver- 
thorn  and  Miss  White  were  present  and  were  introduced.  Miss  Conat 
then  introduced  those  seated  at  the  speakers'  table.  Miss  Frances  Simpson, 
Assistant  Director  Emerita,  was  called  upon  to  speak  to  the  Association. 
She  gave  her  personal  greetings  to  her  old  friends,  spoke  briefly  of  her 
continued  interest  in  the  School  and  of  how  much  she  enjoyed  being 
present  at  the  dinner  and  seeing  so  many  of  her  former  students,  and  told 
some  amusing  anecdotes  connected  with  her  Florida  sojourn  which,  because 
of  a  broken  ankle,  could  hardly  be  called  a  vacation.  Dr.  Carl  M.  White, 
Director  of  the  School,  was  then  introduced  and  spoke  briefly  concerning 
the  present  situation  in  the  Library  profession.  He  said  there  is  and  will 
be  a  shortage  of  from  a  thousand  to  fifteen  hundred  trained  librarians  and 
that  there  were  only  thirty  library  schools  to  supply  this  demand,  that  the 
University  of  Illinois  had  had  a  decrease  in  enrollment  of  21%  over-all 
with  a  decrease  in  the  Graduate  School  of  18%  to  19%  and  the  College 
of  Law  27%.  He  told  of  the  accelerated  program  planned  for  the  summer 
school  whereby  students  may  receive  their  degrees  of  B.S.  in  L.S.  in  three 
summers  instead  of  four.  The  Library  program  would  be  in  two  six  weeks 
sessions  with  an  eight  weeks  session  planned  for  graduate  students  who 
had  started  on  the  old  plan.  He  said  the  placement  work  for  the  class  of 
1942  was  progressing  satisfactorily.  He  then  introduced  Dr.  Gwladys 
Spencer,  the  newly  appointed  Librarian  of  the  Education,  Philosophy  and 
Psychology  Library  who  will  also  continue  teaching  in  the  Library  School. 
Miss  Anne  M.  Boyd,  who  had  served  as  chairman  of  the  Placement  Com- 
mittee during  the  year;  Mrs.  Eunice  C.  Mohr,  who  with  Miss  Dorothy 
Black  had  served  as  editor  of  the  Neius  Letter;  and  Dr.  Errett  W.  Mc- 
Diarmid,  new  Assistant  Director  of  the  Library  School,  were  also  presented. 

Miss  Conat  then  introduced  Mr.  Herman  H.  Henkle,  Director  of  Sim- 
mons College  School  of  Library  Science  and  President  of  the  American 
Association  of  Library  Schools,  who  had  been  asked  to  speak  on  the  subject 
"Looking  Ahead  in  Education  for  Librarianship.''  He  said  that  there  was 
an  extensive  amount  of  thinking  being  done  about  problems  for  education 
for  librarianship  and  a  strong  effort  was  being  made  to  find  out  what  was 
wrong  with  the  present  program  of  instruction.  He  felt  that  while  there 
had  been  much  progress  in  a  number  of  schools  no  library  school  had 
reached  perfection.  He  called  attention  to  the  fact  that  there  was  a 
rapidly  decreasing  emphasis  on  skills  with  an  increase  in  emphasis  on 
objectives  and  principles,  and  that  he  felt  there  was  a  great  need  for  in- 
creasing the  emphasis  on  the  knowledge  of  books  and  giving  the  student 
more  chance   for  intensive  use  of  these  books. 

Miss  Conat  then  expressed  the  appreciation  of  the  Association  to  the 
local  committee,  which  consisted  of  Mr.  Milton  A.  Drescher  of  the  Science

Financial  Report  of  the  Trustees  for  the  Period  from 
June  7,  1941,  to  May  31,  1942 

During  the  period  an  addition  of  $100  was  made  to  the  principal  sum. 
Earnings  on  investments  were  $223.49.  It  should  be  noted  that  an  ad- 
ditional $100,  which  is  properly  a  part  of  the  income  for  the  present  annual 
interval,  was  received  before  the  closing  of  the  books  in  1941  and  therefore 
included  in  last  year's  report. 

After  consultation  with  the  officers  of  the  Association,  an  additional 
share  of  American  Telephone  and  Telegraph  stock  was  purchased  in 
July,  1941,  at  $161.23,  and  in  August  the  option  was  taken  up  to  purchase 
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one  debenture  at  $100.  This  is  the  only  change  made  in  the  investment 
of  the  Association's  funds  during  the  period.

Annual  Report  for  1942 

To  the  University  of  Illinois  Library  Club: 

The  agreement  drawn  up  by  this  Club  under  which  the  original  donors  made 
possible  the  establishment  of  the  Adah  Patton  Memorial  Fund,  provides  that  the 
Chairman  of  the  Board  shall  make  an  annual  report  to  the  Club  and  send  a 
copy  of  the  report  to  the  President  of  the  University. 

A  year  ago,  the  total  assets  of  the  Fund  amounted  to  $2810.77 ;  at  the  end 
of  the  present  report  year,  the  assets  had  increased  to  $2965.18.  These  amounts 
include  both  direct  contributions  to  the  Fund  and  accumulated  interest  earned 
on  investments  from  the  Fund.  Of  the  total  assets  belonging  to  the  Fund  on 
]\Iay  13,  1942,  $2237.22  represents  the  amount  of  direct  contributions,  and  $727.96 
represents  the  accumulated  interest. 

The  action  of  the  Club  establishing  the  Adah  Patton  Memorial  Fund  pro- 
vided that  the  income  from  the  Fund  should  be  expended  for  publishing  in  the 
general  field  of  library  science,  but  especially  in  cataloging,  classification,  and 
bibliography.  In  pursuance  of  this  purpose,  the  Board  has  given  its  attention 
to  the  selection  of  an  appropriate  contribution  in  the  field  of  library  science.  Of 
the  various  projects  studied  by  the  Board,  one  dealing  with  problems  of  uniform 
catalog  entries   for  anonymous  classics  has  been  looked  upon  as  especially  ap- 
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propriate  and  worth-while.  The  study  has  not  as  yet  been  completed,  however ; 
but  the  Board  still  hopes  that  it  may  be  finished  in  time  to  become  the  first 
publication  of  the  Adah  Patton  Memorial  Fund.

Library  School  Placement  Records 

The  cooperation  of  all  alumni  in  keeping  the  placement  records  of  the 
Library  School  up  to  date  is  especially  urged  during  this  period  when 
frequent  changes  in  positions  are  being  made.  The  importance  of  this 
both  for  the  individual's  own  good  and  from  the  point  of  view  of  his 
professional  obligations  is  illustrated  by  two  recent  incidents. 

In  the  first  case,  a  young  woman  recommended  as  a  circulation  assist- 
ant in  a  college  library,  a  type  of  work  for  which  she  had  asked  to  be  con- 
sidered, could  not  be  located  by  the  prospective  employer.  She  had  failed 
to  notify  the  School  of  the  address  where  she  had  taken  a  temporary 
position  and  so  lost  the  opportunity  of  securing  a  permanent  one. 

In  the  second  case  a  young  woman  had  asked  to  be  considered  for 
positions  at  the  salary  she  was  then  receiving  or  a  larger  one.  She  was 
recommended  for  three  such  positions.  The  School  later  learned,  through 
the  kindness  of  one  of  the  prospective  employers,  that  she  had  refused  at 
least  one  of  the  positions.  It  developed  that,  in  the  meantime,  the  young 
woman  had  received  a  salary  increase  in  her  present  position  which  caused 
her  to  be  no  longer  interested  in  a  change.  Her  failure  to  notify  the 
School  of  this,  however,  had  put  the  latter  in  the  position  of  recommending 
a  person  not  interested  in  the  positions. 

Promptness  is  desirable  in  informing  the   School: 

1.  When  a  new  position  is  accepted 

2.  When  any  change  occurs  in  one's  employment  status,  particularly 
aflfecting  one's  availability,  salary,  changes  in  type  of  work,  etc. 

This  is  especially  important  in  view  of  the  fact  that  during  the  coming- 
year  there  will  be  substantial  changes  in  the  nature  and  character  of  the 
placement  records. 

Katharine  L.  Sharp  Scholarship 

The  Katharine  L.  Sharp  Scholarship,  which  carries  a  stipend  of  S300 
and  exemption  from  tuition,  will  be  awarded  by  the  faculty  of  the  Univer- 
sity of  Illinois  Library  School  in  March,  1943.  The  award  is  made  for  the 
second  year  of  study  in  Library  Science.  Application  should  be  filed  with 
the  Director  of  the  School,  Dr.  Carl  M.  White,  Urbana,  Illinois,  before 
March  1.   Application  blanks  may  be  secured  upon  request. 

This  scholarship  was  endowed  in  1933  by  the  University  of  Illinois 
Library  School  Association  as  a  memorial  to  the  founder  of  the  Library 
School.  The  present  Katharine  L.  Sharp  scholar  is  Agnes  Reagan  who 
completed  her  first  year  of  Library  School  training  at  Emory  L'niversity 
Library  School,  Emory  University,  Georgia.    Since  1939  she  has  been  on 
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the  library  staff  at  Agnes  Scott  College,  Decatur,  Georgia.  Others  who 
have  held  this  scholarship  are  Lucy  B.  Foote,  head  cataloger,  Hill  Me- 
morial Library,  Louisiana  State  University,  University,  Louisiana;  Donald

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Summer  Session,  1942 

In  conformity  with  the  general  program  of  the  University  of  Illinois, 
the  Library  School  in  1942  offered  a  summer  session  of  two  six-weeks 
terms.  Under  this  program  students  who  needed  two  summers  to  complete 
their  requirements  for  the  degree  were  enabled  to  finish  in  1942  while 
new  students  who  stayed  for  the  entire  twelve  weeks  began  a  program 
which  would  make  it  possible  to  receive  the  B.S.  in  Library  Science  degree 
in  three  summer  sessions  instead  of  the  former  four  that  were  required. 
A  total  of  139  first-year  students  attended  during  the  summer  while  78  of 
these  attended  for  only  one  six-weeks  period.  This  summer's  graduating 
class  was  the  largest  in  the  summer  session  history  of  the  Library 
School,  56  students  completing  all  requirements  and  receiving  their  de- 
grees as  of  August,  194?. 

The  University  is  attempting  to  make  plans  for  its  summer  session 
earlier  this  year  than  last.  Better  preparations  for  the  1943  summer  session 
can  be  made  if  the  necessary  preliminary  action  can  be  out  of  the  way  in 
the  fall  instead  of  the  spring  as  was  necessary  because  of  Pearl  Harbor 
last  year. 

Institute  for  Public  Librarians 

The  first  Institute  sponsored  by  the  University  of  Illinois  Library 
School  was  held  on  August  5,  6,  and  7  with  the  cooperation  of  the  Illinois 
State  Library.  The  general  theme  of  the  Institute  was  "Recent  Develop- 
ments in  Public  Library  Service,"  and  consisted  of  lectures  and  discussions. 
Those  included  on  the  program  were:

The  meetings  were  held  in  the  Illini  Union  and  a  total  attendance  of 
85  was  recorded.  An  interesting  feature  of  the  Institute  was  an  exhibit  of 
public  library  publicity  collected  through  the  cooperation  of  the  Illinois 
State  Library  showing  examples  of  library  publicity  from  many  libraries 
in  the  state  of  Illinois.  Many  comments  received  since  the  Institute  have 
expressed  the  hope  that  it  may  be  continued  in  future  summers. 


Class  of  1943 

On  September  16,  1942,  the  Library  School  class  of  1942-43  gathered 
for  the  first  time  to  be  welcomed  to  Illinois  by  Director  Carl  M.  White. 
After  a  brief  orientation  program,  including  visits  to  the  University  of 
Illinois  libraries,  the  class  began  its  regular  work  which  will  culminate  in 
May,  1943,  with  receipt  of  the  degree  of  B.S.  in  Library  Science. 

As  was  expected  because  of  the  war,  the  1943  class  is  smaller  than  in 
previous  years.    A  total  of  44  first-year  students  are   registered  as  com- 
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pared  with  65  first-year  students  in  the  class  of  1942.    All  of  the  class  are 
women  with  one  exception. 

Enrollment  in  the  second-year  courses  has  also  declined  somewhat: 
32  students  are  enrolled  in  the  second-year  work  as  contrasted  with  35 
students  in  1941-42. 

Three -Semester  Plan  Adopted 

Just  as  the  News  Letter  was  going  to  press,  the  University  Senate  con- 
vened to  decide  whether  the  University  should  (1)  continue  the  twelve 
weeks  summer  session,  as  in  1942,  (2)  introduce  a  summer  semester  equal 
in  length  to  each  of  the  two  winter  semesters,  or  (3)  revert  to  our  usual 
system  of  two  semesters  and  an  eight-weeks  summer  session.  Earlier 
Senate  action  had  ruled  out  a  shift  to  a  four-quarter  system.  The  follow- 
ing plan  was  adopted  by  the  Senate  at  its  meeting  on  November  11.  The 
Library  School  will,  with  other  colleges  and  schools,  start  to  work  im- 
mediately on  details  of  a  program  for  the  summer  of  1943  on  the  basis  of 
this  decision: 

1.  That  beginning  in  June,  1943,  and  for  the  duration  of  the  war,  the 
basic  operation  of  the  University  shall  be  with  three  equal  semesters,  each 
semester  to  be  sixteen  weeks  in  length  (including  final  examinations),  and 
with  a  week's  interval  between  semesters  and  a  week's  vacation  at 
Christmas.  We  recommend  that  the  summer  session  begin  about  the  middle 
of  June,  as  being  a  time  which  will  make  it  possible  for  high  school  stu- 
dents from  Chicago  as  well  as  from  other  areas  to  enter. 

2.  That  a  summer  session  of  eight  weeks  shall  be  offered  to  run  con- 
currently with  the  first  half  of  the  summer  semester. 

3.  That  in  cases  of  University  divisions  or  departments  where  the 
operation  of  a  full  16-week  summer  semester  would  seem  to  be  unwise  or 
impracticable,  Schools  and  Colleges  may  recommend  to  the  Central  War 
Committee  that  instruction  in  specified  subjects  be  offered  only  in  the 
8-weeks  summer  session.  The  Central  War  Committee  shall  have  the  au- 
thority of  determining  procedure  in  these  cases,  in  the  light  of  local  con- 
ditions and  of  such  requirements  as  may  later  on  be  imposed  by  the  Army 
and  the  Navy.

versity  of  Illinois  Library  and  Library  School  have  advanced  along  the 
sound  lines  fostered  by  Director  P.  L.  Windsor  whom  he  succeeded 
upon  the  latter's  retirement  in  September  1940.  This  advancement  has 
been  indicated  in  the  preliminary  report  of  the  Survey  recently  made  at 
the  University  by  the  American  Council  on  Education,  which  credits  the 
library  with  improved  services  and  collections  in  the  past  decade.  Dr. 
White  was  one  of  the  few  executives  cited  in  the  Survey  of  Business 
Administration  and  Organization  of  the  University  of  Illinois  con- 
ducted by  the  firm  of  Booz,  Fry,  Allen  and  Hamilton,  as  doing  "notice- 
ably satisfactory  administrative"  work.  More  specifically  the  survey 
states  that  those  cited  are  "doing  an  excellent  job  of  planning  and 
establishing  objectives  and  an  excellent  job  of  directing  and  controlling 
their  own  efforts  and  those  of  their  subordinates  so  as  to  achieve  the 
objectives  established." 

Director  White  has  wide  professional  recognition  as  evidenced  by 
the  many  responsible  positions  he  now  holds,  such  as  the  chairmanship 
of  the  Policies  Committee  of  the  Association  of  College  and  Reference 
Libraries,  editorship  of  College  and  Research  Libraries  and  mem- 
bership on  the  Executive  Board  of  the  American  Library  Association. 
He  has  brought  to  the  profession  a  vision  of  librarianship  as  "a  career 
of  the  human  mind." 

Both  Mrs.  White  and  the  two  daughters,  Sherril  and  Caroline,  as 
well  as  Dr.  White,  have  made  many  friends  in  the  University  of  Illi- 
nois community  who  will  join  with  alumni.  Library  School  faculty, 
and  the  library  sta'ff  in  wishing  them  success  and  happiness  in  the  new 
position. 

Fiftieth  Anniversary  Celebration 

The  fiftieth  anniversary  of  the  Library  School  was  observed  on  the 
University  of  Illinois  campus  in  connection  with  the  seventy-fifth  anni- 
versary of  the  opening  of  the  University,  on  March  2,  1943,  at  a  dinner  in 
the  mini  Union.  The  affair  was  informal,  with  buffet  style  service  because 
of  the  shortage  of  student  waiters.  One  hundred  and  sixty-three  members 
of  the  Library  School  faculty  and  student  body.  Library  staff,  and  others 
attended,  including  twenty-four  alumni  from  out  of  town.

Library  School  News 

ASSISTANT  DIRECTOR  McDIARMID  RESIGNS 

The  resignation  of  E.  W.  McDiarmid,  assistant  director  of  the  Library 
School,  has  just  been  announced.  Dr.  McDiarmid  will  assume  his  new  post 
of  University  librarian  and  director  of  the  Division  of  Library  Instruction 
at  the  University  of  Minnesota  about  September  1,  1943. 

Dr.  McDiarmid  joined  the  Illinois  staff  as  associate  in  Library  Science 
in  1937.  In  1941  he  became  assistant  professor  and  the  following  year  was 
made  assistant  director  of  the  Library  School. 

In  going  to  Minnesota  Dr.  McDiarmid  assumes  the  directorship  of  a 
state  university  library  second  in  size  only  to  that  of  Illinois.  He  succeeds 
Frank  K.  Walter,  who  is  retiring  after  twenty-two  years  as  head  of  the 
Minnesota  library. 

Dr.  McDiarmid  is  the  author  of  The  Library  Survey,  published  by  the 
American  Library  Association  in  1940,  and  has  collaborated  in  various 
other  professional  publications.  His  recently  completed  study,  Public  Li- 
brary Administration,  is  to  be  published  shortly  as  the  third  volume  of  the 
University  of  Illinois  Contributions  to  Librariansliip.  He  has  been  associate 
editor  since  1941  of  College  and  Research  Libraries  and  has  contributed  to 
many  professional  periodicals.  He  serves  as  chairman  of  the  A.L.A.  Consti- 
tution and  By-Laws  Committee. 

During  his  short  time  as  assistant  director.  Dr.  McDiarmid  has  made 
an  intensive  study  of  the  Library  School  curriculum  and  of  the  problems 
of  placement.  As  a  result  of  the  latter  he  has  inaugurated  a  new  scientific 
system  of  records. 

To  quote  Director  White:  "Illinois  has  been  Dr.  McDiarmid's  proving 
ground.  He  has  come  through  magnificently  and  this  step  forward  is  fitting 
recognition  of  that  fact.  Illinois  is  proud  to  have  had  a  part  in  his  career." 

The  good  wishes  of  the  Library  School  faculty,  the  Library  staff,  and 
alumni  go  with  Dr.  McDiarmid  and  his  family  to  Minnesota. 
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FACULTY  NOTES 

Planning-  for  postwar  foreign  library  service  is  at  present  a  special  con- 
cern of  Director  White,  who  acts  as  advisor  to  the  A.L.A.  Board  of  Educa- 
tion for  Librarianship  for  a  study  devoted  to  this  subject.  Dr.  White  served 
as  chairman  of  the  Conference  of  Middle  Western  Research  Libraries 
held  at  the  University  of  Chicago  in  January  to  discuss  cooperation  be- 
tween such  libraries.  Alumni  who  attended  the  conference  were  Kanardy 
L.  Taylor  of  the  John  Crerar  Library,  Jackson  E.  Towne  of  the  Michigan 
State  College  Library,  and  Grace  Van  Wormer  of  the  State  University 
of  Iowa  Library. 

"Changes  in  organization  at  the  University  of  Illinois  Library"  is  the 
subject  of  an  article  by  Dr.  White  in  the  December,  1942,  issue  of  College 
and  Research  Libraries.  His  discussion  of  "The  battle  of  the  books"  ap- 
pears in  the  January  1943  issue  of  Illinois  Libraries.

You  Can  Help 


There  is  a  rapidly  increasing  shortage  of  trained  librarians  for  begin- 
ning positions.  In  consequence  many  libraries  have  found  it  difficult  (some- 
times impossible)  to  fill  such  positions.  Some  libraries  have  been  called 
upon  for  extra  services,  and  have  had  to  undertake  these  serA'ices  with  no 
additional  staff,  even  with  a  reduced  staff.  Although  beginning  salaries 
have  been  increasing,  the  demand  is  greater  than  the  supply. 

Each  librarian  has  two  opportunities  to  help  relieve  this  situation.  The 
first  is  by  faithfully  performing  one's  duties  to  the  best  of  one's  ability. 
We  may  individually  and  collectively  be  able  to  help  "  take  up  some  of  the 
slack"  left  by  vacancies. 

The  second  opportunity  for  each  librarian  to  help  is  by  encouraging 
promising  students  to  prepare  themselves  for  librarianship.  Library  schools 
generally  are  equipped  to  train  many  more  students  than  they  have  had 
either  in  1941-42,  or  in  1942-43.  Larger  library  school  classes  in  1943-44 
will  not  solve  1943's  problems  but  they  will  greatly  help  in  1944.  We 
should  begin  now  before  it  is  too  late.  Otherwise  it  seems  likely  to  be 
another  story  of  too  little  and  too  late. 

In  encouraging  students  to  enter  librarianship,  several  points  may 
prove  helpful. 

1.  Libraries  have  been  recognized  as  rendering  important  services 
in  wartime  by  such  persons  as  President  Roosevelt;  John  W.  Stude- 
baker,  Commissioner  of  Education;  and  Elmer  Davis,  Director  of  OWL 

2.  Beginning  salaries  have  been  increasing,  the  amounts  varying 
with  particular  localities. 

3.  Librarianship  offers  an  opportunity  for  important  services  of 
education  and  information. 

4.  Librarianship  offers  opportunity  for  promising  young  people  to 
prepare  now  for  a  career. 

The  success  with  which  librarianship  meets  the  challenge  ahead  will 
depend  directly  upon  each  individual's  effort.  If  each  Illini  talked  to  one 
prospect   and   encouraged  her   to   consider   library   service,   these   recruits 
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from  the  college  graduating  classes  of  1944  would  aid  very  materially  in 
alleviating  the  present  shortage  of  qualified  librarians  for  beginning 
positions.

As  the  Nezi'S  Letter  goes  to  press  word  has  come  that  the  University  of 
Illinois  Press  will  publish  the  survey  of  the  Library  School  as  the  second 
in  the  newly  inaugurated  series  "University  of  Illinois  Contributions  to 
Librarianship."  The  survey,  made  by  a  committee  consisting  of  Andrew  D. 
Osborn,  John  Dale  Russell,  and  Keyes  D.  Metcalf,  Chairman,  was  made 
possible  by  a  grant  of  funds  from  the  Carnegie  Corporation  of  New  York. 
The  report  is  in  two  parts.  Part  I  entitled  'The  Program  of  Instruction  in 
Library  Schools"  is  devoted  to  the  study  of  professional  education  for 
librarianship  in  the  broadest  sense;  Part  II,  the  section  devoted  specifically 
to  recommendations  for  the  University  of  Illinois  Library  School,  will  not 
be  published  as  it  is  only  of  local  interest. 
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
